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PREFACE 





HE Moghul Empire, in Hindoftan, did not obtain 





any regular form till the reign of Akber. Ti- 
mour was only an invader. Baber poffeffed little more 
than Lahoor and Cabul. Hemayun was expelled by 
Shere Khan; and lived but a few months after having 
recovered his kingdom, by the defeat of Secunder Sour, 
the fon and fuccefor of that ufurper. Akber, at the age 
of thirteen, fucceeded to the peaceful inheritance of his 
father’s dominions; and, during his minority, the go- 


vernment acquired vigour, new provinces were conquered,

commerce flourifhed, the finances were improved, and 
difburfements regulated, through the a&tivity and valour, 
the wifdom, integrity and economy of Byram Khan, the 
Ameer ul Omrah. When the Emperor affumed the ma- 
nagement of affairs, he purfued the wife plans of Byram 
Khan; and after the experience of thirty-feven years, 


with the affitance of an upright and moit abie minitfter, 





reduced his obfervations toa regular fyftem. His Infti- 
tutes, drawn up by the great Abulfazel, are a lafting monu- 
ment of their united fame. The fkill and fagacity difplayed 
in thefe arrangements, for every department, with the 
regard fhewn throughout for the fecurity of the life and 
property of the meaneft peafant, give us an high idea of 
the government; and it aftonifhes us to hear the minitter 
of an abfolute prince, bred up in a faith notorious for its 


intolerant fpirit, difcuffing with freedom the rights of 





humanity; boldly reprobating perfecution, and maintain- 


ing 
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ing that the Almighty is the common parent of all man- 
kind: But we contemplate with flill higher admiration 
and reverence, the monarch, who in oppofition to the 
prevailing maxims of defpotifn, could not only adopt 
{uch enlarged fentuments himfelf, but have the genero- 
fity to authorize their promulgation, in order to diffufe 
general happinefs, by efablifhing peace and unanimity 
amongft his fubje@s of fuch oppofite perfuafons, as the 
followers of the Bedes, and thofe of the Mohammedan 
faith. The one mill aad forgiving, refufing profelytes, 
but profefliaz an un verfal philanthropy: the other fierce 
and vindi@tive, making converts with the fword; defpif 
11g and perfecutinz all thofe who embrace not their par- 
ticular creed; purfuing, with unrelenting fury, even thofe 
amongt themfelves, who differ but in the riot immate- 
rial poiat, regarding them as abfolute infidels, the objc&s 


of their {corn and utter deteftation.

The- candour and indulgence which I have experi- 
enced, in the publication of my tranflation of the Ayeen 
Akbery, both here and in Europe, embolden me to at- 
tempt a delincation of the moft material changes that 
happened in the conftitution of Hindoftan, during the 
fucceeding reigns of Jehangir, Shahiehan and Auruaz- 
zebe. 

The materials for this work are taken from authentic 
Perfian manufcripts; of which I have an ample collec- 
tion, purchafed at a very great expence, during twenty- 
three years refidence in India. ‘The Englifh reader may 
rely upon the fidelity of this compilation; and for the 
{atisfa€tion of the Orientalift, whenever I have met with 
any edi, law or regulation, particularly important, cu- 


rious or interefting, I have given the original along with 





the tranflation, in an appendix, at the end of each reign. 
Thofe of Jehangir and Shahjehan afford only few in- 
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ftances of innovation or reform; but the reign of Au- 
rungzebe furnifhes many important documents; as, under 
the government of that monarch, the conftitution of Hin- 
doftan was publicly declared (what was before only m- 
plied) to be founded on the ftri€teft principles of Moham- 
medanifm: and in thefe ediéts the landed property, and 
other rights of the fubje@ are clearly ftated; many points 
relative to the prerogative of the crown are accurately 
defined ; and the officers of government fully inftru&ed, 
in the nature and extent of their refpetive duties. 

From the confideration that under Aurungzebe the 
empire attained to its fulleft vigour, I have deferred, till 
the conclufion of his reign, my remarks on the progref- 
five {tate of Hindoftan, and particularly of the revenues, 
from the acceffion of Jehangir; and by obferving this 
method, I am enabled to place the whole in a clear and 


comprehenfive point of view. 
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Imprefied with the warmeit fenfe of gratitude to my 





honourable employers, to my particular friends, and to 
the public in general, for their liberal encouragement of 
my former labours, I purfue my prefent tafk with ardour, 


alacrity and fatisfa@ion; and fhall be happy if my en- 


deavours herein may entitle me to the continuance of 


their favour, approbation, and fupport.

HEN the Emperor Akber entered the twenty-ninth year of his 
age, being very unhappy at not having a fon, he went to the 
village of Sikry, about ten cofe diftance from Agra, to pay a vifit to 
Sheikh Sileem, a celebrated derveifh, and in his prefence made a vow, 
that if Heaven granted him that bleffing, he would perform a pilgrimage, 
on foot, from Agra tothe fhrine of Khojeh Moyeneddeen Cheifty, in the ci- 
ty of Ajmeer. The derveifh affured him, that Heaven had liftened to his 
prayers, and would beftow upon him three fons. Akber rejoiced exceed- 
ingly at thefe tidings, and promifed that his firft born fhould be commit- 
ted to the care of Sheikh Sileem: and, accordingly, when one of his 
Begums was far advanced in her pregnancy, he fent her to the houfe of 
the Sheikh, at Sikry, where on Wednefday the 17th of Reby ul Awwel, 
A. H. 977, or z9th of Auguft, 1569, fhe was delivered of a prince, 
whom Akber named Sultan Sileem, and who was afterwards the Emperor 
Jehangir. On this happy occafion, public rejoicings were made through- 
out the empire; Akber beftowed magnificent prefents upon his courtiers; 
VOL. Ie b diftributcd 
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diftributed confiderable fums in charity, and ordered all prifoners to be 
fet. at liberty *. 


Axsout five months after the birth of the prince, Akber prepared for 
fulfiliing his vow, by making a pilgrimage, on foot, from Agra to the 
fhrine of Moyeneddeen Cheifty, one hundred and forty cofe, which he 
divided into twelve ftages. He fet out on the 12th of Shaban, or 19th of 
January, 1570, and at the end of feventeen days arrived at the fhrine, 
where he offered up his prayer and thankfgiving with fervent devotion. 
This renowned Mohammedan faint was born in Seiftan, from whence he 
is fometimes ftiled Sanjary. His father, Khojeh Haffan, dying at the 
time he was only fifteen years old, he fought the protection of Sheikh 
Ibrahim Kundoozy. When he arrived at manhood, he travelled to Sa- 
marcand and Bokhara, and from thence to Khorafan, where, in the town 
of Haroon dependant upon Nifhapoor, he became a pupil of Sheikh Of- 
man Haroony, with whom he lived, under a very auftere difcipline, for 
twenty years; and then, by the advice of his teacher, he travelled into 
far countries, and vifited the moft famous doctors and holy men of that 
age. Sheikh Moyeneddeen was the grandfon of Sheikh Mowdood 
Cheifty, and in him that family became extinct. 


From Ajmeer the Emperor went to Dehly, where he arrived in the 
month of Ramzan, and paid his devotions at the tomb of Hemayun, and 
other holy fhrines in that neighbourhood. From thence he proceeded to 
Agra, and got back to that city on the 6th of Zilkadeh, or the 11th of 
April, 1570. 


Two years afterwards, upon the conqueft of Gujerat, the Emperor in 


commemoration of that event, as well as for the good fortune which had 


befallen him at Sikry, founded there a city, to which he gave the name 
of Futtehabad; and many of the nobility ere€ting magnificent houfes on 
that fpot, in the courfe of fourteen or fifteen years it became verv 
populous +.

RELATING TO SULTAN SILEEM. 


As foon as the prince was four years, four months and four cays old, 
Mollana Meerkillan Heravce was appointed his tutor, and Katib Moham- 
med his etaleek, or governor ; and when the latter was fent upon a military 
expedition, that office was conferred upon Mirza Khankhanan. Four years 
after this, the Emperor appointed the prince a munfebdar of ten thou- 
fand effeétive cavalry *. When he arrived at his fiftecnth year, he was 
married to the daughter of Bhogwandols, one of the moft powerful Rajah» 
of Hindoftan. ‘The next yeer he snarried the daughter of Rajah Oudy 
Singh, fon of the great Row Maldeo whofe army confifted of eighty 
thoufand men, and who gained feveral victories over the Ranna of Chi- 
tore :—Within ayear after his marriage with the daughter of Bhogwandols, 
fhe was delivered of a princefs, who was called Sultana ul Niffa Begum; 
and the following year fhe was brought to bed of a fon, to whom Akber 
pave the name of Sultan Khufru. About this time Sultan Silecm took 
for his thiid wife, the daughter of Khojeh Haflan, who brought him 
Sultan Purveiz. He now mariied a fourth wife, the daughter of Key foo- 
dofs, by whom he had a princefs named Bahar Bana Begum. ‘Two 
months fubfequent Sultan Khorum, afterwards Shahjehan, was born a 
Lahoor, of the daughter of Rajah Cudyfingh +. 


Warn Akber marched to the Dekhan, he fent Sultan Sileem into Aj- 
meer with a powerful army, to make war upon the Kanna of Chitore. 
Rajah Manfingh, Shah Kuly Khan, and others of the principal nobility 
were left with the prince. Rajah Manfingh, although at this time foo- 
bahdar of Bengali, was prevailed upon to go againft the Ranna; and ap- 
pointed his brother, Juggetfingh, for the management of his govern- 
ment; but he dying fhortly after, his fon Mahafingh fucceeded him in 
that trut. ‘The prince fent forward Rajah Manfingh with the army, and 
followed himfelf by flow marches, hunting all the way till he arrived at 
Oudypoor. The Ranna, after fome fkirmifhes with the imperial troops, 
fied to the mountains, and no advantage was gained over him, but taking 
fome prifoners.

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At this juncture Manfingh received fuch intelligence from Bengal as 
made him defirous to return thither, in order to quell the dilturbances oc- 
cationed by his abfence ; and thinking the prefent ftate of affıirs favour- 
able for his brother in-law, Sileem, he advifed him to take advantage of 
the Emperor’s being engaged in foreign conquefts, which might detain 
him a long time, and pofl¢fs himfelf of all the provinces on the eaft of the 
river Ganges. Sileem, feduced by the evil counfel of Manfingh, and fup- 
ported by the advice of fome other courtiers, gave up the purfuit of the 
Ranna, and marched back to Agra. Kheleej Khan, the killadar of Agra, 
uniufpecting of danger, came out to pay his refpects to the prince, whofe 
partifans advifed him to detain that officer, till he confented to eliver up 
the fort, which contained all the impcrial treafure; an acquifition that 
could not fail of raifing the poffeffor to the throne. But he reje€ted this 
advice, and after receiving the compliments of Kheleej Khan, gave him 
leave to return to Agra; and then proceeded with his army to Allahabad, 
Miriam Mekany, the Emperor’s mother, being informed of Sileem’s in- 
tentions, went out to meet him, to endeavour to diffuade him from fo rath 
an enterprize. But Sileem, in order to avoid her, fet off for Allahabad 
in-a light boat; and the Begum, difanpointed in her purpofe, returned to 
Agra greatly mortified. 


Wuen Sultan Sileem returned to Allahabad, he lavifhly beftowed upon 


' his adherents, the provinces fituated on the eaft fide of the Ganges. The 


foobah of Bahar was given to Koteveddeen Kokultafh; Allah Beg ob- 
tained Sircar Jownpoor; and Tunnem Bahadre Sircar Culpee, all as ja- 
geers. Befides thus difpofing of thofe valuable provinces, he feized thirty 
lacks of rupees, that were in the royal treafury of Bahar. 


Tue affeftion which Akber ftill entertained for Sileem, only ferved to 
increafe his affliGtion, when he received intelligence of his proceedings. 
He wrote him a letter, wherein he expatiated upon his ingratitude, and 
threatened him with the divine vengeance, for his undutiful and rebelli- 
ous conduct, Shereef, the fon of Khojeh Abdulfemed, of whom the Em- 
peror entertained favourable fentimenis, was known to be attached to the 

prince; 
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prince; and Akber flattered himfelf that by entrufting the negotiation to A.H.1oc9. 
his management, matters might yet be accommodated fo as to preclude ang 
the neceffity of proceeding to rigorous meafures. Sileem reccived the let- 
ter with every mark of dutiful refpect, and was fo much affected at its 
contents, that he at firft refolved to go to his father, and throw himfclf 
upon his clemency ; but upon reflection, did not think it prudent to expofe 
himfelf to the cffects of his juft refentinent at that time. He retained in 
his fervicc the Emperor’s meflenger Shereef, who from that time became 
his confidential friend; and the very day that he mounted the throne, he 


made the traitor his prime minifter. 


AXKBER was fo much grieved at his fon’s behaviour, and alarmed for 
the peace of the cmpirc, that it became the primary object of his atten- 
tion, to endeavour to bring back the prince to a proper fenfe of his duty. 
He therefore quitted his military purfuits in the Dekhan, at the time when 
his arms were moft fuccefsful; and leaving the command of the army to 
the Khankhanan and Sheikh Abulfazel, returned to Agra. 


SomE time after the Emperor’s return to Agra, Sultan Sileem refolved a.trrore. 
to pay him a vifit in that capital, and fet out accompanied by thirty thou- ne 
fand cavalry. Akber was naturally alarmed when he heard that Sileem 
was coming with fuch a force; and Jafer Beg Afof Khan, the dewan, who 
had always oppofed the intereft of the prince, was fo terrified, that he 
entertained thoughts of deftroying himfelf; and when the prince arrived 
at Etawah, Afof Khan’s jagecr, he fent him a prefent of a very valuable 
ruby. At this place Sileem received a letter from his father} telling him 
that he could not help entertaining unfavourable fufpicions of his pre- 
tended vifit; that it was not the cuftom for a fubject to vifit his king, at 
the head of a powerful army; that if in fo doing, he had no other object 
in view, than the difplaying of his magnificence and power, he had al- 
ready effectually accomplifhed that parpofe; and therefore had nothing to do 
but difband his troops, and come to court alone: but that if he entertained 
any doubt of his Majefly’s fincerity, and hac come thus attended to guard 
himfelf from danger, he had better return to Allahabad, and not think of 
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an interview till his mind was entirely freed from apprehenfion and dif- 
truft. Sileem, in his anfwer, entreated his father to believe, that he had 
no other wifh than to throw himfelf at his Majefty’s feet after fo long an 
abfence ; but that in obedience to his royal command, he fhould go back 
to Allahabad without having enjoyed that happinefs, and return whenever 
it might be the Emperor’s pleafure to order him to court. 


Wurst Sileem remained at Etawah, he received a fecond letter from 
his father, wherein he beftowed upon him in jageer, the foobahs of Bengal 
and Oriffa, and dire&ted him to fend forces to take poffeffton aereof. 
The prince did not think it prudent to detach any part of hic troops at 
this juncture: he, however, invented fome plaufible excufes for the delay 
in the execution of the order, and with which the Emperor appeared to 
be fatisfhed. 


SILEEM led back his army, and when he arrived at Allahabad difplayed 
all the infignia of foyalty, and conferred titles of honour upon his ad- 
herents. 


In fo critical a juncture, the Emperor.wifhing to avail himfelf of the 
faithful and prudent counfel of Abulfazel, ordered him to repair to Agra 
with all poffible expedition. Sileem was confcious of the enormity of 
his own corduct: he dreaded the effects of Abulfazel’s fage advice, which 
having been ever directed to the weliare of the empire, and the true inte- 
reft and dignity of his royal mafter, might, on the prefent occafion, have 
operated fo far to the difadvantage of the prince, as to have obftructed his 
acceffion to the throne, at the death of his father, who was now far ad- 
vanced in years; he, therefore, formed the bafe refolution of having him 
affaffinated. 


Tue country of Nerfingh Deo lay in the road from the Dekhan to 
Agta; and as this Rajah was then ranked amongft the lawlefs and unfub- 
jected chieftains, he was eafily prevailed upon, by the promife of a confi- 
derable reward, to execute the foul murder. Accordingly, when Abuifa- 

zel 
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zel arrived at Berkeh Serai, ten cofe from Gualiar, he was attacked by a AH. torr. 
large body of the Rajah’s people. He made a gallant refiftance ; but was foon i gpa 


overpowered by numbers, and flain; and Nerfingh Deo fent his head to 
Sileem at Allahabad. Although this affair gave Akber great uneafinefs, yet 
it enabled Sileem to go to court without fear or apprehenfion; and in a 
{fhort {pace of time to convert the doubts and jealouty of his father, into 
confidence and fatisfaction; for fhortly after this event, Akber fent to Al- 
lahabad, Selima Sultana Begum, Sileem’s mother, to quiet his apprehen- 
fom and prevail upon him to repair to court. “The prince advanced two 
Gay’s journey to meet his mother, conducted her to Allahabad with every 
mark of ref{pect; and, without hefitation, confented to return with her to 
Agra. When he approached near to Agra, he wrote to his father, 
that m confequence of his kind permiffion, he was come to make his 
bumble jubmiffic1s. He entreated that Meriam Mekany, out of her 
maternal goodnefs, would receive him under her immediate protection ; 
and begged that the aftrologers might determine the fortunate hour 
for the interview. The letter was entrufted to Khojeh Doaft Mo- 
hammed. The Emperor, on receipt of it, repaired to the apartments of 
Meriam Mekany, who cheerfully undertook to comply with Sileem’s re- 
cueft. Akber, in his anfwer, kindly told Sileem that there was no necef- 
fity to confult the aftrologers, as for fuch a meeting every hour muft be 
fortunate. 


SILEEM hereupon haftened to Agra, and at the diftance of a day’s jour- - 
ney from that city was met by Meriam Mekany, who conduéted him to 
her apartments, and there prefented him to the Empero. The prince 
flung himfelf at the feet of his father, who raifed him from the ground, 
and after the moft tender and affe€tionate embraces, led him to the pre- 
fence chamber. Two days afterwards the Emperor gave him one of his 
fineft elephants, and then taking off his own turband, placed it upon the 
head of the prince, and publickly declared him his fucceffor in the empire. 


Ak BER now reprefented to Sultan Sileem, that the former expedition 
againfl the Ranna having failed through his means, it behovcd him to re- 
tricve 
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ere trieve his reputation, by concluding that war in perfon. The prinee 

ww cheerfully acquiefced in all that his father propofed ; many of the princi" 
pal munfebdars were nominated for this fervicc; and proper fupplies of 
cvery kind ordered to be provided without delay. The prince, after tak- 
ing an affectionate leave of his father, marched to Futtehpoor, and re- 
mained there fome days in expectation of recciving the promited fupplies ; 
but the officers of government making no progrefs thercin, he faw plainly 
that they wifhed to bring him into diferace, by the failure of the expedi- 
tion for want of proper fupport. He freely communicated his fentir ents 
to his father, fetting forth that his troops were alreadv confiderablv ín ar- 
rears; and that as the Ranna would doubtle{s procrast the war as much as 
poffible, by taking refuge in his mountains, it would be fruitlefs to en- 
gage in fuch an expedition without very ample icfources; but feeing 
that the Emperor’s officers were not difpofed to furnifh him with the ne- 
ceflary aids, he humbly entreated permiffion to pay his refpeéts once more 
to his Majefty, for the purpofe of obtaining leave to return to Allahabad ; 
from whence he would undertake the expedition at his own expence. 


Tue Emperor, upon the receipt of the prince’s reprefentation, fent 
Bukht ul Nefila Begum, his own fifter, to tell him that he had permiffion 
to return to Allahabad ; but that having taken his leave in a fortunate 
hour, the aftrologers foretold that another meeting, during the prefent 
conjunction of the planets, would be attended with ill confequences : how- 
ever, that after having ftaid a fhort time at Allahabad, he might return 
again to Agra. ‘The prince accordingly marched from Futtehpoor, and 
crofing the Jumna at Melitra, proceeded to Allahabad : and on his arrival 
there he made great reioicings for the reconciliation that had fo happily 
taken place between him and his father. 


Tue death of Khufro’s mother happened about this time. She inhe- 
rited a melancholy difpofition from her family; and the undutiful beha- 
viour of her fon, in making ufe of every opportunity to prejudice Akber 
apainft his father, fo worked upon her imagination, that taking the op- 


portunity of her hufband’s abfence upon an hunting party, fhe deftroyed 
herfelf . 
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herfelf by a large dofe of ofium. Sileem was a long time inconfolable AHi 
for the lofs of this amiable princefs, who, befides a large fhare of beauty, Wy 
poffeffed a fine underftanding, with a moft engaging foftnefs and affability 
of manners. Akber fincerely partook of his forrow; and wrote him a 


ery affectionate and confolatory letter on the occafion, 


ALTHOUGH the Emperor had fecmingly acquiefced in Sileem’s argu- 
ments for returning to Allahabad, yet was he by no means fatisfied with 
this p etext for delaying the expedition againft the Ranna: and the 
prince’s enemies made ufe of the occafion to rekindle the Emperor’s jea- 
loufy, by afcribing this conduct to ambitious defigns againft the peace of 
the empire. ‘To add to the Emperor’s difpleafure, Sileem had unhappily 
at this time been guilty of an act of cruelty, which furnifhed but too juf 
grounds of complaint againft him. A wakianavefs, or intelligencer, and 
tivo other fervants belonging to Sileem, had formed a confpiracy againft 
his life ; in which being detected, they attempted to make their efcape 
to Sultan Daniel, in the Dekhan; but their flight was foon difcovered, 
and fome horfemen being fent in purfuit of them, quickly brought them 
back. Sileem was fo exafperated againft them, that in the fury of his 
paffion he ordered the wakianavefs to be flead, one of the accomplices to 
be caftrated, and the other feverely beaten. Thefe cruel punifhments, 
which were executed in his prefence, put an end to the confpiracy; nei- 
ther were there any more defertions. T his tranfaction, in itfelf fuffici- 
ently culpable, was reported to the Emperor with all the exaggeration 
that malice could invent. The criminals were reprefented as innocent 
fufferers ; and it was afferted that the prince commonly practifec fuch bar- 
barities in the paroxifms of inebriation, a vice to which, in common with 
his two brothers, he was unfortunately very much addicted. Akber, who 
poffeffed a mind fraught with every principle of philanthrophy and huma- 
nity, was fhocked at thefe accounts of his fon’s barbarity. He wrote him 
a letter, in which he feverely reprobated his conduct, and faid, that not 
being able himfclf to fee a fheep ftripped of its fkin without fenfations of 
horror, he was at a lofs to conceive how it was peffible for his fon, fo far 
to ftifle the common feelings of nature, as to fuffer a fellow creature to be 
flead in his prefence.

Tue Emperor now refolved to go himfelf to Allahabad,,to compel 
Sileem to come to Agra. He accordingly fent on his tents to the diftance 
of three cofe; and at night, unattended, got into a boat in order to pro- 
ceed thither; but inthe middle of the way the boat ftruck upon a fand, 
and was immoveable At day-break fome of the nobility arrived in their 
boats fo his relief ; but the aftrologers thought this accident a bad omen, 
and recommended to Akber to return to Agra; he, however, rejected 
their advice, and proceeded to the encainpment. The next day it rained 
very hard, and he received intelligence thit Miriam Mekany, who t-d 
always been averfe to this journey, was taxen ill. The rain continuing 
with inceffant violence for two days, the whole encampment was inun- 
dated, and, excepting the royal pavilion, not a tent was left ftanding. 
The third night a meffenger arrived to inform him, that the phyficians 
defpaired of his mother’s life; upon which he haftened back, in hopes 
of receiving the laft blefing from his beloved parent. But he found her 
{peechlefs, in which ftate fhe continued five days longer, and then expired. 
The Emperor, according to the cuftom of his anceftors, fhaved his head 
and beard, and put on a mourning habit; and his example was followed 
by thoufands of all ranks. He affifted in carrying the corpfe fome paces, 
after which he returned to the prefence chamber. ‘The nobility by 
turns bore the body to Dehly, where they arrived in thirty-one hours: 
The body was depofited in the maufoleum of Hemayun. The day after 
the funeral, the Emperor and his court laid afide their mourning habits ; 
and he beftowed drefles, and other valuable prefents upon the nobility; and 
the officers of his houfehold. 


As foon as Sultan Sileem heard of his father’s intention to come to Al- 
Jahabad, and that he had been prevented by the death of Miriam Mekany, 
he difpatched Shereef to the Soobah of Bahar, and fet out immediately 
for Agra; to ftrive to remove the prejudices which the Emperor had 
conceived againft him, as well as to partake of his forrow for the death 
of the Begum. His father received him with open arms; and his enemies 
began to be apprehenfive for their fafety, from this fudden and unex- 
pected reconciliation. When the court broke up, Akber conducted Sileem 

to 
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xi 


to the feraglio. Here the Emperor gave full vent to his rage, and after A H.:or2. 


reprimanding the prince in the fevereft terms for his mifcondućt, told him 
that having heard his brain was turned from his exceffive drunkennefs, he 


muft remain there fome days, in order that, if the report proved true, a 


proper remedy might be applied to his diftemper. He was confined in 
the oratory, but, his mother and fifters were allowed to vifit him; and 
they encouraged him to fubmit patiently to this treatment, by affuring 
u:m that it would terminate to his advantage. He remained there ten 
days during which time he entirely abftained from liquor and ofium; 
and behaved in every refpect fo much to the Emperor’s fatisfaction, that 
thenceforward he was permitted to come to court, and reftored to that 
degree of favour and affection which he had before pofleffed. 


But an accident which happened a few days after Sileem’s enlargement, 
was near creating a frefh mifunderftanding between him and the Emperor. 
Sileem was pofleffed of a very famous elephant named Geeranbar, who 
was an over-match for any one in the royal ftables; but Khufro had an 
elephant named Æproop, which he was defirous fhould enter the lifts 
againft his father’s, Akber gave orders for the fight, and, according to 
cuftom, one of the royal elephants was directed to be ready on the fpot, 
to affift againft the conqueror. Sileem, and his fon Khufro, obtained the 
Emperor’s permiffion to mount their horfes, in order to be near the ele- 
phants; while the young prince Khorum (afterwards Shahjehan) was 
feated at a window by the fide of his grandfather. The combat began; 
Khufro’s elephant foon gave way, and the Emperor’s was pufhing forward 
to fupport him againft the conqueror ; but a number of pcople for fome 
time refufed to let the royal elephant pafs before Sileem’s horfe, and flung 
ftones, one of which cut the Emperor’s elephant driver on the fide of his 
head, and fome blood iffued from the wound; however, he preffed on, 
and at length brought his elephant into action. The infidious Khufro 
galloped away to the Emperor, and told him that the difturbance had 
been occafioned by his father, who had fecretly given directions to his 
people not to fuffer the royal elephant to engage. The Emperor fent 
young Khorum to tell his father how much he was difpleafed at him, 

and

A-H.1012. and to defire to know what had induced him to behave in fuch an extraor- 
A.D. a 
sie dinary manner. Khorum delivered the Emperor’s meflage in the moft 


refpectful terms, and Sileem defired him to affure the Emperor, that fo 
far from conniving at, he had actually quelled the difturbance. By this 
time Khufro’s elephant had run away, and Sileem’s gained fuch fuperi- 
ority over the imperial one, that his life was in danger. All attempts 
to part them proved vain, till at length they plunged together into the 
river, where they were feparated by the interpofition of fome peor fe in 
boats: Khorum returned to his grandfather, and proved to his fat. fat. 
tion the falfity of Khufro’s accufation. 


On Monday the 2oth of Jemady ul Awwel, A. H. 1014, or 13th Auguft, 
1605, Akber was feized with a fever, the violence of which greatly alarmed 
his phyficians. At this juncture Sileem received fecret intelligence, that 
a party, at the head of which were Manfingh, Khufro’s uncle, and Khan 
Azem, his father-in-law, had formed a defign of raifing Khufro to the 
throne, upon the death of the Emperor: he therefore did not think it 
prudent to put himfelf in the power of the confpirators, by venturing 
into the fort of Agra to vifit his father. But young Khorum could not 
be prevailed upon to leave the Emperor for a moment, although his mo- 
ther went on purpofe to bring him away, and remonftrated with him on 
the danger to which he expofed himfelf, by remaining amongft his ene- 
mies; all entreaties were in vain, and he declared that no confideration 
fhould feparate him from his beloved grandfather, as long as there re- 
mained in him any figns of life. 


Ar length the confpirators, finding themfelves difcovered, began to en- 
tertain doubts of their fuccefs; and after fome debate thev agreed that 
it would be moft prudent to lay afide their defign till a more favourable 
opportunity. They accordingly waited upon Sileem, and fwore to act in 
obedience to his authority. ‘The next day he vifited the Emperor in his 
lat moments. 
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On the night of the 13th of Jemady ul Sany, or October 13th, 1605, 

Akber expired, and the next cay was interred with great pomp in the 

cemetery at Secundra. He was born in A. H. 949, or A. D. 1542; afcend- 

ed the throne in 963, or A. D. 1556, at the age of fourteen, and died after 

a glorious reign of forty-nine folar years; aged fixty-three folar years and 
ne day. 


He had three fons, Sultan Sileem, now Jehangir; Sultan Morad, who 
died by exceffive drinking, in A.H. 1007, or A. D. 1598, in the Dekhan; 
and Sultan Daniel, who died by the like debauch alfo in the Dekhan, in 
A. H. 1013, or A. D. 1604. 


Anp three Daughters, Shahzadeh Khanun; Shiker ul Niffa Begum; 
and Aram Banu Begum. 
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N Thurfday, the zoth of Jemady ul Sany, A. H, 1014, corre. 
O {ponding with the 22d of October, A. D. 1605, Sultan Sileem 
afcended the throne at Agra, and affumed the following titles : 
Abulmozuficr Neureddeen Mohammed Felangir, ot The Father of Viétory, 
the Light of Religion, Mohammed, the Conqueror of the World. 





He tells us, in his own memoirs, that the firt order he iffued, on 
his accefion to the throne, was for the conftruction of the golden chain 
of juftice, which we fhall defcribe particularly amongft his other regula- 
tions, Eis confirmed all the laws that had been enacted by his father, and 
iffued an edict containing twelve inftitutes, or regulations, remarkable for 
the humanity, juftice, and political fagacity, that pervade them 
and which we íhali detail in the proper place, 
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AHior}e THe following appointments and promotions immediately took place.—

“ners On Sayeed Khan, one of Akber’s confidential omrahs, was conferred 
the government of Penjab; Sheikh Fereed Bokharee, the late Em- 
peror’s Meer Bukhfhee *, was confirmed in his ofice; Mokeem, to 
whom Akber, in the latter end of his reign, had given the title of Vizier 
Khan, was now appointed to the office of Vizier ul Memalek +, 
jointly with Jan Beg, to whom Jehangeer, before he came to the 
throne, had given the title of Vizier ul Mulk  : Rajah Man Singh was 
appointed Soobahdar of Bengal: Khojehgee Futtehullah, Abdulrezak 
Mamoory, both bukhfhees, or paymafters, and Ameeneddeen, all 
officers of the late Emperor, were confirmed in their refpective pofts ; 
and all the inferior public fervants, with thofe of the haram, continued 
to enjoy their accuftomed ftipends. Shereef Khan, who had been ap- 
pointed Soobahdar of Bahar, during the time of Akber, was now pro- 
moted to the high dignities of Vakeel ul Sultanet §, and Ameer ul 
Omrah ||. Khan Azem was retained about the Emperor’s perfon, with 


every mark of confidence and refpect. 


Tue Ranna of Oudypoor having haken off the yoke upon the death 
of Akber, Jehangir, in order to reduce him to obedience, fent againft 
him his fecond fon, Sultan Purveiz, with an army of twenty thoufand 
cavalry; but the prince, being only fixteen years of age, the actual com- 
mand was entrufted to Afof Khan, in the quality of Ataleek, or tutor. 
When they took their leave of Jehanzir, he charged them, that if either 
the Ranna or his fon Kurrun came out to meet them with tokens of fub- 
miffion, they fhould receive him kindly, and not commit any hoftility upon 
the country. The Emperor was actuated to this moderate conduét by two 

motives.

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motives. ‘The vaft territory of Mawerelnehr * being at this time in AH10ry 
great confufidn without a head ; and the Dekhan having been but partly ge 
fubdued by Akber, he was tempted to look to the conquett of the former 
kingdom, and to the finifhing, in the latter quarter, what his father had 
begun: But whilft fo powerful a prince as the Ranna of Oudypoor con- 

tinued unfubdued, it would have been highly imprudent to have engaged 
himfelf in foreign expeditions. 


In the firt month of his reign, Jehangir had by one of his concubines, 
male twins, whom he called Jehandar and Sheriar. 


Larran Beg Behadre, who had fhewn a faithful attachment to the 
Emperor in the life-time of his father, he now promoted to a munfeb of 
4000, gave him a prefent of 20,000 rupees, and appointed him Soobahdar 
of Bahar. At the fame time Vizier Khan was appointed Dewan + of 
Bengal. 


Rajan Nerfingh Deo, who, at the inftigation of Jchangir, had put to 
death the great Abulfazel, was in the firft year of his reign promoted toa 
munfeb of 3000. 


JEHANGIR had reigned only fix months, when his eldeft fon, Sultan 
Khufro, appeared in open rebellion againft him. It has already been 
mentioned, that during Akber’s laft illnefs, Rajah Manfingh, Khufro’s 
maternal uncle, and Azem Khan his father in law, in conjunétion with 
others of the Omrahs, who, from having always oppofed the intereft of 
Sultan Sileem, dreaded that when he came to the throne, they fhould be- 
come the victims of his refentment, inftilled ambitious notions into the 
mind of young Khufro, which led him to form the refolution of difputing 
the crown with his father, when a favourable opportunity fhould offer; 
and which they perfuaded him was not then far diftant, as the nobility in 
general were caballing, in order to be ready to take advantage of the con- 


fufion

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AH1014 fufion that might naturally be looked for at the death of Akber. But the 
wn unexpeéted reconciliation which fortunately took place between the Em- 

peror and Sultan Sileem, diffolved the confpiracy, and put him in quiet 
poffeffion of the empire. The rebellious defigns of Khufro, and his 
party, being thereby fruftrated, he was obferved to be uncommonly me- 
lancholy, and thoughtful, as if meditating fome defperate enterprize; 
and all his father’s endeavours to gain his confidence and affection, by 
every at of royal favour and paternal indulgence, had no effect upon 
him. He continued in this ftate ’till the 8th of the month Zilhejeh, or 
April 8th, 1606; when, at night, under pretence of vifiting the tomb of 
his grandfather, Akber, he departed from the fort of Agra, with about 
an hundred and fifty horfemen. His flight was immediately difcovered 
to Jan Beg, the Vizier, by one of his link-boys, who happened to 
be known to that minifter. The Vizier, without lofs of time, 
carried the man to the Ameer ul Omrah, who after examining him, and 
being convinced of the truth of his report, from the confiftency of his 
{tory, ran alone to the palace, and calling out one of the eunuchs of the 
Serai*, defired him to prefent his duty to his Majefty, and inform him, 
that he had fome very important intelligence, which required inftant com- 
munication. Jehangir, from whofe memoirs we have taken this account, 
fays, he had no conception of what had really happened; but imagined 
that fome intelligence had arrived either from the Dekhan or Gujerat. 
When the Ameer ul Omrah had difclofed the matter to him, they con- 
fulted together on the meafures moft proper to be taken. The Emperor 
propofed, that either himfelf, or Sultan Khorum, his third fon, fhould 
go in purfuit of the fugitive; to both of which propofals the Ameer ul 
Omrah ftarted objeétions, and offered his own fervices, which were ac- 
cordingly accepted. He afked his Majeity what courfe he was to take, 
provided the Prince fhould refufe to liften to reafon. The Emperor an- 
{wered, that if Khufro did not peaceably furrender himfelf, the Ameer 
ul Omrah fhould not be refponfible for any meafures that he might think 


it advifeable to purfue, adding the following political maxim: ‘* That 
when

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when the peace of an empire is at ftake, no regard muft be paid even to 
our children, for that a King has no relations.” The Ameer ul Omrah 
took his leave ; but after fome farther confideration, the Emperor, reflect 
ing upon the inveterate hatred which the Prince bore towards this minifter, 
did not chufe to expofe him to the effects of his rcfentment, in cafe, 
through any misfortune, he fhould fall into his hands. He, therefore, or- 
dered him back, and fent in his ftead Sheikh Fereed Bokharee, with fuch 
a body of troops as he could haftily collect, accompanied by Ehtemam 
Khan, the Cutwal *. His Majefty refolved to follow the next morn- 
ing, at the head of a confiderable force. 


Aumep Bec Knan, and Doat Mohammed, who had that day taken 
their leave of his Majefty to vifit their native country, happened to be at 
Secundra, when Khufro arrived there; and they haftening back to 
Agra, confirmed the other man’s report; with the additional information, 
that Khufro intended to proceed to Penjab. The Emperor fufpected, 
that he would foon quit that road, and retire to Bengal, to Rajah 
Manfingh, the Soobahdar, who was his maternal uncle ; but it was 
foan afterwards afcertained, that he had actually purfued the way to 
Penjab. 


Wuen Khufro arrived at Mehtra, he met mith Haffan Beg Bedakh- 
fhee, on his way to Agra from Cabul, from which government he had 
lately been difmiffed. Khufro cafily perfuaded him to join his party with 
about three hundred men, and return with him to Penjab. They attacked 
and plundered every one who fell in their way, and feized fome horfes, upon 
which they mounted their infantry ; even women and children did not 
efcape their fury ; and they burnt all the villages through which they 
paffed. Khufro was much affected at beholding thefe fcenes of violence 
and diftrefs, but was obliged to comply with what he had not the power 
to prevent. At the fame time that he reached Paniput, Dilawer 
Khan, Governor of Lahoor, happened to arrive there alfo, on his 
VoL.

he might be able to reach Lahoor before Khufro. Near Paniput he met 
with Abdulraheem, whom he advifed to fend his family alfo on the 
other fide of the Jumnah, and to wait there himfelf until the Emperor 
arrived. Dilawer Khan fet out immediately for Lahoor, and alarmed all 
the country through which he paffed with his account of Khufro’s re- 
bellion, and of the devaftations committed by his followers. Some he 
engaged to join him, and others were perfuaded to continue neuter. No 
fooner was Dilawer Khan departed, than Abdulraheem acted in direct 
contradiction to his advice, and joined Khufro, who gave him the title 
of Mallick ul Vuzeerah, or, The Prince of Viziers. 


At day-break the Emperor began his march. When he arrived at 
Secundra, he made his offerings at his father’s fhrine, and then proceeded 
on his way. Here Mirza Huffein, one of the fons of Mirza Sharokh, 
and who had been one of the companions of Khufro’s flight, having loft 
his way in the night, was furprized and taken. Not being able to deny 
the fact, he was tied hand and foot and put upon an elephant. The fun 
being intenfely powerful, the Emperor was obliged to halt during the 
heat of the day, under the fhade of fome trees. He went on again in 
the afternoon, and at night encamped by the fide of a tank in the pergun- 
nah of Mehtra, about twenty-three cofe diftant from Agra. On the roth 
he marched to Howrel. From this place he fent forward a choice 
body of men, commanded by Sheikh Fereed Bokharee. On the 11th the 
Emperor marched to Pulwel; and on the 12th to Fereedabad. On the 13th 
he arrived at D-hly, where he puid his devotions at the tomb of Hemayun; 
on the 14th he arrived at Nereyleh Serai, which place Khufro, in his march, 
had burnt down. The 15th he halted. The 16th he marched to Pani- 
put. The 17th he marched co Kernal; halted on the 18th, and on the 
1gth proceeded to Shahabad, where he halted fome days. Dilawer 
Khan having thrown himfelf into Lahoor, with a confiderable reinforce- 
ment, was very active in putting that place in a pofture of defence ; in 


which he was chearfully affifted by all the garrifon, as well as the inhabi- 
tants 
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tants of the city. Two days after his arrival, Khufro befieged the place, Anr 
and promifed his men, that they fhould have the plundering of the city Ww 


for feven days. The befiegers fet fire to one of the city gates; but the 
active Dilawer Khan ftopped their progrefs, by building up a wall within- 
fide. The fame day Saiyeed Khan, with a body of troops from Cafhmeer, 
happening to encamp on the banks of the Chenab, where he heard of the 
rebellion, haftened tothe relief of Lahoor; and at night he and his party 
were received into the fort. 


WueEN Khufro had laid before Lahoor fix days, he received intelli- 
gence, that the imperial army was advancing againft him. By this time 
he had been joined by many of the inhabitants of Lahoor, which is one 
of the moft populous cities of Hindoftan, fo that he found himfelf at the 
head of ten or tweive thoufand cavalry. He, therefore, thought it moft 
advifeable to raife the fiege, and march to attack the Emperor’s advanced 
guard, under the command of Sheikh Fereed, who was encamped at Sultan- 
poor. Although it was night and rained violently, when the Em peror receiv- 
ed advice of Khufro’s motions, he marched inftantly, and arrived the next 
morning at Sultanpoor, on the river Biah, where he remained till noon. No- 
body having fuipected that a battle could poffibly be fought that day, the 
imperial troops, according to the cuftom of ecfte armies, had come on 
in {mall parties, without obferving any order in their march, and the Em- 
peroc was juft fitting down to take a flight repaft, when news was brought 
him that Khufro had attacked Sheikh Fereed, and the advanced body. He 
mounted his horfe and flew to the army, attended only by fifty horfemen. 
By the time he reached the bridge of Gowindwal, he had collected toge- 
ther about five hundred men; but he here learnt that the enemy were to 
tally routed, The news was brought him by Shumfee Towfhekchee, to 
whom he inftantly gave the title of Khoofhkubber Khan*, Sheikh Fe- 
reed gained great honour by this victory, Sief Khan, of the tribe of 
Bareh, who fought under Fereed, received feventeen wounds. The band 
of this tribe, who were not above fixty in number, cut to pieces a great 

many

ee giv ing way, they cried out God fave the Emperor, when the rebels imagin- 
ing Jehangir was actually arrived, fled with the utmoft precipitation. A 
box of jewels, and other things of great value, belonging to Khufro, were 
left on the ficld of baitle. 


Tue very night that Khufro fed from Agra, the Emperor had dif- 
patched Rajah Buffoo to his Zemindary in the mountainsof Lahoor, with 
orders to feize Khufro if heappeared in that quarter; and at the fame 
time Mehabut Khan, and Mirza Aly Akber, were fent with a body of 
troops, to follow him wherever they could hear of hiri. 


On the 28th of Zilhejeh, or 26th April, the Imperial army encamped 
at Chaul, feven cofe trom Lahoor. After the battle at Gowindwal, the 
forces of Khufro difperfed, fo that he was left with only a few Afghans, 
who had been long in his fervice ; and Haffan Beg’s party, which was now 
very inconfiderable. The Afghans advifed him to return to Agra, and 
create difturbances in that quarter; but Haffan Beg, having left his 
family and treafure at Cabul, preffed him to repair thither. This advice 
he, unfortunately for himfelf, embraced, when all the Afghans deferted 
him. In the night after the battle, Khufro, Abdulraheem, and Haffan 
Beg, with a fmall party, arrived on the banks of the Chenab, intending 
to have croffed over at the ferry of Shahpoor; but not finding a boat 
there, they proceeded to Soodra. Here were lying two boats, one empty 
and without men, and the other loaded with firewood and ftraw. They 
forced the people out of the loaded boat, into the empty one; but neither 
promifes nor threats could engage them to ufe their oars. Immediately 
upon the defeat of Khufro’s army, orders had been iffued to the guards at 
all the ferries in Penjab, not to fuffer any perfon to pafs unexamined; and 
the watermen were afraid to offend againft fo pofitive an order at fuch a 
critical time. The Chowdry 4+ of Soodra, hearing a violent noife at the

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ferry, haftened thither, and found that fome perfons wanted to crofs ov er, A.H.1014.

although it was night. He therefore called out to them to ftop, as it was Uang 


the Emperor’s pofitive command, that no perfon fhould pafs the river, 
who could not give a good account of himfelf. The noife raifed the neigh- 
bourhood, and both fides of the river were foon lined with people. The 
Chowdry took off the rudder of the boat, and Haffan Beg having forced 
it from the fhore, it drove down with the ftream till day break, when its 
progre({s was ftopt by a fand, upon which it ftuck fo faft, that all efforts to 
get it off were in vain. Abul Coffim, and Khojeh Khyzir Khan, by order 
of Hillal Khan, had now poffeffed themfelves of the weftern bank of the 
river, and the eaft fide was defended by the Zemindars. This Hillal Khan, 
juft before the rebellion broke out, had been ordered to join the army 
of Saiyeed Khan, in Cafhmeer, and arrived here at this juncture, 
on his way to that Soobah. Khufro’s party let fly fome arrows; but fuch 
feeble refiftance an{wered no purpofe ; men, mounted on elephants, plunged 
into the river, and being joined by others in boats, the Prince and his 
party were eafily made prifoners, 


Tae next moming Khufro was brought before his father, with a chain A-H-rors. 
A.D.1606. 


fattened from his left hand to his left foot, according to the laws of Chin- 
ghez Khan. On the right hand of the Prince ftood Haffan Beg, and on 
his left Abdulraheem. Khufro trembled, and wept. He was ordered 
into confinement; but the companions of his rebellion were putto death 
with cruel torments. Haflan Beg was fewed up in the raw hide of an ox, 
and Abdulraheem in that of an afs, and both were led about the town on 
affes, with their faces towards the tail. The ox’s hide became fo dry and 
contracted, that before the evening Haflan Beg was fuffocated: but the 
ais’s hide being continually moiftened, with water, by the friends of Ab- 
dulraheem, he furvived the punifhment, and afterwards obtained the Em- 
peror’s pardon. From the garden of Kamran to the city of Lahoor, two 
rows of ftakes were fixed in the ground, upon which the other rebels were 
impaled alive; and the unhappy Khufro, mounted on an elephant, was 
conducted between the ranks of thefe miferable fufferers. 


D THE 
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AH.t01¢. Tue Emperor honoured Sheikh Fereed with the title of Mortiza Khan ; 
os and the Zemindars who had fhewn their loyalty, during the jafaret, 
were rewarded by a grant of Seyurghal*, of all the country fituated be- 


tween the rivers Biah and Chenab. 


In order to proteét Agra, and prevent farther infurrections, the Empe- 
ror, atthe time he mirched againft Sultan Khufro, had fent orders for Sultan 
Purveiz, and Afof Khan, to repair to that quarter with part of the army; 
leaving the reft employed againft the Ranna. Fortunately, before Purveiz 
received thefe orders, he had concluded a peace with the Ranna; who had 
fent tothe Prince one of his relations, named Nagh, to make his fubmif- 
fions tothe I'mperor. Khufro’s rebellion was fo fuddenly quafhed, thar 
Purveiz had not time to reach Agra, before he received frefh orders from 
his father, to repair to Lahoor. 


Tue Jageerdars of the provinces of Ferah and Seiftan, headed by the 
Governor of Herat, onthe part of Shah Abbafs, King of Perfia, think- 
ing the death of Akber, and Khufro’s rebellion, favourable conjunctures 
for fuch an enterprize, laid fiege to the fortrefsof Kandahar. Shah Beg 
Khan, the governor, after ftreugthening the fortification, defended the 
place with an intrepidity bordering upon rafhnefs; expofine himfelf ta 
the view of the befiegers from the upper works, where he fat drinking 
and caroufing, asif it had been a time of perfect peace and fecurity. He 
made feveral gallant fallies, and cut to pieces a confiderable number of 
the affailants, who were making preparations for converting the fiege into 
a blockade. As foon as the Emperor received intelligence of thefe 
tranfactions, he fent a large reinforcement to the relief of the place, 
under the command of Mirza Ghazi, accompanied by Sirdar Khan, and 
other officers of high rank. The Emperor could not help admiring the 
intrepidity of Shah Beg Khan; but did not, however, think it advifeable 
to continue in the command of fo important a fortrefs, one, whofe con- 


duct

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duct was at the fame time fo rafh and inconfiderate; he was, therefore, A.H.tors. 
removed to the Soobahdary of Cabul, and Sirdar Khan appointed in his pene 
ftead governor of Kandahar. When the army of Mirza Ghazi arrived 
within fix days march of Kandahar, the enemy raifed the fiege, and dif- 

perfed to their refpective habitations. 


Suan Asass feeing the ill fuccefs of the enterprize, thought it moft 
prudent to difclaim it; and accordingly wrote, in angry terms, to Huffein 
Khan the Beglerbegy of Khorafan, &c. and commanded him to withdraw 
his forces from the fiege. This letter was fent by Huffein Beg, who had 
directions, after having fettled the commotions in thofe parts, to proceed 
to Jehangir, and affure him of the King of Perfia’s entire ignorance of 
the plot, and high indignation againft the perpetrators of fo fcandalous 
an outrage. Huffein Beg waited upon Jehangir, at Lahoor, who alfo in 
his turn thinking it moft prudent to diffemble upon the occafion, gave 
the Perfian ambaffador a very honourable reception. Sirdar Khan was 
foon after removed, when the joint government of Kandahar and Tatah 
was conferred upon Mirza Ghazi. 





Axsour this time Sultan Purveiz, and Afof Khan, arrived at Lahoor; 
the former was raifed tothe command of ten thnvfand cavalry, with the 
enfign of the Aftabgeer*; the latter alfo met with a very gracious re- 
ception. 


Mocurres Kaan at this time brought from Burhanpoor, the chil- 
dren of the deceafed Sultan Daniel, three fons, Tehmuras, Baifenker, 


and Houfheng; and three dauzhters, who were received by the Emperor 
with parental affection. 


As foon as the rebellion was quelled, the Emperor fent orders for Mi- 
riam ul Zemanee, his own mother, and Rokiah Sultana Begum, another 
of Akber’s widows, together with his own wives, and the youn, Prince 
Sultan Khorum, to repair to Lahoor.

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ADs THERE was now an infurreétion at Nagore, headed by Royfing, and 
www his fon Dowleb; which was quelled by the exertions of Rajah Juggernaut, 


and the imperial troops ftationed in Ajmeer. 


On the folar anniverfary of the Emperor’s birth-day, when he entered 
into the thirty-eighth year of his age, he was weighed in the apartments 
of Miriam ul Zemanee, with the ufual ceremonies, eleven times; the firft 
time againft gold, and the other ten againft filver, and other metals, per- 
fumes, exhilarating drugs, &c. This ceremony of weighing the Empe- 
ror of Hindoftan, is performed twice in every year, on the folar, and on 
the lunar anniverfary of his birth; and the gold and other articles are be- 
{towed in charity. During this feftival, Kotebeddeen Koka, whofe mother 
had fuckled the Emperor, and whom he loved with a brotherly affection, 
was appointed Soobahdar of Bengal and Oriffa, in the room of Rajah Mán- 
fingh, who was ordered to repair to court. Kotebeddcen was on this oc- 
cafion promoted to the rank of five thoufand cavalry; and Jehangir or- 
dered two lacks of rupees to be iffued from the treafury for his particular 
ufe, and three lacks for the payment of his army. 


THE nuptials of Sultan Pe veiz with the daughter of his deceafed uncle 
Sultan Morad, were now celebrated with great magnificence. The Em- 
peror beftowed upon the princefs a prefent of one lack and fifty thoufand 
rupees ; befides a lack of rupees for his fon’s expences, 


SHAHBAZ Bahadre Kulmac, who had been a long time in open rebellion 
in Bengal, now made his fubmiffion to the Emperor ; who readily received 
him into favour, beftowed upon him aKhunjer* inlaid with precious ftones, 
and eight thoufand rupees in money ; and promoted him to the command 
of a thoufand cavalry.

Arter the celebration of the nuptials, the Emperor made an excurfion Am-rors. 
to Goorjhaknundeneh, one of the royal hunting feats in Penjab; leaving Cy 


Khufro at Lahoor under the charge of Afof Khan. He was abfent from 
Lahoor about three months. 


SUNGRAM, 2 powerful and rebellious zemindar of Bahar, was defeated 
and killed by Lalla Bazbahadre, who, in reward for this fervice, was 
Made a munfebdar of ten thoufand, with the title of Jehangeer Kuly Khan; 
and fhortly afterwards obtained the Soobahdary of Bahar. 


Asoutt his time died at Lahoor, the mother of Koteheddeen Kokultath*. 
She had given fuck to the Emperor, and he had always behaved towards 
her with the fame refpect as if fhe had been his mother. Hie affifted in car- 
rying her corpfe fome part of the way to the grave, and was fo afflicted 
for the lofs of her, that he refufed food, and would not change his clothes 
for feveral days. 


Tus Emperor now thought proper to declare Sultan Khorum his heir: 
his munfeb was increafed to eight thoufand zat, and five thoufand caval- 
ry of two and three horfes ;_he was allowed to make ufe of the red feraper- 
dah+, a mark of diftinction heretofore peculiar to the Emperor; and fircar 
Hiffar was given him in Jageer, 


Waren Baber began the conqueft of Hindoftan, the firft Jageer which he 
granted was fircar Hiffar, to his fon Hemayun. On Hemayun’s acceffion 
to the throne, he beftowed this place in like manner upon Akber, who, 
when he came to the empire, gave it to Jehangir; and he, in imitation 
of his anceftors, conferred it upon the heir apparent. The royal fignet, 
called Ouzek], was committed to the care of Sultan Khorum, and it was

AspuLLAN Khan, governor of Culpee, brought in chains to the Em- 
peror, Rajah Ramchund, the rebellious Zemindar of Bundeyleh. Prince 
Khorum entreated for his pardon, and hàd the pleafure of taking off his 
chains; and of obtaining for him a Khelut. He was given in charge to 
Rajah Baffoo, with orders to exact fecurity for his future good conduct, 
and then to fet him at liberty. Abdullah Khan was immediately rewarded 
with a munfeb of four thoufand, with other marks of royal favour; and 
after a fhort attendance at court, he obtained in marriage the daughter of 
Mirza Soliman, governor of Bedakhfhan, a defcendant of Abufyed 
Mirza ; and Sircar Sironje, in Malwah, was granted to him in Jageer. 








Altre, ‘THE Emperor now marched with his army to Cabul, to reduce to 
D.16074 J ó 
obedience the refratory Afghans in that neighbourhood He left Lahoor 
on the 7th of Zelhe,ch, or 25th March, 1607, and arrived at Cabui on 
the 18th of Sefer, or 3d June, 1607. 


Azour this time Afof Khan was piomoted to the high office of the 
Vekalut, in the room of the Ameer ul Omrah; on which occafion he 
prefented to his Majefty a ruby, valued at forty thoufand rupees. Abul 
Houffein was appointed his naib. 


A rew days after the Emperor’s arrival at Cabul, he vifited the 
tomb of Baber, and gave directions for laying out an extenfive garden 
adjoining to that of Shehr Ara, to which he gave the name of Jehan 
Ara, or, the ornament of the world, and ordered that the river of Ca- 
bul fhould be biought, by a cana!, through this new garden. 


He now received intelligence of the death of Aly Kuly Beg Sheer Af- 
kun Khan, and of Kotebeddeen Khan, of which event, the following is a 
fummary account. Aly Kuly Beg Atageelu, had been employed- as an 

rattibaflador by Shah Ifmail, King of Perfia, and upon the death of that 
monarch 
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monstch came into Hindeftan, where, entering into the fervice of the 
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A.H.1or6. 
A.D.1607. 


Khankhanan, during this expedition in Tatah, he fo diftinguifhed himfelf WYN 


by his valour and good conduct, that he was rewarded with a confiderable 
muni.b, and alterwards married the daughter of Ghias Beg. When Ak- 
ber marched into the Dekhan, and fent Jehangir, then Sultan Sileem, 
againft the Ranna of Cudypoor, Aly Kuly Beg was left under his com- 
mand, znd behaved fo much to his fatisfaétion, that he then gave him the 
ttle of Shcer Afkun, or the lion’s overthrower ; and when he came to the 
throne, fent him into Bengal with a confiderable command. Afterwards, 
having become refilefs and refractory, the Empcror told Kotebeddecn, 
when he wes appointed Sovbahdar of Bengal, to endeavour to reclaim 
Shecr Afken by kind treatment, but if that failed, to order him to court, 
and, in cafe of difobedicnce, to purifh him according to his deferts. Ko- 
tebeddeen Kaan began with fiicndly advice and gentle admonition, but 
without cflect, not being even abie to prevail upon him to come to an in- 
tervicw; which having reported to Jehdngir, he commanded him to pro- 
ceed to fevcrity. Cn receipt of this order, Kotcbeddeen fet out, flightly 
attended, to Burdwan, where the Jugeer of Sheer Afkun was fituated ; and 
he hearing that the Soobahdar was coming aimoft alone, met him with 
only two fervants; but Kotebeddleen had placed a number of men in am- 
bufa, who rufhed out and furrounded Sheer Afkun. Upon this he drew 
his fword, and ripped up the belly of Kotebeddeen, when Iybek Khan, 
who was along with the Soobahdar, wounded Sheer Afkun in the head, 
who neverthelefs deprived Iybek Khan of his life at one ftroke. Shecr 
Afkun was now befet by the whole party, and cut to pieces: Kotebeddeen 
expired a few hours after. The Emperor was greatly affii€ted at the 
death of Kotebeddeen, who, as has been already obferved, was his foi- 
ter brother. Jc hangir Kuly Khan, Soobahdar of Bahar, was appointed 
Soobahdar of Bengal upon the death of Kotebeddeen, and Iflam Khan 
was fent from Agra to Patna, to take charge of that Soobah. 


Tre Empecor, whilft he was at Cabul, fent for Sultan Khufro, and 
ordering his fetters to be taken off, permitted him to walk in the garden 
of Shere Ara, and feemed every way difpofed to receive bim again into 


favour. 
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A.H.rc16. favour. But on hisreturn to Lahoor, when he arrived at Soorkhah, it

was difcovered, that Khufro had kept up a correfpondence with fome con- 
{pirators, who had refolved to affaffinate the Emperor when he was hunt- 
ing. The plot was difcovered by the confeffion of one of the confpira- 
tors, to Khojch W tefs, Sultan Khorum’s Dewan ; and a numerous 1. of 
his <flociates was alfo delivered m. Afof Khan repreiented to ihe Empe- 
ror, that the exercifing of violent meafures might excite fuch comma- 
tions as it would be difficult to quell upon a march; anc, moreovci, io 
prevent further bloodfhed, advifed him not to be curicus in examining be 
lift, but rather to deftroy it. This advice appeared © prudent, thate y 
three perions were put to death ; after which no fuither inguifition vw. s 
made into the affatr. 


Hasnem Khan was now promcted to the rank of five thoufand, and 
appointed Soobahdar of Oriffa. 


Wuitst the army was encamped at Lahoor, Afof Khen made a mag. 
nificent entertainment, which his Majefty honoured wich his prefence. 
Afof Khan’s prefents, in jewels, ftuffs, and elephants, were valued at ten 
Jacks of rupees, a {mall part of which was accepted. 


Mortiza Khan fent the Emperor, from Gujerat, two rubies, valued 
at twenty-five thoufand rupees each ; one was confidered as a great curio- 
fity, being an entire ring made out of one ftone. 


Tue Shereef of Mecca fent to Jehangir an ambaflador, with a com- 
plimental letter, and a prefent of one of the curtains of the holy tem- 
ple. The ambaffador received a prefent of feven thoufand rupees, and 
a lack of rupees was ordered to be expended in the moft curious produc- 
tions of Hindoftan, to be fent to the Shereef. 


Tue infurrections in Gujerat, and the Dekhan, being {ti!l unquelled, 
the Emperor refolved to return to Agra. He marched to Dehly, where he 
remained four days at Sileemgurh, and celebrated the feftival of the new 


year, at the village of Rungteh, four cofe from Dchly. 
Ra JAH 
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Rajan Manfingh, after repeated orders, met the Emperor near Agra ; pesos 
and brought with him one hundred elephants, but all unferviceable. Not- vene 
withftanding Jehangir was poffeffed of the fulleft proofs of his perfidy, and 
knew that Khufro had been guided entirely by his evil counfel; yet, in 
confideration of his powerful intereft with the Rajahs of Hindoftan, it 


was judged beft to give him a favourable reception. 


Ar Agra, Nerfingh Deo prefented the Emperor with a white leopard, 
of which colour no one had ever before been feen. The ground of the 
fkin was a dirty white, and the fpots were grey. Jehangir in his me- 
moirs obferves, that he had feen an antelope, a hawk, a f{parrow, a crow, 
a patridge, a quail, and a peacock, that were white, but had never before 
even heard of a white leopard *. 


ArovrT this time, Jehangir married the daughter of Kaim Khan Arab, 
one of the principal nobles of the late Emperor, and who had taught Je- 
hangir the ufe of the bow. This Begum fhortly after obtained thetitle of 
Padfhah Mahl, or monarch of the feraglio. 





INTELLIGENCE being received from Bengal, of the death of Jehangir 
Kuly Khan the Soobahdar, Iflam Khan was appointed to fucceed him ; 
and Sheikh Afzul Khan, fon of Sheikh Abulfazel, fucceeded Iam Khan 
in the government of Bahar. 





Tue Ranna having again revolted, Mehabut Khan marched againft him 
with twelve thoufand cavalry, two thoufand Berkundaze infantry, fixty 
elephants, eighty pieces of cannon and gujnals--; and a fupply of 
twenty lacks of rupees.

Governor Haftings fent from Bengal a black leopard, which was prefented to his Mae 
jefty, the King of England, and is now in the Tower o London; the fpots are of a deeper 
black than the prevailing colour of the fkin.

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Tue Khankhanan, upon his return from Burhanpoor, prefented a peifh- 
kufh of rubies, emeralds, and pearls, with ninety elephants, altogether 
eftimated at three lacks of rupees; befides other articles of confiderable 


value. 


Axzour this time Kifhen Singh gained a victory over the Ranna, of 
whofe army twenty perfons of diftin¢tion were killed, and ne«r three thou- 


fand men taken prifoners. 


JeHAncir, attended by all the nobility, went on foot to the fhrine of 
Akber, where he beftowed in charity a confiderzble fum of moncy. He 
gave orders for the maufoleum to be re-built, upon a magnificent plan ; 
and fifteen lacks of rupees were exp nded on thefe improvements, 


At the death of Akber, affairs . 3 the Dekhan fell into great confafion ; 
many of the chiefs threw off the y ke, and the imperial army not being 
able to refit them any longer, the [thankhanan entered into a written en- 
gagement with the Emperor to make a complete conqueft of the Dekhan 
in the courfe of two years, provided he was allowed a reinforcement of 
twelve thoufand cavalry, and a fupply of ten lacks of rupees. Thefe de- 
mands being immediately complied with, he began his march to the 
Dekhan, on the 14th of Shaban, or 4th December, accompanied by Rajah 


Soore) Singh. 


REPEATED complaints having been made to his Majefty, that-the rela- 
tions and dependents of Mortiza Khan had varioufly oppreffed the inha- 
bitants of Ahmedabad, he was ordered to court. Azem Khan was ap- 
pointed Soobahdar of Gujerat, but to remain with the Emperor, and de- 
pute to that government Jehangir Kuly Khan, his eldeft fon. Mortiza 
Khan, on his return to court, was pardoned ; and fhortly after obtained a 
confiderable jageer,

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MIRZA Ger KHoorDAR, fon of Mirza Abdulrahman, obtained the title A.H.rory

of Khan Alum. His great grandfather entered into the fervice of Timour, . ~~) 


and Lis defcendants were fucceffively Omrahs of high rank. 


MeuasutT Kian not having made any progrefs in the war againft the 
Ranna, the command of the army, in that quarter, was now conferred 
upon Abdullah Khan. 


SULTAN JEHANDAR, one of the illegitimate fons of the Emperor, who 
had gone into Bengal with Kotebeddeen Koka, having fhewn fome fymp- 
toms of infanity, wasnow fent tocourt. At the fame time Sultan Shiriar, 
his twin brother, came alfo to Agra from Gujerat. 


Tue Khankhanan proving dilatory 11 his operations, Sultan Purveiz was 
fent into the Dekhan with twenty lac] sof rupees, accompanied by Jaffer 
Beg Afof Khan, in the capacity of Ataleek. The prince’s jageer, of 
Khandies and Berar, was increafed b; the addition of the fort of Affeer- 
gurh, A fhort time after, a reinforcement of feven thoufand cavalry, with 
Khanjehan Khan, and other officers of rank and high renown, were fent 
from Agra, and Rajah Nerfingh Deo, Shujahut Khan, and Rajah Birkir- 
majeet, were ordered to join them at Oujein, with five thoufand more 
cavalry. 


ABDULLAH KHAN, foon after he obtained the command, gained a con- 
fiderable victory over the Ranna, and blockaded him in the narrow pafles 
of the mountains ; for which fervice he was promoted to the rank of five 
thoufand cavalry, with the title of Firoze Jung Bahadre. 


A CALENDER prefented to his majefty a full-grown tyger, which, having 
been trained from a cub, was perfectly tame. He was let loofe in the 
plain of the Jerokha at Agra, near the river; and afterwards fourteen or 
fitteen others were tamed in like manner, and allowed to range at large 
tn the fame place. 


Tue 
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Tue Emperor now married the daughter of Rajah Ramchund Bun- 
deyleh. 


AxsouT this time he went on a hunting party to the Pergunnah of Bary. 
On thefe excurfions he was fo careful that the ryots fhould not fuffer any 
injury, that he appointed proper officers to protect the crops, and to 
afcertain the actual damage fuftained ; which was always made good to the 
fufferers. 


He now pardoned Abdulrahman, who had been fo active in Khufro’s 
rebellion, and furvived the fevere punifhment already defcribed. 


Uron the Emperor’s return to A tra, Mocurreb Khan, who was juft 
arrived there from Surat, prefented him with fome curious Europe plate, 
and other valuable articles. At th fame time the Khankhanan fent him 
the Youfef Zelikha of Jami, copie by Moulla Meer Aly, beautifully 
illuminated, and valued at a thoufan gold mohurs. 





A poor widow of Cambayit complained to Jehangir, that Mocurreb 
Khan, the governor of that place, had forcibly taken away her daughter, 
and that when fhe demanded the girl from him, he pretended fhe was dead. 
The Emperor ordered the matter to be inveftigated, and it being proved 
upon the perfon who had been the agent in the bufinefs, he was feverely 
punifhed ; and half of Mocurreb Khan’s jageer was taken from him, and 
transferred to the widow, for her maintenance. 


THE pergunnah of Curreckpoor having been conferred in jageer 
upon Afzul Khan, the foobahdar of Bahar, he fet out to vifit his new 
grant, and left the city of Patna under the charge of Sheikh Haffam Ban- 
narafly, and Ghiafs Zein Khan, with only a {mall number of troops, as 
the country was then in a ftate of perfect tranquility. But one Koteb, a 
man of low extraction, thinking it a favourable time for exciting an in- 
furrection, pretended that he was Sultan Khufro, efcaped from prifon, 


and, 
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and with an artful tale, and large promifes, he deceived fome, and bribed 
many others to join him. When he faw his party fufhciently ftrong, he 
fuddenly entered the fort of Patna, and Sheikh Bannarafly, and Ghiafi- 
zein Khan, being totally unprepared for refiftance, made their efcape out 
of a window, and getting into a boat, fled to Currukpoor, which is about 
fixty cofe diftant. The rebels found in the fort treafure to a confiderable 
amount; and their number increaled daily. The firft intelligence brought 
to Afzul Khan, was, that the prince had actually made his appearance; 
but he was foon undeceived by authentic accounts, and fhortly after the 
fugitives joined him at Currukpoor. Afzul Khan made all pofhble hafte 
to Patna. The impoftor drew out his men on the banks of the river Pun- 
pun, where a battle was fought, in which Koteb and his party, after a 
faint refiftance, were totally routed. They fled to the city of Patna, but 
were fo clofely purfued by the victo.:, as not to have time to fhut the 
gates after them. The impoftor, and a few of his adherents, poffeffed 
themfelves of the houfe of Afzul Kh n, which they barricaded and de- 
fended refolutely for fome hours, k .ling about thirty of the affailants 
with arrows; but at length all his party being deftroyed, he delivered 
himfelf up to Afzul Khan, who in revenge for the difhonour which he 
had done to his houfe, put him to death immediately ; and all thofe who 
had before been taken prifoners, were ordered into clofe confinement. 
The Emperor, enraged at the negligence and pufillanimity of Sheikh Ban- 
narafiy, and Ghiafizein Khan, had them brought to court. Their beards 
were fhaved, after which they were dreffed in women’s clothes, placed 
upon affes, and led about the city of Agra. 


Tue Khankhanan neglecting to lay in proper fupplies for the fupport 
of his numerous army, and having led them to Balaghaut, found himfelf 
expofed to famine: to avoid which, he concluded a difhonourable peice, 
and marched to Burhanpoor, after having loft the important fortrefs of 
Ahmednagur, which had been conquered in the time of Akber. The 
whole army being diffatisfied with his conduct, a general complaint was 
{ent againft him to the Emperor, in confequence whereof he was recalled, 
and the command of the army conferred upon Khanjehan Khan. The 
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Emperor foon after fent a reinforcement, along with Khan Azem, with 
thirty lacks of rupees for the payment of the troops, and four lacks of 
rupees to defray his own expences. The Khankhanan on his arrival 
at court, met with a very cool reception: But a fhort time after, his 
fon Irej obtained the title of Shanowaz Khan. 


In the beginning of this year arrrived at Agra, Yéadgar Alv Sultan, 
ambaflador from Shah Abbafs, king of Perfia. He brought írom his Ma- 
jefty, a letter containing warm profeffions of friendfhip, ~nd feveral Iraky 
horfes, with other valuable prefents. Upon delivering the letter, a pre- 
fent of thirty thoufand rupees was ordered him from the treafury. 


Azout this time were celebrated the nuptials of Sultan Khorum, with 
the daughter of Mozuffer Huffein M rza Seffevee. 





A DANGEROUS infurrection now >roke out at Cabul, headed by Ahdad 
an Afghan, who, with his party, at empted to take that city by furprize; 
but were repulfed by the garrifon, aid the inhabitants, with great flaugh- 
ter. The Emperor thinking that Khandowran, and the other officers fta- 
tioned at Lahoor, were remifs in their efforts againft the Afghans, ordered 
upon this fervice, Keleetch Khan, and appointed him Soobahdar of Cabul. 
The Soobahdary of Penjab was conferred upon Mortiza Khan; but ke was 
permitted to conduct the bufinefs through agents, and continue himfelf at 
court. 


Tue Khankhanan, foon after being re-called from the Dekhan, obtained 
in jageer the fircars of Culpee, and Kenoje, in Agra; and was fent to pre- 
ferve peace in that quarter. 


THE moft remarkable event of this reign is the marriage of the Em- 
peror with Mehr ul Neffa, Begum, the daughter of Etemadeddowlah, 
and widow of Sheer Afkun. Upon the death of her hvfband, the relations 
of the late Kotebeddeen fent her to court; and the Emperor, in his af- 
fliction for the lofs of his friend, committed her to the charge of Rokiah 

Sultana, 
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Sultana, Begum, one of Akber’s widows, with whom fhe lived, unno- &)-1070- 
ticed by the Emperor, till the prefent feftival of the new year, when “~~ 
feeing her by accident, he was {o captivated with her extraordinary beau- 

ty, that he married her immediately. He then gave her the title of Nour 
Mahl*, and fome years after, that of Nourjehan+ Begumt. Her father, 
Etemadeddowlah, was raifed to the Vekalut; and Abulhaffan, his eldeft 
brother obtained the title of Erekad Khan, with the office of Khanfaman§. 

Her power over the Iimperor ioon became abfolute, and all affairs of the 

{tate were committed to her management. She fat behind a Cheghl|, at 

the window of the Jarokha, whilft many of the nobility paid her the 
compliment of the Khoornifh and Tefleem. Her name was infcribed upon 

the coin, and, excepting that fhe was not prayed for in the Khotbah, fhe 

was in every refpect the abfolute monarch of the empire. The following 

is the infcription upon her coin:

At the command of the Emperor, Fehangir, the coin has obtained an hundred 
ornaments; from the name of Nourjehan Padfhab Begum. 





ABDULLAH KHAN purfued his victory over the Ranna, who fled into 
the mountains, Abdullah Khan was rewarded with the Soobahdary of Guje- 
rat; where he was ordered to raife forces, and proceed to the Dekhan, 
for which purpofe he received a fupply of four lacks of rupees. Ra- 
jah Bafloo was {ent to purfue the military operations againft the Ranna. 


Tae Emperor went on a hunting party to Summergurh, near Agra. 
The nets were {pread according to cuftom, and the pavilions of the Haram 
pitched within theenclofure. In the courfe of a week nine hundred and 
{eventy deer were taken. Two hundred and forty-one were ordered to be

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A binio ent to Futtehpoor, and let loofe upon the plains of Chowgong ; and 
a~ about a hundred had filver rings put in their nofes, after which they were 
fetat liberty. The reft that were killed or wounded, were diftributed 


amongft the Omrahs and Munfebdars. 


AH101. THe method of making atyr of rofes, was now firt difcovered by the 
Av-#013 other of Nourjchan Begum. The atyris the effential oil of rotes, a 
very {mall proportion of which floats upon the furface of diftilled rove 
water, whilft it is warm, and is collected by means of a piece of cotton 
faftened upon a flick. It is the moft delicate perfums that is known, be- 
ing as exquifite as the fcent of anew blown rote. The Emperor pre- 
fented the inventrefs with a ftring of valuable pearls ; and Selima Sultana 
Begum, one of Akber’s widows, named this cflence Atyr Jebangiry, or 


the effence of Febanger. 


One of the moft remarkable ev nts of this year, was the defeat of the 
Afghans, in Bengal, and the death o their leader Ofman. Bengal meafures 
from Chittagong to Ghurry, four hv idred and fifty cofe in longitude, and 
from the northern mountains to fircar Maduran, is two hundred cofe in 
latitude. The revenue at this time was eftimated at fixty crore of dams, 
or ficca rupees 1,50,00000. The military eftablifhment, in the time of 
Akber, confifted of twenty thoufand cavalry, one hundred thoufand in- 
fantry, two thoufand elephants, four or five thoufand armed boats, anda 
train of artillery. At the death of Shere Khan, his fon Sileem Khan, 
pofleffed himfelf of all Bengal; and was fucceeded therein by Soliman: 
Geranee. Akbet’s army drove out the Afghans from the interior parts ; 
but fome of them fettled on the boundaries, efpecially about the Dacca 
diftritts, where they fortified themfelves. At the hcad of thefe was Of- 
man Afghan, who gained feveral advantages over the forces of Akber, 
and particularly during the government of Rajah Manfingh, who, def- 
pairing of fubduing him, at length fuffered him to remain unmolefted. 
But Iflam Khan, the prefent Soobahdar, fent Shujahut Khan with a large 
army againt him. An obftinate battle was fought, in which Shujahut 
Khan was thrown from his ciephant, but recovered himfelf ; Ofman was 


flain, 
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flain, and all his adherents fubmitted to the conqueror. The Emperor Atte. 
rewarded Shujahut Khan by an increafe of munfeb, with the additional U~~ J 
title of Ruftam Zemanee. Iflam Khan removed the feat of his govern- 
ment to Dacca, and gave to his new city the name of Jehangirabad, or 


the city of Jehangir. 


Axsour this time Mocurreb Khan was fent to conclude a treaty with the 
Portuguefe viceroy at Goa. After tranfacting that bufinefs, he returned 
with all the curiofities he could procure; and which he bought at whatever 
price the Portuguefe thought proper to demand. Jehangir mentions, in his 
Toozek, that Mocurreb Khan brought from Goa feveral curious birds 
and beafts, and, amongft them, defcribes a turkey cock, as a bird that he 
had never before feen. 


Tue Emperor, tired with the lingering operations in the Dekhan, 
formed a plan for terminating the war at one blow. Abdullah Khan was 
ordered to march his army from Gujer:t, through the paffes of Naffick 
Terbunek, whilft Khanjehan Khan preceeded by the way of Berar. Had 
they properly concerted their meafure , their united forces muft infallibly 
have reduced the enemy to fuch f cs, as would have compelled them 
to conclude a peace on the m sit advantageous terms for the Emperor. 
But, unfortunately, the two generals envied and hated each other, and 
fooner than act in concert, fuffered the whole plan to prove abortive. 
Abdullah Khan, flattering himfelf that his army alone was fufficiently 
{trong for enfuiing the conqueft, was unwilling to allow Khanjehan Khan 
any fhare in the glory that wcild have attended the conclufion of the war. 
He, therefore, marched haftily from Gujerat, without giving the other 
any advice of his motions, and entered the pafles of Naffick Terbunek, 
where the Bargees harraffed him with fkirmifhes by day, and at night in 
fefted the camp with rockets and other fireworks, in the difcharge of which 
they poffeffed fingular fkill, Khanjehan Khan, and Rajah Manfingh, re- 
ceived intelligence of his fituation, but were fo dilatory in marching to 
his relief, that he was obliged to lead back his army to Ahmedabad, by the 
way of Dowletabad, whilft the enemy hung unon his rear, and infefted his 
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A.H.rozr. Match to the very borders of Baglana. When Khanjehan Khan and Ra- 
pe jah M ânfingh heard of his retreat, having thereby gained their ends, they 
marched back to Adilabad, and joined the army under the command of 
Sultan Purveiz. Upon this ill fuccefs, his Majefty was perfuaded to fend 
the Khankhanan again into the Dekhan, hoping at laft to derive benefit 
from his experience. He was accordingly recalled from Kinoje, and or- 
dered to the Dekhan, along with his fons Shahnowaz Khan, and Darab 


Khan. 


Soon after the above-mentioned ill fuccefs in the D.xhan, Afof Khan 
died of a chronic diforder, at Burhanpoor, in the fixtieth year of his age. 
Befides the advantages of a graceful and beautiful perfon, he was endowed 
with profound judgment, uncommon eloquence, and ready wit; was 
an elegant profe writer, and poffeffed confiderable poetical talents. Alfo, 
about the fame time, died, in his government at Kandahar, Mirza Ghazi, 
a gallant foldier, and a faithful fubjeét; but unfortunately addicted to 
drinking, to which vice he fell a v ‘tim. 


SULTAN KuoruM now married the daughter of Etekad Khan, the 
eldeft brother of Nourjehan Begum. The nuptials were celebrared with 
uncommon magnificence and fplendour, at the palace of Etemadeddowlah, 
the bride’s grandfather; and his Majefty honuured the ceremony with his 
prefence. 


SHUJAHUT Kuan had been ordered to Oriffa by Iflam Khan, and ashe 
was travelling on an elephant, at night, happened to pafs by another of 
thefe animals picketted near the road, and who being frightened at the 
found of the horfes feet, attempted to break his chains. The attendants 
called out to apprize Shujahut Khan of his danger, who, waking fud- 
denly, threw himfelf on the ground, and happening to alight upon his 
hands amongft fome rubbith, broke fome of his fingers; and being of a 
bad habit of body, this accident occafioned his death a few days after, 


MoTAKED 
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MorakEp Kuan, late Dewan of Bengal, now arrived at court; and AH.rozr. 
Iflam Khan took that opportunity of fending to the Emperor, the fons ery 
and other relations of the deceafed Ofman Khan Afghan: They pre- 
fented their peifhkufh, which was gracioufly received. Motaked Khan 
was at this time appointed Meer Bukhfhee; and Zuffer Khan obtained 
the Soobahdary of Bahar. 


AFTER much folicitation, Khan Azem was appointed to command the 
army employed againft the Ranna; and now fet out for Malwah, where 
his jageer was fituated, to make the neceflary preparations for profecuting 
the war. 


Now died in the Dekhan Shereef Khan, the Ameer ul Omrah, to the 
great joy of every one, being univerfally hated and defpifed, for the genc- 
ral depravity of his character; and particularly for his duplicity towards 
the late Emperor, in the manner that has been already remarked. 


HovusuHeEnc, fon of Iflam Khan, <crrived at court, and brought with «4 33,;0:3. 
him fome of the people called Murs, who had lately been taken pri- 4-?*!°*? 
foners. They inhabit the ifland Bengal, and are mere brutes in hu- 
man form. They eat all ki ds of animals, nothing being to them un- 
clean. They marry their fiters, that are by another mother. Their 
features bear a great refemblance to the Calmuc Tartars; but their lan- 
guage has no mixture of Turkifh, being very fimilar to that ufed in 
Tibbet. They profefs no religion, nor have any faith in their dealings. 


Arzu. Kuan, fon of the great Abulfazel, who had coine from his 
government of Bahar to pay his refpeéts to the Emperor, died at Agra of 
boils, which had turned into incurable ulcers. 


Tue hall of public audience is feparated by two baluftrades :—within the 
firft rail none but perfons of high rank are admitted; all other fervants 
of the crown are allowed to pafs the fecond rail; and the multi- 
tude ftand without fide. Foimerly both reils were of wood; but now 
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the inner one was ordered to be made of filver, as well as the ftairs to 
afcend from thence to the Jerokha; and two wooden elephants, one on 
cach fide of the Jerokha, were taken down, and in their ftead were placed 
two of filver, weighing one hundred and twenty-five maunds, in value 
about four lacks of rupees. 


A not peftilential blat of wind at Bahmenabad, twelve cofe sirom 
Lahoor, killed nine men who were ftanding under a tree: the birds fell 
lifelefs from its branches; and many beafts were found dead in the neigh- 
bouring fields. 


Te Emperor now undertook a journey to Ajmeer, for the purpofe of 
vifiting the fhrine of Khojeh Moyeneddeen Chiefly, as well as to have a 
nearer controul over the operations in the Dekhan, and againft the Ranna, 
When he came in fight of the fhrine, at the diftance of about ten miles, 
he alighted from his horfe, and walked to the tomb, where he performed 
his devotions, and diftributed large ums in charity. 


He at this time received intellige ce, that the Portuguefe at Goa, re- 
gardlefs of the treaty lately conclu had feized fome merchant fhips 
near the port of Surat, and made feveral Ima \ffulmans prifoners. Mocur- 
reb Khan, in whofe government Surat was fitwated, was ordered to make a 
particular inveftigation of their conduct, 


Tue Emperor now fent Sultan Khorum to command againft the Ranna, 
and although this procedure was at the particular requeft of Khan Azem, 
yet when it came tothe point, he was jealous of the Prince’s authority, 
and behaved with fuch difrefpect, that he was ordered to court, and from 
thence fent prifoner toGualiar. Shortly after, he was reftored to liberty, 
in confequence of Jehangir feeing in a dream the late Emperor, who 
intreated for his pardon. He then obtained a Tunkha equivalent to 
the maintenance of five thoufand cavalry, and his fon Jehangir Kuly 
Khan, with his other relations, were permitted to go to Allahabad, where 
their jageer was fituated, 
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Istam Kuan having died fuddenly in Bengal, his brother, Coffim A-#.ro022. 





Khan, was appointed his fucceffor in that government. 


Wurst the Emperor was at Ajmeer, a brafs kettle was made, mea- 
furing ten yards in height, and ten yards in diameter, and in it was dreffed 
victuals for five thoufand perfons, which was diftributed at the tomb of 
Moyeneddeen Chietty. 


Ar the interceflion of his mother, and fiters, Sultan Khufro was now fet 
at liberty, and permitred to come to court as formerly. But as he did not 
feem fatisfied, or even fenfible of the indulgence, he was fhortly after 
again banifhed from his father’s prefence.

Erexan Kuan, fon of Etemadeddowlah, now obtained the title of A.H.rto2;, 


Afof Khan; and Ibrahim Khan, the maternal uncle of the Emprefs Nour 
Mahl, was appointed fecond Bukhfhee of the houfehold. 





A princess was born to Sultan R] orum, by the daughter of the late 
Afof Khan, whom the Emperor ~y d Jehan Ara Begum. 


Aszour this time Ahdad and his rebellious Afghans were defeated at 
Cabul, by Motamed Khan; who made a pyramid of fix hundred of their 
heads. He was rewarded with the title of Luthker Khan. 





Rajan Manfingh now died in the Dekhan; upon which his fon Behow 
Singh was ordered to court, and on his arrival, the Emperor confirmed 
him in all his late father’s pofleffions, with the title of Mirza Rajah, 


At the pafs of Hafez Jemal, in the neighbourhood of Ajmeer, is a 
delightful {pring of water, near to which Jehangir ordered a magnificent 
palace to be erected. A ftone bafon, forty yards fquare, was made to re- 
ceive the water of this {pring through artificial fountains, that {pouted to 
the height of twelve yards. To this place Fe gave the name of Cne- 
mch Nour, or the fountain of light. 
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Wuew Sultan Khorum arrived at Oudypoor, the Ranna’s capital, he 
detached bodies of troops into all parts of the country, and fo completely 
hemmed him up in the mountains, that all fupplies were cut off; a malig- 
nant diforder raged amongft the troops, from a ftagnated air; and defer- 
tions became very frequent. Thus reduced to extremities, the Ranna de- 
puted to the Prince, Soob Kurren, and Hirdofs Jehlah, two of his prin- 
cipal fervants, to intreat that confidential perfons might be fent to affure 
him of honourable terms, upon his making due fubmiffion co the Emperor. 
The Prince fent to him Mirza Shukerullah, his Dewar, and Soonder Dofs, 
his Meer Saman, to promife a favourable reception When he returned 
with them and approached the camp, the Prince aid him farther honour, 
by fending Abdullah Khan, Rajah Soore} Mull, Rajah Nerfingh Deo, and 
other officers of rank to meet him. 


A FEw days after, the Prince gave a grand entertainment at Gowkune 
deh, when Ranna Amer Singh was ordered to be introduced. At his en- 
trance, from the place whence he firft dif{covered the Prince feated ona 
throne, at every ftep as he advanced he made the Tefleem: and when he 
reached the throne, proflrated himiclf ‘th his forehead upon the ground, 
The Prince, laying hold of both his han s, lifted him up and embraced 
him. When thefe ceremonies were ended, Abduilah Khan, and Soorej 
Singh, were ordered to feat themfelves on the right, and the Ranna on the 
left fide of the throne. The Prince entered into familiar converfation with 
the Ranna, and filled him with joy and confidence. He prefented the 
Prince with a ruby, a valuable family jewel. The Ranna was honoured 
with a magnificent khelut, a fword and khenjer inlaid with precious 
ftones, a horfe and an elephant, both richly caparifoned; and all hig 
{uite received dreffes fuitable to their refpective ranks. When the Ranna 
took his leave, Mirza Shukerullah Khan, and Soonder Dofs, were ordered 
to efcort to court his fon Kurren ; and they returned with him in the af- 
ternoon. He met with a moft gracious reception, and received a khclut, 
and other prefents; and it being agreed that he fhould accompany the 
Prince to the Emperor, fifty thoufand rupees were iflued from the treafury 


to defray the expences of his journey, 
NSULSAN 
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Surtan Korum gained great renown by this victory, the Ranna of pees 
Oudypoor having never before been fubdued by the Kings of Dehly, www 
nor by any Emperor of the houfe of Timour. Akber had an army con- 
ftantly employed againft him, but was never able to gain any confiderable 


advantage. 


As foon as Sultan Khorum had fettled affairs with the Ranna, he fet a.n.1024. 
out for Ajmeer with the Ranna’s fon Kurren. When Sultan Khorum ii 
encamped within nght of Ajmeer, he was met by the prime minifter, 
and all the principai nobility. The royal palace was decorated in the 
moft magnificent manner for his reception, and a grand entertainment 
prepared on the occafion. 


In the morning Sultan Khorum entered the city of Ajmeer on horfe- 
back, attended by all the great officers of ftate, and the Munfebdars with 
their troops. About two o’clock, he waited upon the Emperor. After 
the Prince had paid the ufual compliments of the Koornifh, Tefleem and 
Zemeenbofe, his Majefty arofe from the throne and folded him in his 
arms, with every demonftration of paternal joy and affection. His nuz- 
zer was a thoufand mohurs, ‘and a thoufand rupees; and a thoufand mo- 
hurs in Tefedduk*, together with a chryftal cafket full of jewels, and the 
ruby which had been given him by the Ranna, valued at fixty thoufand 
rupees. He received a khelut, richly ornamented with pearls, a horfe, 
and an elephant richly caparifoned: and the Dewan Azem was ordered to 
prepare for him tunkhas equivalent to twenty thoufand zat, and ten thou- 
fand cavalry. Kurren then made his fubmiffions, after which he was per- 
mitted to ftand on the left fide of the Jarokha. Kurren was honoured with 
a rich drefs, and all the Omrahs who had ferved under the Prince were 
diftinguifhed with marks of the royal favour, according to their merits. 
All the lands conquered from the Ranna, during the laft fixty years, all of 
which nad been granted in jageer, were reftored to him, upon his becom- 
ing tributary to the Emperor,

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Asour this time the Portuguefe viceroy attempted to feize the caftle of 
Surat, but was repulfed by the Englifh, who refided there under the Em- 
peror’s protection. The Englifh, with their fireworks, burnt feveral of the 
fhips belonging to the Portuguele, and gave them fo warm a reception, 
that finding themfelves unequal to the enterprize, they were glad to re- 
treat. They then fent-a perfonto Mocurreb Khan, the governor of Surat, 
pretending that having gone to conclude the treaty, the Englifh com- 
menced this unprovoked hoftility. This account is taken from Jehangir’s 
Memoirs. 


At the recommendation of Sultan Khorum, Mirza Shukerullah obtain- 
ed the title of Afzul Khan, and Soonder Dols that of Rajah Bicker- 
majeet. 


Dyanet Kuan, without any provocation, having behaved with great 
infolence to Etemadeddowlah, his Majefty was fo enraged thereat, that 
he ordered him to be fent prifoner to Gualiar: but a few months after, at 
the interceffion of Etemadeddowlah, he was relealed from his confinement. 


From the commencement of his reign, the Emperor had ordered that 
on every Friday night, all neceffitous perfohs fhould be brought to him; 
and he relieved their wants with money, grants of land, &c. From the 
accounts kept by the officers of yovernment it appeared, he had this year 
beftowed as follows: in money fifty thoufand rupees; of land fourteen 
whole villages, and one lack ninety thoufand beegahs; twenty-fix ploughs, 
and eleven thoufand kherwars* of rice. 


Duric the celebration of the feftival of the new year, the munfeb of 
Etemadeddowlah was increafed to fix thoufand zat, and three thoufand 
cavalry, with the privilege to beat the nekareh+ at the refidence of. the 
court; an honour which no one, excepting the king’s fons, enjoyed. 
At the fame time Kurren was appointed a Munfebdar of five thoufand 

zat,

zat, and five thoufand cavalry. He was the firft of his family who had PETN 
ever entered into the fervice, or acknowledged obedience to any foreign yv 


powcr. 


On the 29th of Seffer, or- 19th March, Sultan Dara Shekouh was born 
to Sultan Khorum, by the daughter of Afof Khan. 


Musresa Bec, ambaffador from Shah Abbafs, arrived at Ajmeer, to 
announce to the Emperor his conqueft of Gurjeftan, or Georgia. He 
brought many valuable prefents, amongft which were horfes, mules, Alep- 
po cloths, and nine Europe dogs trained for hunting. 


MenazurT Kran made his Majefty very confiderable prefents, amongft 
which was a kepuah’*, inlaid with precious ftones valued at a lack of rupees ; 
and other articles which were moreover eftimated at one lack thirty-eight 
thoufand rupees. 


IsrAHIM KHAN was now appointed Soobahdar of Bahar, in the room 
of Zuffer Khan, recalled. 


In the beginning of this year, Kurren obtained permiffion to return to 
his father. During his refidence at court, he received from the Emperor 
in money and jewels, to the amount of ten lacks of rupees, with one 
hundred and ten horfes, and five elephants. And the prefents which were 
conferred upon him by Sultan Khorum were alfo of great value+. A 
fhort time after the departure of Kurren, his fon, Jugget Singh, arrived at 
court, and was gracioufly received. 


WueEn Sultan Khorum entered the twenty fourth year of his age, the 
Emperor made a grand entertainment on the occafion. The Prince hav- 
iny never yet tafted wine, Jehangir filled a glafs, which he put into his 
hand, and told him he ought now to follow the example of his anceftors,

Near the end of this year, Shahnowaz Khan, fon of the Khankhanan, 
gained fome advantage over Amber, the general, and prime-minifter of 
Nizam ul Mulk. 


Tue moft remarkable event of this year, was the conqueft of Gooke- 
rah, dependant upon Bahar. Diamonds are obtained from one of its 
rivers after the following manner: During the dry feafon, the river dif. 
covers great part of its bed, in which are fmall cavities, where the water 
ftill remains; and fuch of them as harbour {warms of gnats, contain dia- 
monds. The people throw out the watcr, and by digging doan avout a 
yard and a half, find amongft the gravel and fand, diamonds ot aiffeicnt 
fizes, {ome fingle ftones worth a lack of rupees, and o ners very tmall, 
This bed of the river which produces diamonds, is in the zemindary of 
Dirjen Sal. No former Soobahdar of Bahar had ever been able to pene- 
trate into his country, on account of the thicknefs of the jungles, and the 
unhealthinefs of the air; and, thercfore, after making fome fruitlefs at- 
tempts, were contented to allow him to remain in peace, in return for a 
tribute of a tew valuable ftones, But Ibrahim Khan, the new Soob iniar, 
fudden!y marched into his country with a large force, and bitore the Rajah 
could affemble his troops, took him prifoner, and annexed his zem.ndary 
to the empire. For this eminent fervice his municb was raifed to four

Amongtt the prefents made to the Emperor, during the feftival, was a khen- 
jer, valued at fifty thoufand rupees, from Meer Jemaleddeen Huffein Anjew. 





Dourinc thefe holidays, the Emperor honoured Afof Khan with a vifit, 
on which occafion the road was covered with velvet and brocades, that 
coft ten thoufand rupees. 





He alfo went to the houfe of Etemadeddowlah, who prefented a nuzzer 
of great value, out of which his Majefty accepted of jewels to the amount 
of a lack and twenty thoufand rupees. The munfeb of this nobleman 
was now increafed to feven thoufand zat, and five thoufand cavalry, with a 
Teman Towgh§; and permiffion to his nekaieh, immediately after 
that of Sultan Khorum. 


AsouT this time died Morteza Khan, whilft he was befieging the fort 
of Kengerah, whither he had been fent a few months before. 


A son was now born to Sultan Khorum, by the daughter of Afof Khan, 
and the Emperor named him Shah Shujah. 


At Ajmeer the Emperor was weighed with the ufual ceremonies, on the 
folar and lunar anniverfaries of his nativity. 


A gourt this time arrived at Ajmeer Mohammed Reza Beg, ambaffador 
fiom Shah Abbafs.

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AsBeD Kuan Bukhfhee, and the Vakiah Navees, having reprefented 
from Ahmedabad, that Abdullah Khan, the Soobahdar, difpleafed with 
them for writing to court all the tranfactions of his government, had en- 
gaged a number of people to attack and infult them on their way home; 
the Emperor was fo enraged thereat, that he ordered Dyanet Khan to go 
and bring him prifoner to court. But Abdullah Khan having received fe- 
cret intelligence of the Emperor’s intentions, fet out from Ahmedabad on 
foot, and meeting with Dyanet Khan in the middle of the way, was with 
difficulty prevailed upon to make ufe of a palkee, during the remain- 
der of the road to court. When he arrived at Ajmecr, Sultan Khorum 
interceded with the Emperor, and obtained his pardon*. 


By the command of the Emperor, the fhrine of Moyeneddeen Chiefty 
was furrounded with a gold railing of pierced work, which coft one lack 
and twelve thoufand rupees. 





Mocurres Kuan prefented the Emperor with a young Ethiopian ele- 
phant. His ears were larger -hz -hafe of Hindoftan, the probofcis and 
tail fomewhat longer. Some years Lfore this, Etemad Khan fent Akber 
a young Ethiopian elephant, which, when it was full grown, was ative, 
but very vicious. 


Tue plague firft appeared in Penjab, and from thence fpread to La- 
hoor; and after it had fomewhat arated in that quarter, broke out in the 
Duab and Dehly, where it committed great devaftation. This diforder 
had never before been known in Hindoftan, The phyficians attributed it 
to there having been a great drought for two years together, which they 
fuppofed had infected the air.

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Wuitst the Emperor was at Ajmeer, he received from the Dekhan, A-tLross. 


marble ftatues of Ranna Amer Singh, and his fon Kurren, which were 
allowed to bear ftrong refemblance of the originals. They were ordered 
to be carried to Agra, and placed in the garden of the Jarokha Durfun. 


Kuvsro was now taken out of the charge of Annyroy Singhdelun, and 
committed to the cuftody of Afof Khan. 


MoHAMMED Reza Bec, ambaflador from Shah Abbafs, waited upon 
the Emperor at Ajmeer, and prefented to him a complimentary letter, 
with fome valuable prefents from the king of Perfia. 


Turovcu the mifmanagement of Sultan Purveiz, affairs in the Dekhan 
were declining daily; the enemy having by degrees driven him out of all 
the country from Ballaghaut to Ahmednagur. Sultan Khorum’s great 
fuccefs againft the Ranna, determined the Empcror to give him the com- 
mand in the Dekhan, whilft he himfelf advanced as far as Mendow. On 
this occafion he beftowed upon Khorum the title of Shah, or King, a 
dignity hitherto confined to the Emperors of the houfe of Timour. 
His munfeb was increafed to twenty thoufand zat, and ten thoufand 
cavalry, of twoand three horfes*. At the time that thefe honours 
were conferred, he received a fplendid khelut, embroidered with 
pearls, two horfes, and an elephant, richly caparifoned, an inlaid khenjer 
and {word, with a belt for the latter valued at a lack of rupees. Several 
trays of jewels were alfo brought to him; but he took only one ftring 
of pearls, to which his Majefty added another of great valve, which he 
himfelf had worne. 


On the 1oth of Shewal, or 19th Oétober, Shah Khorum took his 
leave of the Emperor, to march tothe Dekhan. Amongtt other prefents 
the Emperor gave him a coach, made after the Englith fafhion, and in 
which he had rode himfelf.

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AH.1025, On the 1ft of Zilkadeh, or 30th Otober, the Emperor fet out from 
tem Ajmeer for Mendow, in his Englifh coach, drawn by four horfes*. It 
is the cuftom with the kings of Hindoftan, when they travel to the eaft, 

to commence their journey on an elephant ; towards the weft, on a horfe 

of one colour; towards the north, ona palkee, or finghafen ; and towards 

the fouth, on a carriage. From the time of the Emperor’s arrival in Aj- 

meer, to his departure for Mendow, had elapfed three years and five 


days. 


As the route of Shah Khorum lay through the territory of the Ranna, 
he, with his fons came to meet the Prince at Anowleh. His peifhkuth 
confifted of a tray of jewels, five elephants, and thirty-feven horfes; out of 
which the Prince accepted of one elephant, and three horfes. ‘The Ranna 
and hfs fons, after being honoured with kheluts, took their leave: but 
his grandfon, Jugget Singh, was appointed to attend the Prince on his 
expedition, 


Berore Shah Khorum committed anv hoftilities in the Dekhan, he fent 
Rajah Bickermajeet and Adil Khan to Amber, with affurances, that upon 
peaceably relinquifhing all his conquefts, he fhould obtain full pardon ; 
but that if he continued refractory, he fhould be attacked by a force fuf- 
ficient to deftroy him. 


AxsouT this time Jehangir conferred upon Muftefa Khan and his chil- 
dren in Altumgha, the pergunnah of Maldah in Bengal.

* This is the coach which was given him by Sir Thomas Roe. It is very remarkable, 
chat neither Jchangir in his memoirs, nor any eaftern hiftorian, has taken any notice of 
the Englifh ambaffador. This muft have proceeded from the mean appearance of the em- 
bafly ; and, indeed, Sir Thomas tells us as much in his letter to the Company, dated 
Ajmecr, 26th January, 1615. ‘* But after the Englith were come away, he, the Empe- 
‘t peror, afked the Jefuit, whether the king of England was a great king, that fent preferts 
‘© of fo {mall value, and that he looked for fome jewels, &c.”” Itisnatural to fupr ofe, 
that the Jefuit took advantage of ths queftion, to reprefent the Englifh monarch as a petty

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We muf now return to the Dekhan. When Shah Khorum croffed the a.1.1016. 

Nerbudda, he was met by the Khankhanan, Khanjehan Khan, Mehabut pent o 
Khan, and all the other principal munfebdars of the army in the Dekhan. 
He entered Burhanpoor on the 5th of Rubby ul Awwel, or 2d March, 
A.D. 1617, the fame day that the Emperor entered the fort of Mendow. 
At Burhanpoor, Afzul Khan, and Rajah Bickermajeet, joined Shah Kho- 
rum ; and fhortly after, Adil Khan arrived with a confiderable peifhkuth 
for himfelf and the other ehiefs of the Dekhan. He formally delivered 
up all the territory of Ballaghaut, together with the fort of Ahmednagur. 
Intelligence hereof was difpatched to the Emperor, and Syed Abdullah 
Khan, the meffenger, carried with him the keys of Ahmednagur. Ab- 
dullah Khan obtained the title of Seif Khan; and the Emperor fent the 
Prince a ruby, taken out of his own diadem. Adil Khan, at the re- 
commendation of Shah Khoram, was honoured with the title of Firzend, 
orfon. The peifhkufh which Adil Khan fent to his Majefty in money | 
jewels, elephants, and horfes, was eftimated at fifteen lacks of rupees; 
and he beftowed upon Afzul Khan, and Rajah Bickermajeet, two lacks of 
rupeeseach. Rajah Bickermajeet laid out his two lacks of rupees at 
Goa, in the purchafe of aruby, which he prefented to Shah Khorum. 


As foon as Shah Khorum had feen every article of the treaty fulfilled, 
he made preparations for joining the Emperor. He left with the Khan- 
khanan twenty thoufand cavalry, and feven thoufand berkundaze infantry ; 
and the reft of his army, being twenty-five thoufand cavalry, and two 
thoufand berkundaze infantry, accompanied himfelf to Mendow, where 
he arrived on the 10th of Shawal, or 3oth September, 1617. 


AFTER the ceremonies of the koornifh and tefleem, the Emperor de. 
{cended from the jarokha, and with his own hands, placed upon the head 
of Shah Khorum, a tray full of jewels, and another full of gold. The 
Prince’s munfeb was now increafed to thirty thoufand, with the title of 
Shahjehan, or the king of the world; and in the edi& which announced 
his new dignities, it was fpecified, that he had permiffion to be feated on 
fundely, or chair. in the royal prcfence. 

A Fiw 
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A rew days after his arrival at court, Shahjehan expofed all his peith- 
kufh in the public hall of audience. The Emperor, aftonifhed at their 
magnificence and value, defcended from the jarokha to view them more 
diftinély. Amongft other articles were the following: the ruby which 
Rajah Bickermajeet bought at Goa for two lacks of rupees;—it weighed fe- 
venteen mifkals, and the Emperor had not one larger than twelve tanks. 
An amethyft weighing twenty tanks, valued at a lack of rupees. A dia- 
mond weighing thirty ruttees, valued at forty thoufand rupees; another 
weighing one tank, and fix ruttees, of the fame price; and another 
weighing one tank, valued at thirty thoufand rupees. A pearl of fixty- 
four ruttees, worth twenty-five thoufand rupees ; two pearls weighing 
two mifkals and eleven ruttees, valued at the fame price. One hundred 
and fifty elephants, three of which had harnefs and chains of gold, and 
nine of filver; together with an hundred horfes. Befides the above, were 
rich ftuffs, fine linens, and other articles to an immenfe amount. The 
Emperor accepted of as much as was valued at twenty lacks of rupees; 
after which he direéted Shahjehan to prefent Nourjehan Begum, with two 
lacks of rupees; and to diftribute fixty thoufand rupees amongft the other 
Begums. 


NovurjEHAN Begum gave a grand entertainment in honour of Shahjehan, 
when fhe beftowed upon hima khelut, with fome valuable jewels, two 
horfes and an elephant. She alfo made prefents to all his officers, who 
had diftinguifhed themfelves during the war. Her expences on this occa- 
fion amounted to three lacks of rupees. 


InrAHIM Kuan, the Scobahdar of Bahar, fent the Emperor nine dia- 
monds, obtained fromthe territory of Goorkah, before defcribed; one 
weighed fourteen and a half tanks, and was valued at a lack of rupees. 


KotEes ut Mutk, the Doonyadar or chief of Golconda, fent to court 
a peifhkuth of fifteen lacks of rupees, in jewels and other articles. 
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On the Khankaanan were conferred the governments of Kandeis, Berar, A.H.1026. 
and Ahmcednagur; and his fon, Shahnowaz Khan, was ordered to be ta- i y 
tioned at Ballaghaut with twelve thoufand cavalry. 


A PRINCESS was now born to Shahjehan, by the daughter of Afof Khan, 
and named Rofhenrai Begum. 


KuHANDOWRAN, on account of his infirmities, was at his own requett 
removed from the foobahdary of Cabul, to that of Tatah; the former of 
which was conferred upon Mehabut Khan. 


Wuitst Jehangir was at Mendow, he was fo delighted with Moham- 
med Niey for his {kill in finging, that he was ordered to have his weight 
in filver, which was fix thoufand three hundred rupees. After which an 
elephant was beftowed on him, to carry home himfelf and the money. 


Tosacco, which but a few years before had been brought into Hindof- 
tan by the Portuguefe, being thought prejudicial to the health of the na- 
tives, the Emperor iffued an edi€t prohibiting the ufe of this plant, 
throughout his dominions: Wh rein he only followed the example of 
Shah Abbafs, who, on account of its pernicious effects, had forbidden it 
throughout Perfia, under the fevereft penalties *. 


Cossim Kuan, foobahdar of Bengal, being remifs in tran{mitting his 
accounts to court, the Emperor recalled him; and removed Ibrahim 
Khan from Bahar to Bengal; and Jehangir Kuly Khan fucceeded Ibra- 
him Khan. 


Menasur Kuan prefented to the Emperor a peifhkufh, in which was 
a ruby weighing eleven mifkals. When Jehangir was at Ajmeer, a Por- 
tuguefe merchant afked two lacks of rupees for this ftone, whilft the jew- 
Vor. I. M ellers 





+ The above account of the importation of tobacco into Hindoftan, is taken from Je- 
hangir’s memoirs; who remarks alfo, that pine-apples were brought here by the Portuguefe, 
and firft planted in the royal gardens at Agra, in the commencement of his reign, 
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ellers valued it at eighty thoufand rupees. The fame man afterwards 


} carried it to Burhanpoor, where Mehabut Khan bought it for a lack of 


rupees. 


Upon a hunting party Nourjehan Begum killed four tigers, with a 
matchlock, from her elephant. The Emperor was fo delighted at her 
fíkill, that he made her a prefent of a pair of emerald bracelets, valued 
at a lack of rupees, and beftowed in charity a thoufand mohurs. 


Tue Emperor was very defirous of enjoying the fport of hunting wild 
elephants, which he had never yet feen ; and having heard great praifes 
of Gujerat, and particularly of the city of Ahmedabad, he refolved to 
go thither. Added tothefe inducements for the journey, he wifhed to 
have a fight of the ocean, of which he had heard fuch wonderful rela- 
tions. Intending to remain at Ahmedabad till after the heat of fummer, 
he fent Miriam ul Zemany, and the greateft part of the haram to 
Agra; after which he fet out for Gujerat, along with Nourjehan Begum. 


Wuen the Emperor arrived at Cambayet, he took up his refidence at 
the garden of Sultan Ahmed, the cufto.2a-mafter of that port. All the 
fhips in the harbour were dreffed out; Jehangir embarked ona grab, 
and failed in her about two miles. He remained eleven days at Cam- 
bayet, and then proceeded to Ahmedabad. On the road he vifited the 
fhrine of Shah Alum Bokharee, a very celebrated Mohammedan faint, 
who is reported to have worked aftonifhing miracles. 


From Mendow to Cambayet is one hundred and twenty-four cofe, and 
from thence to Ahmedabad twenty-one cofe. This city did not anfwer 
the high expectation which Jehangir had formed, from the defcriptions he 
had heard of it. Although the market-places are extenfive, yet the 
fhops have a very mean appearance, being built of wood, and roofed with 
tiles. 








SHAHJEHAN now obtained the foobah of Gujerat, in addition to his for- 
mer jagect. THE 
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Tue Emperor ftaid about two months at Ahmedabad, and in the begin- AH.1027.

ning of February fet out with intention of proceeding to Agra, by the way Caw) 
of Malwah. 


MEER JEMLAH, a Perfian nobleman, having taken difguft againft Shah 
Abbafs, entered into the fervice of Jehangir, and obtained a munfeb of 
fifteen hundred zat, and two hundred cavalry. 


On this march, near Malwah, Jehangir fhot a lion, which weighed 
feven maunds and a half. He fays in his Toozek, that he had killed many 
lions, and amongtt the reft one at Amda, that weighed eight maunds and 
a half. 


In the beginning of March, Jehangir arrived at the town of Schareh, 
about three cofe from Dehwed, the place where the wild elephants refort, 
and whither he went the next day. The road to it was fo overgrown with 
trees and thickets, asto be almoft impenetrable. Thecountry people had 
previoufly enclofed a {pot with nets, and on one fide of the enclofure, a plat- 
form was erected on the boughs of fome trees, for the accommodation of 
Jehangir, Shahjehan, and their fuice, which confifted only of a few fa- 
vourites. Two hundred male elephants, and a number of females, were 
fent into the enclofure ; two men being mounted upon each elephant with 
ropesand chains. A party of men were now fent to drive the wild ele- 
phants into the toil, by the fide where the Emperor and Shahjehan were 
feated. But the jungle was fo thick, that the netting could not be pro- 
perly fecured, fo that the wild elephants broke through : however, twelve 
were taken, and fome of them remarkably fine, 


THE weather proving very fultry, and many people falling fick, Je- 
hangir thought it would be moft prudent to defer his march to Agra, till 
the end of the rains; and foon after he was confirmed in this refolution, 
by receiving intelligence that the plague had made its appearance in that 
guarter. He accordingly returned from Dehwed to Ahmedabad. But 
the intenfe heat of the city, and the ftagnation of the air, produced a 


diforder 
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diforder from which few efcaped. A fever which lafted two or three days 
totally exhaufted the patient’s ftrength, and left pains in all his joints; 
but the diforder did not prove mortal to any one*, The Emperor 
had a violent attack, and was very much reduced by it. The author 
of the Mafir Jehangiry fays, it is aftonifhing how any one could have 
thought of building a large city on fuch a ipot, for that the air is un- 
wholefome, water fcarce, and the foil fo fandy, that when the wind blows you 
are almoft fuffocated with duft: that all the water which can be procured 
is intolerably bad, the wells being brackifh, and the tanks frothing with 
the foap of the wafhermen; and although the higher ranks of people 
have cifterns of rain water, yet by being kept from year to year unventi- 
lated, it is alfo very unwholefome. And to complete the unhealthinefs of 
the place, all the neighbouring fields are enclofed with zekoom, which is 
notorious for occafioning a peftilential atmofphere. Jehangir ufed to call 
this city Girdabad, or the city of duft. 


On the 22d of Ramzan, or 1ft September, 1618, the Emperor marched 
from Ahmedabad for Agra. 


On the 16th of the month of Dey, or December 26th, about an hour 
and twelve minutes before fun-rife, there appeared on the horizon a lumi- 
nous little cloud ; it rofe later every morning twenty-four minutes, till on 
the fixteenth morning it was difcovered to be a comet with a dark tail: 
Its courfe was from the fign of Scorpio to Libra. It was generally be- 
lieved to have occafioned the plague, as well as to have prognofticated the 
war between the Emperor and Shahjehan, which for feven years fo deluged 
the empire with blood, that there was hardly a family but fhared in 
the calamity. 





Azout the fame time, at Kandahar, there appeared fuddenly a fwarm of 
rats, which entirely deftroyed the fruits of theearth, and devoured all the 
grain 


* An epidemical diforder, fimilar to that above defcribed, appeared in Calcutta in Ar us

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grain that was in ftore. Great numbers were killed, and the remainder A-H.1e2% 
vanifhed, as fuddenly as they had appeared. ee 


On the rsth of Zilkadeh, or 23d October, whilft the Emperor was at 
Dehwed, the daughter of Afof Khan brought Shahjehan a fon, whom 
Jehangir named Aucungzebe. When the army arrived at the city of 
Oujein, Shahjehan celebrated the birth of the young prince with great 
magnificence. 


WueEn the Emperor arrived on the borders of the Ranna’s territory, 


Kurren came out to mect him, and congratulated him upon the conqueft 
of the Dekhan. 


MortTezaA Kuan, who was now befieging Kengerah, found out that 
Rajah Soore) Mull was engaged in a treafonable correfpondence with the 
enemy. He advifed the Emperor of the difcovery ; but the artful Rajah 
wrote to Shahjehan, that the whole was a forgery of Morteza Khan to 
ruin him, and he had fuch credit with the Prince, that he obtained per- 
miffion to come tc court, to exculpate himfelf. At this time Morteza 
Khan happening to die, the operations againft Kengerah were for fome 
time fufpended. Soorey Mull having perfuaded Shahjehan of his inno- 
cence, accompanied him to the Dekhan, and there behaved fo well, that 
upon peace being reftored to that quarter, he was fent to conduct the fiege 
of Kengerah; but much againft the Emperor’s judgement, who thaught 
it imprudent to truft, with fuch an important command, a man accufed 
of treachery: his arguments fo far prevailed with Shahjehar, that he fent 
along with him his own Bukhfhee Mohammed Tuckee, to watch hi; ac- 
tions. But no fooner were they arrived before th eplace, than he quarrelled 
with Mohammed Tuckee, and by artful reprefentations obtained his re- 
call; and Bickermajeet, with a confiderable reinforcement, was ordered 
there in his ftead. But before his arrival at Kengerah, Soore} Mull had 
difbanded a confiderable part of the army, when he and his party fell 
* =n the reir, plundered and flauzhtered them, and then feized {ome per- 
gunnahs at the foot of the mountains, belonging to the jageer of Ete- 
madeddowlah. 
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HISTORY OF HINDOSTA 


Tue 20th of the month of Dey, or 30th December, 1618, the Em- 
peror encamped at the tank of Futtehpoor. The tank was meafured, and 
found to be feven cofe in circuit. 


Tue city of Agra not being yet free from the infection of the plague, 
Jchangir continued fome time at Futtehpoor. He vifited the tomb of 
Sheikh Sileem Chiefty, which has a beautiful mofque of ftone, built by 
order of Akber, in the ereétion of which were expended five lacks of 
rupecs. 


Wuen Bickermajeet arrived in Penjab, Soore} Mull demanded a par- 
ley, which was peremptorily refufed. He was foon driven from the forts 
of Mend and Mekran, and in retreating, loft many of his men: at 
length he was totally difpoffeffed of the lands which had been held by his 
anceftors for many generations, and it was with difficulty that he efcaped 
with his life. 


In the latter cnd of this year there appeared in Cafhmeer, a dreadful 
diforder, which proved fatal to great numbers. The patient was feized 
with a headach and bleeding at the nofe, and died the next day. In 
whatever houfe this diforder appeared, it carried off the whole family. 


Tue Emperor celebrated the new year at Futtehpoor, and during this 
feftival honoured Shahjehan with a vifit, who prefented a nuzzer of jewels 
and other articles to the value of five lacks of rupees. 


Asout this time Mocurreb Khan was appointed Soobahdar of Bahar; 
and Sirdar Khan obtained a jageer in Mongheer, with the foujdary of 
Tirhoot. 


Ow the fourth of Jemadwul Awwel, or April 8th, Jehangir entered 
the city of Agra, where Sultan Purveiz paid him his refpects, having 
juft arrived from Allahabad. 


Å BOUT 
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Asovurt this time died Shahnowaz Khan, the fon of the Khankhanan. ene 


He was a gallant officer, but killed himfelf by exceffive drinking. 





KHaNDOWRAN SHAH Bec Kuan, worne out with age, obtained the 
Emperor’s permiffion to refign the government of Tatah, and in reward 
for his eminent fervices, the pergunnah of Khoofhab in Penjab, yielding 
feventy-five thoufand rupees per annum, was conferred upon him in 
jageer. 





His Majefty ordered obelifks to be erected at the diftance of every cofe 
on the high road from Agra to Lahoor: at every third obelifk a well was 
funk, and each fide of the road was planted with trees, for the refreth- 
ment of travellers. 


AFTER remaining five months at Agra, the Emperor fet out for Cath- 
meer, leaving the fort of Agra under the command of Lufhker Khan. 
When he arrived at Mehtra, Sultan Purveiz took his leave, and departed 
for Allahabad, where his jageer was fituated.

Kuan ALUM now returning from his embafly to the court of Per- a.wroso. 


fia, the Emperor went out to meet him, from the garden of Kelanore. 
He had long treated him with familiar intimacy, and ufed to go to his 
houfe without any ceremony. Among the prefents from Shah Abbafs, 
was a picture of Timour’s victory over Towk Tomifh Khan. It con- 
tained two hundred and forty portraits, amongft which were moft of Ti- 
mour’s relations. ‘Ihe painter’s name is Keleel Mirza Sharokhee. 


TurouGu the management of Khan Azem, a Sonnaffee fakir, named 
Atcher Roop, interceded with the Emperor for Sultan Khufro, and 
obtained his pardon, with permiffion to come to court, 


ABOUT this time Cufhtwar, fituated to the north of Cafhmeer, was 
conquered by Dilawer Khan, the Soobahdar. The Emperor rewarded 
him with one year’s revenue of that territory.

HISTORY OF HINDOSTAN 


Tue road to Peerpunchal was difficult to pafs at this feafon of the year, 


Urn On account of the depth of the fnow ; but being the nearefl way, and as 


the Emperor was defirous of arriving at Cafhmeer during the fpring, he 
refolved to proceed with Nourjehan Begum, leaving Miriam ul Zemany, 
and the reft of the haram, along with Etemadeddowlah at Rhotafs, till the 
melting of the fnow; whilft Mirza Ruftam and Khan Azem went on with 
a party by the road of Poontch. Onthe road Jehangir received intelli- 
gence of the death of Ranna Amer Singh; upon which he difpatched 
Kifhendofs to inveft Kurren with the title of Ranna, and he was confirmed 
in all the pofleffiong enjoyed by his father. 


When the Emperor arrived at Puckelee, he fent Mehabut Khan to 
command an expedition againft the Afghans of Bungifh. The mountains 
of Puckelee are enamelled with flowers, amongft which are violets, equal 
in fragrance to thofe cultivated in gardens, but of a fainter colour. 
The next day it rained and fnowed, which made the road fo flippery, that 
many of the baggage elephants fell down the fide of the mountains, and 
were killed; of thofe that perifhed thus, were twenty-five belonging to 
the Emperor. They were obliged to halt two days at Puckelee. The 
next day’s march they met with peach and apricot trees in full bloffom. 
Sircar Puckelee is thirty-five cofe in length, and twenty-five in breadth. 
On the weft are the mountains of Cafhmeer, on the north the mountains of 
Kuttore, and on the fouth the mountains of Poontch. He croffed the 
bridge over the river Nainfook, which takes its rife in the pafs between 
Badakhfhan and Tibbet. Two new bridges were erected for the army tocrofs 
over, each meafuring eighteen yards in length: the elephants fwam over. 
He encamped on the banks of the river Kifhengung. Near this place is 
a level {pot about fifty yards fquare, where he celebrated the feftival of 
the new year. He was here overtaken by Shahjehan, who had made an 
«xcurfion to fec the city of Lahoor. The wholeof the road from Kifhengung 
to Cafhmeer is by the fida of the river Behut. You go over very high 
mountains, from fome of which iflue rapid cataracts. This road being 
narrow and difficult to pafs, only Nourjehan Begum, Shahjehan, A‘: 
Khan and a few others were allowed to accompany the Emperor; Khufro 


and 
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and the reft being ordered to keep a day’s march behind. The firft day A.H.1029. 


they were overtaken by a violent thunder ftorm, and obliged to take fhelter 
in a tent which luckily had been pitched by Motamid Khan at Bhelbats. 
Atthe next ftage Kha-ey, the Emperor, made Motamid Khan a prefent of 
a complete fuit of clothes which he had worne himfelf, and promoted 
him to a munfeb of one thoufand five hundred zat, and five hundred ca- 
valry. After paffing the hills, they defcended into a delightful valley 
enamelled with flowers, and proceeded to the village of Syar: To add 
to the beauty of the fcene, here is a prodigious fine water-fall. The 
next ftage was Barahmoolah on the banks of the Behut, and here are 
many pleafant feats built by the merchants of Serrynagur, who attended 
the Emperor from hence in their boats. Here he found Dilawer Khan 
Soobahdar of Cafhmeer, who was juft returned from Cufhtwar. This 
territory, which was then newly acquired, is fixty cofe from Cafhmeer: 
the revenue is eftimated at a lack of rupees. In the beginning of April Je- 
hangir entered his new palace near the tank of Dull. Here is a {trong 
Stone fort began in the time of Akber, and finifhed in the prefent reign. 
The next day Dilawer Khan brought in chains the Rajah of Cufhtwar, 
who was informed that if he would leave his fons at court as hoftages for 
his future good conduct, he fhould be fet at liberty, but that unlefs he 
gave fuch fecurity he fhould be committed to one of the fortrefles of Hin- 
doftan: he confented to the requifition. Jchangir, after pafhng three days 
at his new palace, entered Serrynagur, the capital city of Cathmcer: 
Its longitude is 105 degrees, and latitude 35 degrees. 


MoHAMMEDIsM firft appeared in Cafhmeer about the commencement 
of the eighth century of the Hegira; and in 772 of the fame era, or A. D. 
1370, Meer Syed Aly Hamadany went thither and gaincd many profelytes. 
In A.H. 994 or A.D. 1585, the whole foobah was conquered. Sheikh 
Abulfazel in his Akbernamch, has computed Chafhmeer to be in length 
120 cote, and in breadth from 10 to 25 cofe. Jehangir ordered an aétual 
meafurement to be made, when it was found to be fifty-fix cofe long, and 
from ten to twenty-feven cofe broad.

Tne KHANKHANAN now fent the Emperor intelligence of the revolt 
of Nizam ul Mulk, and other chiefs in the Dekhan, who after pof- 
feffing themfelves of fome of the dependencies of Ballaghaut and Berar, 
had now befieged the fort of Ahmednagur. A fupply of twenty lacks of 
rupees was ordered to be fent from Agra to the Khankhanan. 





AsourT this time Mehabut Khan gained a confiderable victory over the 
Afghans of the territory of Bungith. 


DILAWER Kuan dying in his government of Cafhmeer, Eradut Khan 
was appointed to fucceedhim. About the fame time died Khandowran, 
in the ninetieth year of his age. He was a native of Mchawer’Inehr, and 
came into Hindoftan in the fervice of Mirza Hakeem, brother of the 


Emperor Akber. He was poffeffed of integrity, valour, and liberality, 


in an eminent degree. 


JEHANGIR was now, forthe firft time, attacked with an afthma, which 
annually returned upon him with increafed violence, till it terminated his 
exiftence. 


In the month of October, Jehangir fet out for Penjab, and in Novem- 
ber arrived at Lahoor, where he refided at a new palace, on which was 
expended feven lacks of rupees. 


Ir had been a practice, in Rajore, for the widows of Mohammedans to 
bury themfelves alive with their hufbands, in emulation of the Hin- 
doo wives, who, on the like occafion, devote themfelves to the flames. 
Juft before Jehangir arrived there, a girl of twelve years of age having 
buried herfelf in this manner, he prohibited the barbarous cuftom ; and 
threatened with death every one who fhould be found guilty of partaking 
in the crime. 


On the ift of Moherrem, or the 15th of November, the fort of Ken- 
gerah furrendered to Rajah Bickermajeet. It is fituated in the mountains 
fouth 
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fouth of Lahoor, and had hitherto been deemed impregnable, never hav- aia

ing before been in the poffeffion of any Mohammedan prince. ead 


Wuen DiLtaweEr Kuan came to Cafhmeer, to pay his refpects tothe 
Emperor, he left the territory of Cufhtwar under charge of Naffer- 
ullah Arab, who imprudently giving part of his troops leave of abfence, 
at the fame time that he ill treated the natives, they rofe upon him, maf- 
facred his remaining force, and made him prifoner. The Emperor now 
fent Jilal, fon of the late Dilawer Khan, to reduce the country again to 
obedience. 


Apit Kuan, Nizam uL Mu tk, and Koteb ul Mulk, having entered 
into a confederacy, collected together an army of fixty thoufand cavalry, 
with which they conquered the whole territory of Ballaghaut. The im- 
perial troops retreated to Mekher, and kept fkirmifhing with the enemy 
for three months, when their fupplies being cut off, they were obliged to 
defcend from the mountains, and encamp at Balapoor; but neither find- 
ing any relief at that place, they retreated to the Khankhanan at Burhan- 
poor, whither the enemy followed, and laid fiege to that fortrefs. The 
Emperor, fenfible of the ill effects of remaining at fuch a diftance from 
the capital, refolved to return to Agra, and to fend Shahjehan again into 
the Dekhan. Shahjehan’s army was now appointed to confift of fix hun- 
dred and fifty munfebdars, one thoufand Ahdees, one thoufand Turkith 
cavalry armed with matchlocks, fivg thoufand men for the fervice of the 
artillery, and thirty-one thoufand Hindoftan cavalry, with a fupply of a 
crore of rupees. It was determined that Khufro fhould go into the Dekhan 
with Shahjehan, who fhould have difcretionary orders to treat him in any 
manner he might think proper Motamid Khan accompanied Shabjehan ; 
and Khanjehan Khan was appointed foobahdar of Multan. 


Tue fame day that Shahjehan marched fori... Dekhan, Jehangir fet out a.H.1030. 


for Agra. In January he left Dehly, vifited the fhrine of Hemayun, and hia 
reached Agra in March.

Wuen the Emperor was laft at Agra, Shah Abbafs fent shim a ruby 
which had defcended from Ulugh Beg to the Seffy family. On it was ori- 
ginally engraved in the Nufkh character, Ulugh Beg, fon of Sharokk Ba- 
hadre, fon of Emir Timour Goorgan. ‘To which was added, by the order 
of Shah Abbafs in Nuftalikh, Shab Abbafs, the flave of Shab Wallayet, 
or the k ng of fancity (Aly.) The Empcror was mightily pleafed at re- 
ceiving fuch a relict of his anceftor; and in addition to the former in- 
fcriptions, ordered the following to be engraved: Fehangir Shab, Akber 
Shab. A. H. 1028. 





SEAUZADEB SHERIAR was now promoted to a munfeb of eight thou- 
fand zat, and four thoufand cavalry; and fhortly after married a daughter 
of Nourjchan Begum by Shere Afkun. 


Wecn Shahjehan arrived on the banks of the river Chembel, he en- 
tered the thirtieth year of his age, and was weighed with the ufual cere- 
monies. Atthe time Hemayun went upon an expedition againft Ranna 
Sanka, he made a vow, that if he gained a victory over the infidels, he 
would ever after abftain entirely from the ufe of wine. Shahjehan was 
cctermined to excel his grandfather, by making an offering previous to 
the victory. He accordingly ordered that all the wine in the camp fhould 
immediately be ftarted into the river, and the drinking veffels of gold and 
filver, as well as thofe inlaid with precious ftones, were broken to pieces ia 
his prefence and diftributed in charity. At Owjein he was met by Moham. 
med Tuckce, killadar of Mendow, who informed him that the enemy hay- 
ing croffed the Nerbudda, had fet fire to the fuburbs of Mendow. Shah- 
ichan immediately fent off two detachments, one commanded by Khojch 
‘Abdul Hiuffan, and the other by Byram Beg. Being joined by Mohammed 
Luckee with a confidcrable reinforcement from the fort, they arrived on 
the banks of the Nerbudda in the morning, and attacked the enemy, who 
aiter fuffering great flaughter ficd without ftopping, till they joined the 
army before Burhanpoor. Shahjehan fent orders to his generals not to 
crofs the Nerbuttda till he could join them. 
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NoTWITHSTANL NG the approach of Shahjehan, the fiege of Burhan- A.H.ro30. 


poor was not raifed; but the Khankhanan contrived to elude the vigilance 
of the befiegers, and joined Shahjehan at Mendow. Shahjehan remained 
nine days at Mendow, to refrefh his men and colleét fufficient ftock of 
grain for the next campaign. He beftowed thirty lacks of rupees upon 
the jageerdars, to make them amends for the loffes they had fuftained from 
the ravage and devaftation of the enemy. He then formed five divifions, 
each confifting of fix thoufand cavalry, and appointed for them the fol- 
lowing commanders: Abdullah Khan, Darab Khan, Khojeh Abul Haf- 
fan, Rajah Bickermajeet, and Rajah Bheem. Darab Khan was nominally 
the commander in chief, but Shahjehan placed the moft reliance upon 
Bickermajeet. Thefe united forces drove the enemy from Burhanpoor 
with great flaughter, and then followed them for eight days to Kehrkee, the 
refidence of Nizam ul Mulk, and his prime minifter Amber ; but a day 
before their arrival there, Nizam ul Mulk and his family retired to Dowleta- 
bad, and Amber took poft at the foot of the mountains, with his front 
fecured by afwamp. The imperial troops entered Kehrkee, and levelled 
with the ground the magnificent buildings which Nizam ul Mulk had been 
twenty years erecting at an incredible expence, 


SHAHJEHAN Jeft a garrifon in Kehrkee, and then marched to the relief 
of Ahmednagur. Amber, alarmed at the rapid progrefs of che imperial 
arms, when Shahjehan arrived at Putten, fent a meffengerto him, with a 
promife to remove immediately from Ahmednagur, abandon all his con- 
quefts, and make the moft ample {ubmiffions to the Emperor. Shahjehan 
infifted that Nizam ul Mulk fhould refign to the Emperor.that part of 
his country which remained unconquered at the conclufion of the laft 
war; and that Adil Khan, Nizam ul Mulk, and Koteb ul Mulk, fhould to- 
gether pay a peithkufh of fifty lacks of rupees. Amber readily acceded to 
thefe terms; he immediately raifed the fiege of Ahmednagur, and his 
troops joined Shahjehan at Terminee. In cenfideration of this victory, 
Shahjehan ordered a ftone fort to be built, to which he gave the name of 
Zufferabad *. He ftationed garrifons througho.t the Dekhan ; and during 
the rains cantoned his army at Zufferabad. He sonfented to receive the

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A.H.1030. peifhkufh half in money and half in goods, in the following proportions : 
wry from Adil Khan eighteen lacks, from Nizam ul Mulk twelve lacks, and 
from Koteb ul Mulk twenty lacks. Affairs in the Dekhan were now 
completely fettled ; and after the rains Shahjehan marched with his army 


to Burhanpoor. 


AFZUL KHAN, who was fent to the Emperor with intelligence of Shah- 
jehan’s great fuccefles, was rewarded with confiderable prefents, and Je- 
hangir amongft other things fent to his victorious fon the family ruby, 
which he had himfelf received from Shah Abbafs. 


WueEwn the two Perfian ambaffadors took their leave, the Emperor 
gave to one aprefent of forty thoufand, and to the other thirty thoufand 
rupees in money, befides khelaats and other articles to a confiderable 
amount. The prefents for Shah Abbafs were of great value. 


Jivar, fon of the late Dilawer Khan, making no progrefs in Cufh- 
war, Eradut Khan, the foobahdar of Cafhmeer, was ordered thither; and 
after having entirely fubdued the country, he placed ftrong garrifons in 
different places, 





AxsouT this time Houfheng, the nephew of Khan Alum the Emperor’s 
great favourite, having committed murder, was executed for it. 


Tue Emperor had now another alarming attack of the afthma, on 
which occafion Purveiz haftened from Patna to Agra; but before his ar- 
rival Jehangir was out of danger, 





AspuLLAH Kuan having left the Dekhan without the permiffion of 
Shahjchan, the Emperor deprived him of his jageer, and Etemad Roy 
was ordered to conduct him back to the prince. 


Tae intenfe heat of Agta being unfavourable to Jehangir’s complaint, 
he fet out in November for the northern mountains, determined if 
he 
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he found that climaze agree with him, to build a city there on the banks of AHl.1030. 
the Ganges, for his fummer retreat; or elfe to proceed on to Cafhmeer, Wrws 





WueEn Jehangir arrived at Phorloon, one of the dependencies of Secna, 
he and Nourjehan Begum, with a fmall party, fet out to fee the fort of Ken- 
gerah. Etemadeddowlah was at this time very ill, and the accounts of next 
morning were fo unfavourable, that the Emperor and Nourjehan Begum 
returned the enfuing evening to the camp, where they found him in great 
danger. He fainted frequently, and appeared fo totally exhaufted that 
Nourjehan doubted whether he was fenfible, and pointing to the Emperor, 
afked her father whether he knew him: when he repeated the following 
lines from Anvert. 


«c Ir a perfon who was born blind were to come into his prefence, 


«c He would difcover nobility upon that forehead which enlightens the 
“ world.” 


Tue Emperor ftaid by his pillow feveral hours, after which he becam 
fenfelefs, and expired the next morning. ‘This great minifter was endow 
ed with fuch fuperior abilities, that the Emperor could not reafonably be 
blamed for the confidence he repofed in him. His corpfe was conducted 
to Agra by his fon Etekad Khan, and interred in the vizier’s own garden. 


Two days after the death of Etemadeddowlah, the Emperor and the 
Begum recommenced their journey to Kengerah, and after travelling four 
days encamped on the banks of the Bain Gungah. The next day the 
Emperor entered the fort of Kengerah. It is furprifingly ftrong, being 
fortified with twenty-three baftions. It meafures within fide above a cofe 
in length, and from fifteen to twenty-two tenabs in breadth, and it is one 
hundred and fourteen yards high. In it are ...u large refervoirs of water. 
When the Emperor had walked over the whole fort, he viftted the tem- 
ple of Durgah, called Behwen, in its neighboushood. Near this temple, 
at the foot of the mountain, is a volcano that eynits flames continually,

and the natives, who call it Jowaleb Mookbee, believe it to be the miracu- 
lous production of one of their idols. 


Tur Emperor beftowed upon Nourjehan Begum the fole poffeffion of 
all her father’s property of every defcription, with the fame jageers and 
honorary diftinétions that he had enjoyed. Her eldeft brother Abulhaffan, 
was appointed to the office of principal Dewan. 


In the latter end of this year Sultan Khufro died at Burhanpoor, of the 
cholick. 





MEnHABUT KHAN inet the Empcror at Baba Hafan Abdal, and when 
the army encamped at Puckelee, returned to Cabul his foobahdary, loaded 
with favours. 


Wuewn Jehangir arrived at Cafhmeer, he iffued anedi& forbidding the 
levying of an oppreffive tax, under the name of Ruffoom Foujdary. 


Tue Emperor having fuffered himfelf to be lulled into fecurity by the 
warm profeffions of inviolable friendfhip, fo repeatedly tendered to him 
by Shah Abhafs, has lately kept but a fmall garrifon in the important fortrefs 
of Kandahar, which offered fuch a temptationto the Perfian monarch, as he 
was not able to refift; he fuddenly brought a large army againft it, and 
Abdalazeez Khan, the governor, having no force capable of making re- 
fiftance againft fuch a mighty attack, iurrendered the place. The Empe- 
ror wrote immediately to Shahjehan, and in his letter returned thanks to 
God, that the fuccefs of his fon’s arms in the Dekhan would now allow 
him to march againft Kandahar, to wipe off the difgrace which the em- 
pire had fuffered by the capture of thar tortrefs. 


A FEW months after this difpatch, Zeim ul Abedeen arrived at 
court, from Shahjehan, with advice of his arrival at Mendow; from 
whence, after recruiting his army, he intended to proceed to Malwah, to 
continue there during t:e rains, and upon the breaking up of the mon- 
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foon march to the fiege of Kandahar. He wrote the Emperor that he 4.H.re3r.

did not require any reinforcement; but that in order to enfure fuccefs, it WAAAY 


would be neceflary for him to be vefted with the full command of the ar- 
my, without being fubject to any controul. He requefted, that on ac- 
count of its vicinity to Kandahar, the fcobah of Penjab might be given 
him in jageer, with the fort of Runthore, as a place of fafety for his 


family. 


Durinc the adminiftration of Etemadeddowlah, the ambitious visws of A.H.103r. 


the Begum were under fome degree of reftraint; but immediately upon 
the death of her worthy father, her influence and authority became into- 
lerable ; to Jehangir nothing was left but the empty name of Emperor, 
whilft all the arrangements of government were folely managed by her ; 
fo that advancement and degradation were the effects of her caprice or re- 
fentment. She was alarmed at the rapid decline of the Emperor’s health, 
being fenfible that if after his death Shahjehan fhould afcend the throne, 
fhe muft fink into infignificance. She therefore now began to concert 
meafures for fruftrating his views, and to fecure the continuance of her 
own unlimited dominion. For the attainment of thefe ends, fhe fixed 
her eyes upon Shertar, and refolved to raife him to the empire, 
confident that from his weak capacity he would be the mere pageant of a 
king, whom fhe could manage at her pleafure; and fhe doubted not but 
a liberal diftribution of the public treafure would effectually fupport his 
pretenfions to the fucceffion. In order to advance her fchemes with the 
Emperor, fhe took every opportunity to infinuate into his mind unfavour- 
able fentiments of Shahjehan. She faid it was evident, frona the terms of 
his letter, that he only wanted to be invefted with abfolute power to de- 
throne his father. Her creatures were induftrious in improving upon her 
ba‘: fuggeftions, till at length the Emperor was perfetly perfuaded of 
their reality. When fhe had gained thus far upon his credibility, fhe 
offered to be at the fole expence of the up: «tions awainft Kandahar; 
and entreated that Sheriar might be inveftcd with the command, under 
the tuition of Mirza Ruftam, who from havin; been many years governor 
of that province, would be able to afford him the beft advice, She added 
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te=; from her father, with whatever elfe the had acquired through his Majef- 
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ATR that fhe would chearfullv expend in this fervice aii that fhe inherited 


ty’s favour and indulgence, and which would be found fully adequate 
to the maintenance of an army requifite for fo great an enterprize. But 
fhe required that Shahjehan’s jageers in Agra, Ajmeer and Lahoor, fhould 
be transferred to Sheriar; and that the former fhould receive equivalents 
in the Dekhan, Malwah and Gujerat. The infatuated Jehangir complied 
with all her demands; Shahjehan was difpoffeffed of his jageers, which 
were conferred upon Sheriar; and the former was directed to fend all his 
troops to court, and remain alone in the Dekhan. Officers were appoint- 
ed to fee thefe arrangements carried into immediate execution, and Abdal 
Selam, Shahjehan’s refident at court, was fent to communicate thefe orders 
to his mafter. Sheriar was promoted to the rank of twelve thoufand zat 
and eight thoufand cavalry, and appointed commander in chief of the 
intended expedition againft Kandahar. Mirza Ruftam being made 
Etaleek to Sheriar, and commander in chief of his troops, was fent for- 
ward to Lahoor, to make the neceffary preparations. Juft about the 
time that the jageers were transferred to Sheriar, Shahjehan, ignorant of 
his difgrace at court, had written a letter tothe Emperor, requefting that 
the purgunnah of Dhoolpoor might be added to his jageer; and confident 
of the Emperor’s compliance, had fent Derya Khan to take charge of it; 
but Shereef ul Mulk having repaired thither on the part of Sheriar, a 
fkirmifh enfued, in which Shereef loft one of his eyes by an arrow. This 
event ferved to increafe the Emperor’s fufpicions, as well as to inflame the 
Begum’s refentment againft Shahjehan. 


In July the Emperor proceeded on his march from Lahoor, and in 
September croffed the Chenab, where he was met by Mirza Ruftam. At 
the fame place arrived Afzul Khan, with a letter from Shahjehan, wherein 
he expoftulated with his father in the moft refpectful and pathetic terms. 
After expatiating upon the dutiful tenour of his whole life, he modeftly 
mentioned the fervices he had fo recently performed, lamented that he 
fhould have forfeited his Majefty’s parental regard, without the fhadow of 
offence, for the gratification of the ambition of a bafe woman, and her 
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degenerate fon-in-law. He implored the Emperor to do him only com- A-H.103r. 
- n° . in A.D.1622. 

mon juflice; but declared that whilft he was fo unfortunate as to labour Any 

under his royal difpleafure, fo far from defiring to receive any equivalent 

for the jageers of which he had been fo difgracefully bereft; he only beg- 

ged leave to retire to Surat, which might be confidered as the door to the 

houfe of righteoufnefs, (Mecca) where he would employ his whole time 

in praying for his Majefty’s health and profperity. He conjured the 

Emperor to confult his own better judgement, and not fuffer himfelf to 

be mifled by the artful and weak counfels of the Begum, which, if pur- 

fued, muft occafion his own difhonour and deftruction, and terminate 

in the utter ruin of the empire. 


JEHANGIR was fully fenfible of the truth of Shahjehan’s reprefentations, 
and endeavoured to convince the Begum of their propriety, fetting forth to 
her the injuftice of difpofleffing him of his jageers, without being able to 
affign any reafon for fo extraordinary a conduct. But the Begum’s refolu- 
tions were not to be altered by arguments, however founded on reafon, juf- 
tice, or humanity; and her influence over the Emperor was now fo abfo- 
lute, that fhe prevailed upon him to commit a farther injury, by defpoil- 
ing his fon of his remaining jageers in Hiffar and the Duab, which like 
the reft were aflizned over to Sheriar. Orders to this effect were iffued to 
the Dewans. In the imperial mandate which conveyed thefe commands to 
Shahjehan, he was defired to fatisfy himfelf by taking in exchange any 
parts of the Dekhan, Malwah, and Gujerat, that he might prefer; and 
had permiffion to refide at any of thofe places: at the fame time he was 
commanded to fend away the troops that were required for the fiege of 
Kandahar. Afzul Khan boldly protefted againft thefe iniquitous proceed- 
ings; but was obliged to return to Shahjehan without effecting any thing. 
By thefe violent meafures the Begum meant to try Shahjehan’s difpofition, 
and to bring matters to a fpeedy crifis. Should he tamely fubmit to this 
fhameful treatment, fhe gained her ends at once without further trouble or 
oppofition; and if on the other hand he was,driven into open rebellion, 
he would incur the odium of commencing an unnatural war, in which by 


means of her refources fhe hoped to be able to crufh him. In fhort Shah- 
jehan 
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A.H.1031. jehan wifhed to proceed by mild and lenient meafures, fo as to avoid the 
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appearance of difobedience on his part; whilft on the contrary, the views 
of the Begum were to create an irreconcileable jealoufy between the Em- 
peror and Shahjehan, and raife the fortune of Sheriar upon the ruin of 
the latter. Her brother, Afof Khan, was known to be well-difpofed to- 
wards Shahjehan; but whenever the prefent tranfactions became the fub- 
ject of converfation, he had the prudence to obferve a ftrict filence. The 
Begum now finding no oppofition to her will, threw off the mafk, and 
made no fceret of her intentions. Mehabut Khan, who was diffatisfied 
with Shahjehan, and who both hated and envied Afof Khan, was ordered 
to court from his government of Cabul. Although the letter bore the feal 
of the Begum, yet Mehabut Khan not being able to perfuade himfclf that 
fuch an entire change of meafures could fo fuddenly have taken place, fuf- 
pected it to be the arnftce of Afof Khan to draw him to court, for the 
purpofe of facrificing him to his revenge. He therefore wrote in anfwer 
tothe Begum, that as long as Afof Khan remained at court he dared not 
obey her fummons, and that theretore if fhe really withed to avail herfelf 
of his fervices, fhe muft firft fend her brother to Bengal, and deftroy Mo- 
tamid Khan. 





Tue munfeb of Mehabut Khan was immediately raifed to fix thoufand 
zat and the like number of cavalry, and his fon Amanullah Khan was 
nominated to the rank of three thoufand zat and one thoufand feven hun- 
dred cavalry, and appointed ating Soobahdar of Cabul, whilft his father 
fhould remain at court. Afof Khan was difpatched to Agra for the royal 
treafure, that had been amaffing there from the commencement of the 
reign of Akber. But this was only a pretence to get him out of the way, 
in order to difpel the apprehenfions of Mehabut Khan, and that he might 
not be a fpy upon the actions of the Begum and her party. 


ABDULLA Kuan fron: Culp ee, and Khanjehan Khan from Multan, now 
paid their refpets to the Emperor; and Mirza Khan, the fon of the for- 
mer, obtained in marriage a daughter of the late Sultan Daniel. Khan- 
jehan prefented the Emperor with a peifhkuth of a thoufand Irakce 
horfes. 
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Hypzrr-Bec, anbaflador from Shah Abbafs, arrived now at Lahoor, A-HL1031, 


H.1622. 


with a letter for Jehangir, full of declarations of friendfhip; he received Wo 


a khelut, but was ordered to depart immediately. 


Some very harfh expreffions having fallen from Shahjehan, upon the 
receipt of the royal mandate, and which were reported to the Emperor, 
he became much alarmed at what might be the confequence of driving 
his fon to defpair, and employed Mouffavee Khan, a man of great fa- 
gacity, to go to the Prince, under the pretence of giving good advice, 
but in fact to penetrate into his defigns, that meafures might be adopted 
accordingly. 


WueEn Mehabut Khan arrived at Lahoor, he affured Jehangir that un- 
lefs Motamid Khan was deftroyed, it would be impoffible to concert any 
meafures with {uch fecrecy as to elude his penetration; and added, that if 
the Emperor was in the leaft fcrupulous about ordering his execution, he 
nced only fend him to Cabul on pretence of bufinefs, when Mehabut Khan 
would take care to have him difpatched on the road. 


A LETTER was now received from Etebar Khan, the killadar of Agra, 
with advice that Shahjehan had marched from Mendow, at the head of a 
large army; but that his intentions were yet unknown. 





Wuen Afzul Khan returned to the Dekhan, and communicated to 
Shahjehan all the particulars of his father’s unnatural behaviour, with the 
wicked defigns of the Begum and her party, he affured him that matters 
were now come to a crifis, when remonftrances would have no avail, and 
that abject fubmiffions muft terminate in utter deftru€tion: That in the 
line manner as he had been difpoffeffed of the jageers in Hindoftan, he 
would gradually be deprived of thofe in Malwah, Gujerat, and the De- 
khan; and when thus bereft of every refuarc., he would be crufhed with- 
out having the power to make any refiftance. Shahjehan, convinced of the 
truth of thefe arguments, refolved to act with vigour, and accordingly 
without lofs of time marched his army towards Agra. 
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As foon as the Emperor received certain intelligence that Shahjehan 
was marching towards Agra, Mehabut Khan and the Begum inflamed 
his mind againft his fon, and precipitated him into violent meafures. It 
was agreed that the Emperor, under pretence of hunting, fhould procecd 
to the river at Sultanpoor in Penjab, and there wait till it could be afcer- 
tained whether Shahjehan was coming in a hoftile or peaceable manner; 
that if his intentions were difcovered to be inimical, the Emperor fhould 
crofs the river and oppofe him; but if he fhould not commit any a&t of 
hoftility, meatures fuitable to the occafion might be purfued. Having 
thus formed a plan of operations, the Emperor marched from Lahoor 
in the beginning of February. Daily advices were received from Etebar 
Khan of the rapid advances of Shahjehan towards Agra, Etebar Khan 
did not think it fafe to remove the treafure; Afof Khan concurred with 
him in this opinion, and prepared to join the Emperor. 


Upon receiving the above advices, the Emperor croffed the river at 
Sultanpoor, and proceeded towards Dehly. Thus, by the wicked intrigues 
of the Begum, the whole empire was inaflame. A dutiful fon was com- 
pelled for his own prefervation to take arms againft an affctionate parent. 
The fituation of the Emperor was truly deplorable: in the decline of life, 
and whilft labouring under a grievous bodily infirmity, to be forced into 
a climate inimical to his diforder, in order to conduét an unnatural war, 
which muft in its confcqucnees prove injurious to both parties, on which- 
foever fide victory might declare. It was moreover a lamentable reflec- 
tion, that thofe very troops, with their general, who had gained fo many 
victories over the enemies of the empire, fhould now fheath their fwords 
in the very vitals of their country. 





Menram Kuan, one of the eunuchs of the Serai, together with 
Kheleel Beg, Fidaiy Khan, and Motamid Khan, being accufed at this 
time of holding a iecret corretpondence with Shahjehan, were appre- 
hended, and upon the evidence of Mirza Ruftam, who bore an inveterate 
enmity againft Kheleel, and another fuborned witnefs who fweee 2g tink 
Mehram Klan, tacy were both put to death; Fidaiy Khan fully excul- 
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pated him{clf, and was pardoned; but Motamid Khan was difiniffed from AH.t0 r. 

the fervice, and banifhed to Tatah. ear 
MoussaveEE KHaw met Shahjehan at Futtehpoor, and was received in 

the moft gracious manner. The prince agreed to fend with him Cazy 

Abdulazeez, to aflure the Emperor, that he only wifhed to come to a per- 

fonal explanation; from the conviction, that from the intrigues of the 

Begum, no negociation could be managed through any medium; and that 

he earneftly defired to have an interview with his majefty, before matters 

were Carried to extremity. 


MoussaveE Kuan and Cazy Abdulazeez went together to the royal 
camp at Lodyneoh; but the Begum had fo inflamed the Emperor apaintt 
Shahjehan, that he not only refufed Abdulazeez an audience, but ordered 
him into the cuftody of Mehabur Khan. 


By the time the Emperor had reached Dehly, his army was very nume- 
rous, having been joined by Rajah Nerfingh Deo, Afof Khan, and many 
other munfebdars, with their troops. The command of the main body 
was given to Mehabut Khan; and Abdullah Khan was fent before with a 
large detachment to procure intelligence, and to fecure the roads and fer- 
ries. The Emperor marched through the city of Dehly, and encamped 
on the banks of the Jumna. 





Wuewy Shahjehan advanced to Belootchpoor, the two armies were with- 
in ten cofe of each other. Thofe who hoped to mend thei defperate for- 
tunes by a civil war, told Shahjehan, that after the indignity offered to 
him in the perfon of his ambaflador, there remained no profpect of any 
fuccefs from lenient meatures ; and as his force was now very fuperior to 
the Emperor’s, they advifed him to come to an engagement immediately, 
and not to allow the enemy time to acquire ftrength by farther reinforce- 
ments. He rejected ihis counfel, and declared that he had nothing far- 
ther in view, than to efre& the reftitution of his jegeers, and punith the 
Emperor’s evil counfeliors. In order to avoid a batile, he mached about 
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A.H.1032. fourteen cofe into the province of Mewat. He kept with himfelf five 

pn thoufand cavalry, and divided the remainder of his army into three bo- 
dies, under the command of Darab Khan, Rajah Bickermajeet, and Rajah 
Bheem, who were directed to harrafs the imperial army, and cut off their 
fupplies; hoping, that when they were reduced to diftrefs, the Begum 
and her party would be alarmed for their fafety, and agree to his terms: 
The Begum fent Afof Khan to oppofe thefe operations with a body of 
twenty-five thoufand cavalry, accompanied by Abulhaffan, Abdullah 
Khan, and Lufhker Khan. ‘The Begum had imprudently given the com- 
mand of the van to Abdullah Khan, who being difgufted with her mea- 
{ures, only wanted an opportunity to betray his trut. His defign, how- 
ever, was known only to Bickermajeet, who not having time to communi- 
cate with Darab Khan, the latter made a powerful refiftance to Abdullah 
Khan’s attack, and in the action Bickermajeet was killed with a match- 
lock ball. Abdullah Khan having now difcovered his intentions to Darab 
Khan, joined him with part of his force. The death of Bickermajeet 
threw the Prince’s army into confufion, but they were rallied by Rajah 
Bheem, and night parted the combatants, without either fide having 
gained any confiderable advantage. 





Tue defertion of Abdullah Khan created fufpicions in the Emperor’s 
mind againft Afof Khan anc Abulhaffan, and thefe fears threw his army 
into great confufion. 


MeEHABUT Ku Aw alfo, alarmed at the fuccefs of Shahjehan, and fearful 
of more defertions, fet on foot a negotiation through Cazy Abdulazcez, 
whom he fent to Shahjehan, to affure him, that if he would lead back his 
army without committing any farther hoftilities, his jageers fhould be 
reftored to him immeciately on his return to the Dc khan. Although Shah- 
jehan did not place much reliance on the faith of Mehabut Khan, yet as 
he earneftly wifhed to have his father reconciled tohim, ke marched back 
his army without any farther ftipulations.

Tue ‘iimperor croffed the Jumna at Agra, and fet out for Ajmeer ; A-H.1032. 
r . „1027. 
whilft Shahjehan proceeded to Mendow. Shahjehan, on his return, gave mary 


the government of Gujerat to Abdullah Khan. 


Erepar Kuan, the cunuch, in reward for having preferved Agra, was 
promoted to a munfeb of fix thoufand zat and five thoufand cavalry, with 
the title of Momtaz Khan. 


Suttan Purveiz joined the Emperor at Hindore, and was received 
with great affection. 


As foon as certain intelligence was received that Shahjehan was pro- 
ceeding to Mendow through the pafs of Ghattec Chanda, the perfidious 
Mehabut Khan, regardlefs of the late treaty, perfuaded the Emperor to 
fend Purveiz in purfuit of him from Ajmcer. And accordingly Purveiz, 
under the management of Mehabut Khan, marched from thence with an 
army of forty thoufand cavalry, a train of artillery, and twenty lacks of 
rupees. 


At the fame time that Shahjehan entered Mendow, Purveiz and Meha- 
but Khan arrived at Ghattee Chanda. Having now miffed their aim, they 
refolved to march back again to Ajmeer, and return after the rains. But 
at this juncture, Ruftam Khan, who from ~~*~ste foldier had rifen to 
high rank, through the favour of Shahjehan, having engaged in a corref- 
pondence with Mehabut Khan, advifed him and Purveiz to pufh on to 
Mendow without lofs of time, affuring them that when tke armics were 
in fight of each other, he would defert to them with his troops. Encou- 
raged by this promife, Mehabut Khan and Purvciz entered the pafs of 
Guattee Chanda. Shahjechan placing entire confidence on the attachment of 
Ruftam Khan, fent him before with a large detachment to impede the 
motions of Mehabut Khan, whilft himiclf prepared to foliow with the 
main body. 
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Hcy, On the firft and fecond days, fome flight fkirmifhes paft berween Ruftam 

o Khan and Mehabut Khan, in one of which one Munfoor Khan, a Portu- 
guefe, who had deferted from Purveiz to Shahjehan, was killed on the fide 
of Ruftam Khan; and amongft the troops of Mehabut Khan fell Ajeb 
Singh with about two hundred Rajpoots, It had been fettled, that on 
the third day Shahjehan fhould unite his forces with thofe of Ruftam 
Khan, and bring the enemy to a general engagement. But carly in the 
morning before the jun¢tion was effected, Ruftam Khan with Mohammed 
Khan, Berkundaze Khan, and fevera) other munfebdars, deferted to Me- 
habut Khan, carrying with them the greateft part of the detachment; 
of the remainder many difperfed different ways, and a finall party return- 
ed to Shahjehan. 


AznouT this time a meffenger, with a treafonable letter from the Khan- 
khanan to Mchabut Khan, was intercepted; and Shahjehan, in order to 
keep the matter fecret, inftantly had the meffenger put to death. Shah- 
jehan now croffed the Nerbudda and retreated to Affeer, leaving Byram 
Beg with a fufficient force to difpute with the enemy the paflage of the 
river. Shahjehan fent for the Khankhanan and his fon, and without any 
preface fhewed them the intercepted letter; at the fight of which they 
were fo confounded that they were not able to frame any kind of excufe ; 
upon which they were given in cuftody to Syed Mozuffer Khan. 


SHAHJEHAN left the heavy baggage at Affeer, under the charge of Ra- 
jah Gopaul Dofs, and then proceeded to Burhanpoor with his fons. Here 
he was joined by Abdullah Khan from Gujerat. 


GujERAT was one of the jageers of Shahjehan, and we have already 
mentioned that when he marched back from Agra, he had given it in 
charge to Abdullah Khan, who difpatched Wafedar, an eunuch, with a 
party of new raifed troops, to take poffefhon of the city of Ahmedabad. 
The Emperor by the advice of Mehabuc Khan now conferred the foobah- 
dary of Gujerat upon Dewar Bukhfh, fon of Khufro, with Khan Azem 
for his Etaleek. When Shahjehan arrived at Mendow, he fent orders to 
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Kinker Yofs, brother of the late Bickermajeet, and Seffy, the Dewan of A.H.1032. 
Gujerat, to repair to him, and bring with them the treafure, with the aes 
golden throne inlaid with precious ftones, which coft five lacks of rupees, 
and a {word belt worth two lacks of rupees ; both of which had been 
prepared as prefents for the Emperor. Seffy, in order to recommend 
himfelf to the Emperor, refolved to oppofe the new governor; and the 
day before Kinker Dofs left Ahmedabad, himfelf, under pretence of going 
to Shahjehan, marched to Mahmoodabad, from whence he wrote to Nahir 
Khan, Dilere Khan, and Baber Khan, Afghans, and other neighbouring 
jageerdars, imparting his defigns, and requiring their affiftance ; to which 
they readily confented. Salah, foujdar of Sircar Putten, and Kinker 
Dofs, fufpeéted his treachery; but he had a large force at command, whilft 
they were totally unprovided with the means of oppofition, Salah with- 
drew fecretly with near ten lacks of rupees, and joined Shahjehan at Men- 
dow; Kinker Dofs alfo efcaped with the fword belt; but the throne was fo 
heavy that he could not carry it with him. Seffy wrote to his confede- 
rates, that now was the time for carrying the {cheme into execution. Ac- 
cordingly the next morning at day break they entered the city by dif- 
ferent gates. Wafedar took refuge in the houfe of Sheikh Hyder, who 
betraying him to the confpirators, he was feized and committed to prifon. 
Mohammed Tuckee the Dewan, and Haffan Beg the Bukhfhee, were 
likewife difcovered, and fhared the fame fate. The leaders of the confpi- 
racy broke in pieces the inlaid throne, the gu 4cf which they diftributed 
amongft their troops, and divided the jewels amongft themfelves. When 
Abdullah Khan got advice of thefe tranfactions, he haftened from Men- 
dow tu Gujerat, with only five or fix hundred cavalry, and after twenty 
days arrived at Berodeh. Seffy Khan and his confederates marched out of 
Ahmedabad, and encamped at the tank of Kenkeriah, with about fifteen 
tF- „sand men. Abdullah Khan receiving intelligence of the ftrength of 
the enemy, waited fome days at Berodeh for a reinforcement of troops, 
and when they joined him, marched to Ma:imoouabad. Seffy marched to 
the town of Betowah, and encamped near the tomb of Kotebul Alum. 
Abduflah went on to Berantcheh, and Seffy to the village of Beload, when 
the two ajmfes were within three cofe of each other. The next day they 


both 
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both drew up in order of battle; Abdullah Khan had taken poh upon 
broken ground, interfected with hedges of zekoom, fo that he was not 
able to difpofe of his men to the beft advantage. The centre of each 
began the attack ; Himmut Singh commanding that divifion on the fide 
of Abdullah Kanan, and Nahir Khan that of Seffy. Himmut Singh was 
fhot, and the clephanis inthe front of Abdullah’s linc, frightened at the 
rockets, broke in upon their own men, and threw the troops into fuch con- 
fufion, that they were-totally routed. He fled to Beroatch, where he 
ftaid only three days, and then went to Surat, and from thence with the 
remains of his army joined Shahjehan at Burhanpoor, at the fame time 
that the latter had retreated fron. Mcndow. The Emperor raifed Seffy’s 
munfeb from cne thoufand cavalry to three thoufand zat, and two thou- 
fand five hundred cavalry, with the title of Seif Khan; and Nahir Khan 
was promoted to three thoufand zat, and two thoufand cavalry. 


Waern Mehabut Khan and Purveiz arrived at Nerbudda, oppofite to 
the poft of Byram Beg, a brifk cannonade commenced on both fides; but 
Byram Beg had fecured all the boats, and defended the fort with fuch ob- 
ftinacy, that the enemy defpaired of effecting a paflage. 


THERE appearing no proofs of Darab Khan’s participation in his father’s 
treafon, Shahjehan releafed him from cuftody ; and fhortly after, upon a 
further conviction of bis fd fity, was induced to fet at liberty the Khan- 
khanan and his other fon alfo. Mehabut Khan, feeing the Khankhanan 
reftored to confidence and favour, wrote him a letter, intreating him to 
mediate a peace, which being alfo agreeable to the inclination of Shahjehan, 
he made the Khankhanan {wear upon the Koran, that he would not betray 





_ hisintereft, and then fent him to Mehabut Khan to negotiate the treaty. 


It was agreed that the Khankhanan fhould not crofs the Nerbudda, and 
that his two fons fhould remain with Shahjehan as hoftages for their fa- 
ther’s fidelity. As foon as it was known that the Khankhanan was coming 
to negotiate a peace, Byram Beg became remifs in his duty, of which 
Mehabut Khan did not fail to avail himfelf, and in the dead of nizht 
croffed the river with his whole army; when the Khankhanan, egardlefs 
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of his ewly plighted faith, openly joined the enemy. Byram Beg, over- A.Ħ.1032. 


whelried with fhame at having fuffered himfelf to be fo duped, joine 
Shahjehan, who did not think it prudent to remain any longer at Burhan- 
poor; but refolved to march into Bengal as faft as poffible. Fle was now 
deferted by many of his ungrateful dependents. Mchabut Khan and Sul- 
tan Purveiz went after him as far as Ghattee Bhenker, thirty cofe from 
Burhanpoor; but a heavy fall of rain {poiling all their ammunition, they 
were obliged to give up the purfuit. 


d A.D.1623. 
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SHAHJEHAN marched to the borders of Telinganeh, the country of A.H.1033. 


Koteb ul Mulk, and proceeded by the way of Maffulipatam. When he 
approached Oriffa, the Soobahdar, Ahmed Beg Khan, nephew of Ibrahim 
Khan, Soobahdar of Bengal, fled to his uncie at Dacca. Shah Kuly 
Khan was left with a force to keep poffeffion of Oriffa, whilft Shahjehan 
marched to Burdwan. Salah, the nephew of Afof Khan, fhut himfelf up in 
the fort; but upon the appearance of a fiege furrendered. Byram Beg 
was left to command in Burdwan, and Shabjehan marched on to Raj 
Man. 


Inranim Kuan having collected together a large force, proceeded 
from Dacca to Akbernagur, with a powerful train of artillery, and the 
royal nowareh, or fleet of fighting boats. ‘This place was originally named 
Aj Mahl, and when Rajah Manfingh maae it the feat of government, 
it was for fome time called Raj Mahl, and afterwards Akbernagur. 
When Rajah dtanfingh built the old fort, the river ran clofe under 
it, but afterwards retired from its bed to the diftance of near a cofe, 
Ibrahim Khan afterwards erected a tomb for his fon, on the banks of the 
river, which he enclofed with ftrong fortifications of flone. He aban- 
uoned the old fort, and refolved to defend himfelf in the new one, which 
was inacceffible on the fide of the river, and from its fituation might ea- 
fily be affifted with fupplies, by means of the nowareh. His garrifon 
confifted of near four thoufand men, amongft whom were feveral Portu- 
guefe gumers: the reft of his army encamped on the oppofite fide of the 
river. When Shahjehan arrived at Akbernagur, he wrote to Ibrahim 
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Khan, that if he would furrender, he fhould have a fuitable jageor in any 
part of Bengal that he might prefer; and that if he withed to repair to 
the Emperor, he fhould have a fafe convoy upon evacuating the fort. He 
returned for anfwer, that his gratitude and duty obliged him to defend the 
fort to the utmoft extremity, and that he was refolved to die in the fervice 
of the Emperor, to whofe favour and indulgence he was indebted for 
every thing that he poffeffed. 


WE muft now return to the tranfactions at court. When the Emperor 
entered the city of Ajmeer, he received intelligence from Agra, of the 
death of his mother Miriam ul Zemany, whofe lofs he fincerely lamented. 
Seffy fent him forty-four perfons who had been active in the late commo- 
tions in Gujerat, two of whom were trampled to death by elephants, and 
the ret committed to prifon. 


Tue Emperor being relieved from alarms for the prefent, by the fuc- 
ceffes of Purveiz and the retreat of Shahjehan, refolved to make an excurfion 
to Cafhmeer, that he might avoid rhe fummer heat of Hindoftan, which 
always occafioned a return of his afthmatic complaint. He accordingly 
left Ajmeer about the end of November. 


By the advice of Mehabut Khan, Afof Khan was appointed Soobah- 
dar of Bengal, and had actually fet out for his government; but the Be- 
gum being unable to bear his abfence, as fhe really loved him, he was 


ordered back again. 


Upon the death of Momtaz Khan the eunuch, Mocurreb Khan pro- 
ceeded to the foobahdary of Agra. Allavirdy Beg, who had deferted the 
fervice of Shahjehan, obtained the title of Motakid Khan; and Ruftam 


Khan was appointed foujdar of Kenoje. 


In the Dekhan, Mehabut Khan carried all before him. Cazy Abdul- 
azeez, Shahjehan’s late ambaflador, being now in the fervice of Mehav'it 


Khan, was fent to Adil Khan, who with his confederates had {ibmitted 
to

to the cnnquerors. Amber fent Aly Sheer to Mehabut Khan, with a let- A.H.1033. 


ter cot ched in the moft abject terms, defiring permiffion to pay his re- 
{fpects, and to place his fon in the imperial fervice. Cazy Abdulazeez 
wrote to Mehabut Khan, that Adil Khan, as a farther proof of attach- 
ment, had appointed Moulla Mohammed Lahooree to ferve under him, 
with five thoufand cavalry. The country about Malwah was yet hardly 
paffable for the artillery; however, in order to fatisfy the impatience of the 


Emperor, who had written repeated orders to that effect, Mehabut Khan fent 


on Purveiz, whilft he remained himfelf a few days behind at Burhanpoor, 
for the arrival of Moulla Mohammed and his detachment. Lufhker 
Khan, Jadoun Roy, Oudyjyram, and fome other muníebdars, were can- 
toned at Zuffernagur, for the defence of Ballahghaut; other garrifons 
were diftributed throughout the Dekhan; and Rezawee Khan was fta- 
tioned in Khandeis. 


Wuen Ibrahim Khan fhut himfelf up in the new fort of Raj Mahl, 
Shahjehan took poffeffion of the old one. He then blockaded the new 
fort, and Roomee Khan, the commandant of his artillery, was employed 
in carrying on a mine, whilft a brifk cannonade was maintained on both 
fides. By means of the nowareh, Ahmed Khan threw himfelf into the 
fort, and raifed the fpirits of the befieged. Shortly after, Shahjehan de- 
tached Derya Khan to attack the camp on the oppofite fide of the river 
Ibrahim Khan <:.larmed thereat, embarked on the nowareh with Ahmed 
Beg to engage him on the river; but proving too late to prevent his gain- 
Ing the oppofite bank, Ibrahim Khan continued in the boats to hinder any 
reinforcement being fent to the enemy. A battle was fowght on the 
eaftern banks of the Ganges, between Derya Khan and the Bengal troops, 
headed by Ahmed Beg, when the latter being routed retreated to Ibrahim 
Khan, who {ent to the fort for fuccour. Shahjehan having no boats, 
was unable to fend any affiftance to Derya Khan, till the Telyah 
Rajah fupplied hrs want. Through his wanagement one thoufand five 
hundred cavalry, under the command of Abdullah Khan, were tranfport- 
ed over theriver a few miles above Raj Mahl, and joined Derya Khan. 
Ibrahim lihan now arrived in his camp, and came immediately to 

action.

action. He formed his troops into three divifions, commanded by Syed 
Nourullah, Ahmed Beg, and himfelf. The conflict was for fone time 
violent on both fides. At length Nourullah was overpowered and fled 
with his divifion, The enemy then fell upon Ahmed Beg, who made a gal- 
lant refiftance and received feveral* wounds. Ibrahim Khan fupported 
him for fome time; but there remaining no hopes of turning the fate 
of the day, his officers entreated him to retire, reprefenting the rafhnefs 
of expofing himfelf to inevitable deftruction: but the gallant veteran 
{corned to fly, and faid he now defired nothing more than to die in the 
performance of his duty to his fovereign: being furrounded and killed, 
Abdullah Khan cut off his head and fent it to Shahjehan. The befieged 
were now greatly difheartened, and Roomee Khan having fet fire to the 
mine, effected a breach in the wall of forty yards, and the fort was ftorm- 
edimmediately. Many of the befieged, from the dread of the unrelenting 
fury of the affailants, plunged themfelves headlong into the river, and 
the greateft part perifhed ; numbers fell by the fword, and a few obtained 
quarter. Meeruck Jelayer, one of the principal men of Bengal, was 
taken prifoner. The lofs on the part of the beficgers was very inconfi- 
derable. Ahmed Beg fled to Dacca the capital of Bengal, where Jbrahim 
Khan had depofited his treafure, and left his family. When Shahjehan 
arrived at Dacca, Ahmed Beg and his party made their fubmiffions, and 
were favourably received by the conqueror. Here were found twenty-five 
lacks of rupees belonging to Ibrahim Khan, and five la ks, the property 
of Meeruck Jelayer and others; five hundred elephants, four hundred 
horfes, with cloths, and Aggur wood of immenfe value. The artillery 
and nowareh were all taken. Shahjehan beftowed the following largeffes 
amongft his officers: to Abdullah Khan three lacks of rupees, to Rajah 
Bheem two lacks, to Darab Khan and Derya Khan one lack each, to Vizier 
Khan and Shujahut Khan fifty thoufand rupees each; and a lack of rupees 
was fet apart to be equally divided between Mohammed Tuckee and By- 
ram Beg, who were abfent. 








Daras Kuan, the fon rf the Khankhanan, had remained’in€uftody to 
this time; but Shahjehan how placed fuch entire reliance po. him, that 
he 





he aprointed him foobahdar of Bengal. He pledged his faith in the A.H.ro33. 


moft .olemn form; and for the more perfect fatisfaétion of Shahjehan, 
gave him as hoftages his wife and daughter, and a fon of Shahnowaz 
Khan his brother, 





Rajan BHEEM, fon of the Ranna, who had always faithfully adhered 
to the fortune of Shahjehan, was fent to Patna, whither Shahjehan fol- 
lowed in a few days. In the foobah of Bahar, where lay moft of Pur- 
veiz’s jageers, Mekhlefs Khan was dewan, and Allyar Khan foujdar. 
They never thought of putting the fort of Patnainto a ftate of defence; 
but upon the approach of Rajah Bheem, fled to Allahabad; fo that tke 
Rajah obtained poffeffion of the foobah of Bahar without ftriking a blow. 
A few days after Shahjehan arrived at Patna, where many of Purveiz’s 
officers joined him, Syed Mobarick, killadar of Rhotafs, delivered up 
that important fortrefs ; the zemindars of Jowneah and other neighbouring 
places came alfo with their peifhkufh. Byram Beg was recalled from 
Burdwan, and made foobahdar of Bahar. Abdullah Khan and Rajah 
Bheem proceeded to Allahabad. Derya Khan, with another detachment, 
was {ent towards Manickpoor, and Shahjehan followed fhortly after. 
When Abdullah Khan arrived at Chowfa ferry, Jehangir Kuly Khan, g0- 
vernor of Jownpoor, fled to Mirza Ruftam at Allahabad. Abdullah Khan 
followed him and encamped at Jhewfee, directly oppofite to Allahabad. 
Derya Khan encamped at Manickpoor, on the banks of the Ganges, whilft 
Rajah Bheem advanced within four cofe of Allahabad. Shahjehan took 
poffeffion of Jownpoo. Abdullah Khan croffed the river to befiege the 
fort of Allahabad, and Mirza Ruftam prepared for a vigorous defence. 


We have already mentioned that Amber had made the moft abjeét con- 
céfhons to Mehabut Khan, in hopes of being entrufted with the fupreme 
management in the Dekhan, when he might employ the imperial arms, 
to the extermination of Adil Khan, and the eftablifhment of his own 
power Adil Khan entertained the fame views againft Amber, and was 
more for*unate in his negociations. Mehabut Khan having now openly 
united hi; interet to tha of Adil Khan, Moulla Mohammed Lahoorce 
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A.H.1033. Was apprehenfive of danger in paffing through the territory of Amber, in 
D.1624. 
a~~ order to join Mehabut Khan with the promifed reinforcement of troops; 


wherefore a force fufficient for his protection was ordered to efcort him 
from Ballahghaut to Burhanpoor. Amber alarmed at this junction, fled 
with Nizam ul Mulk, from Kherkee to Kandahar, a frontier town of 
‘Golcondah ; leaving his family in Dowletabad. They gave out that they 
were only going to Koteb ul Mulk, to receive a fum of money due from 
him for his quota of the expences of the war. Mehabut Khan directed 
that Moulla Mohammed, with Sirbullund Khan, fhould garrifon Burhan- 
poor; and that Ameeneddeen, the fon of the former, fhould accompany 
Purveiz with a thoufand cavalry. When affairs were thus fettled in the 
Dekhan, they began their march for Bengal. Being fufpicious of the 
Khankhanan, his tent was always pitched near Purveiz’s quarters, and 
a ftrict watch kept over all his actions. When Purveiz and Mehabut 
Khan approached Allahabad, Abdullah Khan, on account of the fmall- 
nefs of his force, being obliged to raife the fiege, returned to his camp 
at Jhewfee, from whence, accompanied by Derya Khan and Rajah Bheem, 
he marched towards Jownpoor. Shahjehan croffed the river at Benaris, 
and fhortly after was joined by Abdullah Khan and the two other gene- 
rals. To provide againft accidents, Shahjehan fent his family to Rhotafs, 
Rajah Bheem urged Shahjehan to come to a general engagement immedi- 
ately, infifting that a refolute attack would enfure him a decifive victory ; 
but Abdullah Khan eppofed this rafh counfel. He exc'aimed againft the 
folly of imagining that ten thoufand men, many of whom were raw and 
undifciplined, fhould be able to combat with fuccei. againft forty thoufand 
of the beft troops of the empire, headed bya general of ifummate abili- 
ties, long experience, and undaunted valour. He reccmmended to hin. 
to avoid the imperial army, and proceed with all poffible expedition 
through Owdh to Dehly, and again when the enemy approached that city, 
to retreat to the Dekhan; for that thus by keeping them in continual mo- 
tion, they would be fo harrafled, being encumbered with heavy baggage, 
that they would probably conclude a peace with him upon his own terms; 
or if they fhould perfift in continuing the war, he would then be in a bet- 
ter condition to refit them., The ardour 1 Shahjehan inclines him to 

follow 
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follow the advice of Rajah Bheem, fo that the prudent counfel of Ab- A.H.1033. 


dullali Khan made no impreffion upon his mind. Before the proper difpo- 
fition could be made for an engagement, the armyof Mehabut Khan came 
in fight. Roomce Khan, with the artillery, was advanced at {fome diftance 
from the army, and being furrounded by the enemy, was obliged to fur- 
render, without having done the {mallet execution, although he had dif- 
charged above a thoufand balls. The whole weight of the attack 
fell upon Derya Khan’s divifion, which was foon overpowered and totally 
routed. Rajah Bheem, in defpair, flung himfelf into the midft of the 
enemy, and was cut to pieces. The day was now irrecoverably loft—yet 
Shahjehan undifmayed, wanted to make another affault; but Abdullah 
Khan boldly oppofed this unavailing temerity, and feizing the bridle of 
his horfe, obliged him to retreat with the fcattered remains of his army. 
All the baggage fell into the hands of the enemy, who fatisfied with their 
fuccefs, did not attempt to purfue the victory any farther. Shahjehan by 
forced marches reached Rhotafs, where he remained three days, during 
which time Sultan Morad Bukhth was born there. From hence Shahjehan 
fent ar. account of his defeat to Darab Khan, and dire¢ted him to haften 
to Ghurree. But this ungrateful and perfidious man, forgetting the fa- 
vours he had received from his prince, and regardlefs of his plighted 
faith, looked only to his immediate intereft, and wrote word to Shahje- 
han, that the zemindars having rifen, held him prifoner, fo that it 
was impofhible for him to repair tothe appointed rendezvous. The affairs 
of Shahjehan beuig totally ru‘ned by his late defeat, and the defection of 
Darab Khan, he ftaid- ythree days at Rhotafs, after which he fet out for 
the Dekhan, thro gh Bengal and Cutteck, leaving behind Abdullah Khan 
with the new born prince. The nephew of Darab Khan, who had been 
given as an hoftage for his fidelity, was now put to death, in revenge for 
his tncle’s treachery. 





TRANSACT10qS at court.—Whilft the emperor was at Cafhmeer, Kha- 
nehzad Khan, fon of Mehabut Khan, gained a confiderable victory over the 
Uzbecks, in Cabul. Afzul Khan, whom Shahjehan had left at Bejapoor, 
now joined Jehanjir, and was cceivedirte his fervice with diftinguithed 
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A.H.1033. marks of favour. In the winter Jehangir returned to Lahoor, where 


he received intelligence of the defeat of Shahjehan; on which occafion 
the munfeb of Mehabut Khan was raifed to feven thoufand zat 
and feven thoufand cavalry of two and three horfes, with the Toman 
Towch. 


In the Dekhan, Amber received from Koteb ul Mulk the money due, 
and they renewed their confederacy with an oath. They then marched 
with a large force againft Adil Khan, who being unprepared for fuch an 
attack, was obliged to fhut himfelf up in Beejapoor, and then fent advice 
of his fituation to Mehabut Khan, who wrote orders to all the munfebdars 
in the Dekhan to march to his relief. On their approach, Amber railed 
the fiege, and retreated to his own country, where he was purfued by 
Moulla Mohammed, but who aéted with fuch want of caution, that 
Amber furprized his camp, put him to death, and took a great number of 
prifoners, of whom were twenty-five principal officers belonging to Adil 
Khan; and alfo Fereed Khan, whom he immediately ordered to be put to 
death. Of the imperial munfebdars taken prifoners were Lufhker Khan, 
Mirza Manucheher, and Akeedut Khan. Amber fent the prifoners in 
chains to Dowletabad. Khenjir Khan fled to Ahmednagur, and put it in 
a pofture of defence. Amber foon after appeared before the place, but 
his cannon being too fmall to have any effect upon the fortifications, he 
turned the fiege into a blockade. He then befieged Adil Khan in Becja- 
poor, and pofteffed himfelf of the whole territory of Ballaghaut. He 
likewife invefted the fort of Shoolapoor, we tm: ad ever been a fubject 
of contention between Adil Khan and Nizam ul Mulk, and the large gun 
called Mulkmydan being brought from Dowletabad, a preach was effected 
and the place taken by ftorm. He then fent Yacoob Khan, a coffree, with 
a large force againft Burlianpoor. 





In Bengal, the zemindars delivered up Durab Khan to the Emperor, 
who was fo enraged at the duplicity of his conduct, that he ordered Me- 
habut Khan to fend him his head, and which command was accordingly 
obeyed. Khanehzad Khan was now appoim d foobahdar of Bengal. 

Abdul- 





Abdulraheem the late Khankhanan was ordered to court. Makhlifs Khan 


was jAow fent from Lahoor, to haften the march of Purveiz againft 
Shahjehan. 








Wuen Shabjehan returned to the Dekhan, Amber fent him the flrong- 
eft affurances of obedience and fupport, and entreated him to haften to 
Burhanpoor, which was ftill befieged by Yacoob Khan, who had orders to 
furrender to him all the territory of Ballaghaut. Shahjehan encamped 
at Loll Baugh. Rowrutten and the imperial garrifon in Burhanpoor, 
continuing to defend the place with valour and fkill, Shahjehan ordered 
two aflaults to be made on different places, at the fame time, one headed by 
Abdullah Khan, and the other by Shah Kuly Khan. Abdullah Khan 
met with fuch a gallant refiftance, that he could effect nothing; but Shah 
Kuly Khan got into the fore, feized the citadel, and fhut the gates; how- 
ever, for want of fupport, he was at length obliged to capitulate. 
Shahjehan ordered another ftorm, but it did not fucceed: many gallant 
officers and foldiers perifhed in thefe attempts. The befieged then made a 
fally; but were driven back with confiderable lofs, and amongft their flain 
were feveral Rajpoot chiefs, dependants of Rowrutten. Purveiz now ap- 
peared on the banks of the Nerbudda, when Shahjehan raifed the fiege 
and retreated to Ballaghaut. Abdullah Khan being feized with a reli- 
gious frenzy, left the fervice of Shahjehan and fettled at Indore, to follow 


his devotions. At the fame time Nuffaree Khan, another of his officers, 
deferted to Nizam ul Mulk. 


Kuan Azem died about uus time at Ahmedabad. His father was a 
native of Ghuzneen, and his mother fuckled the Emperor Akber. Je- 
hangir was very fond of him, and took every opportunity of advancing 
bis fortune. He was a great hiftorian, an elegant writer, and a good 
pot: kis body was brought to Dehly, and interred in the cemetery of 
Sheikh Nizamecdeen Aulia. Upon the ueath of Khan Azem, the foo- 
bahdary of Gujerat was conferred upon Khanjehan Khan; and Dawer 
Briehth, the fon of Sulta: Khufro, was ordered to court. 
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Tue Emperor returned to Cafhmeer in the middle of May. Sheriar 
was then appointed foobahdar of Tatah. The emincnt fervices of Sir- 
bullund Roy were rewarded with a munfeb of five thoufand zat, and five 
thoufand cavalry, and the title of Ramraj, the higheft honorary diftinc- 
tion known inthe Dekhan. 


Soon after Shahjchan retreated from Ballaghaut to Burhanpoor, he was 
feized with a violent fit of ficknefs, and feeling ftrong compunéctions for 
having rebelled againft his father, determined to fue to him for pardon. 
He accordingly fent a letter to the Emperor, imploring forgivenefs 
for his undutiful behaviour. Jehangir wrote an an{wer with his own hand, 
telling him that if he would fend to court his fons, Dara Shekouh, and 
Aurungzebe, and furrender the fortreffes of Rhotafs and Affeer, he would 
erant him a full pardon, with the whole of the Dekhan for his jageer. 
Shahjehan went out to meet the Emperor’s meflenger, received the letter 
with the greateft refpect, placed it upon his forehead, and proftrated him- 
felf upon the ground. He readily acquiefced in all the articles ftipulated 
by his father; the forts were delivered up, and his fons fent to the 
Emperor with a peifhkufh valued at ten lacks of rupees. 





At the fame time, the late Khankhanan arrived at court. When he came 
into the Emperor’s prefence, he proftrated himfelf upon the ground, and 
was fo abafhed, as to be unable to raife his head, till Jehangir mildly told 
him, that whatever had happened was not to be afcribed to his own will, 
but to the infcrutable decrees of Heaven. ordered the officers 
to admit him to his ufual ftation within the tating. 


Some time before this the Emperor, at the inftigation of the Begum 
and her brother Afof Khan, had difpatched Fidaiy Khan to Purveiz, di 
recting him to fend Mehabut Khan into Bengal, and to take into his fer- 
vice Khanjehan Khan from Gujcrat. Fidaiy Khan now wrote to the Em- 
peror, that he had fignified his commands to Purveiz at Serengpoor ; but 
that he would neither confent to part with Mefybut Khan, nor agree *o 
receive Khanjehan Khan: that feeing no tenel.t to be expected from a - 
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companying the prince on his march, he had remained at Serengpoor, and A.Tl.1034. 


written to Khanjehan to join him as foon as poffible. The Emperor now 
wrote in a very angry tone to Purveiz, infifting upon an implicit obedi- 
ence to his former commands, refpecting himfelf; and adding, that if 
Mehabut Khan did not choofe to go to Bengal, he muft repair to court 
unattended, whilft Purveiz remained with the army at Burhanpoor. The 
pretences for ordering Mehabut Khan to court were, that he had not ac- 
counted for large fums forfeited to government, by the difmiffion of ja- 
geerdars ; and that morcover he had not fent tothe Emperor the elephants 
taken in Bengal and Bahar. Arebduft Ghier was fent to receive his ac- 
counts, if he chofe that mode of fettlement in preference to rendering 
them in perfon to the dewans. Purveiz confented to receive Khanjehan ; 
and Mehabut Khan difpatched Arebduft Ghier to the Emperor, with 
the elephants, promifing to follow himfelf. 


Tue Emperor arrived at Lahoor on the z3othof Mohurrem, or 21ft A1035. 





October, 1625. Abdulraheem was reftored to the title of Khankhanan, 
received a donation of a lack of rupees, with a jageer in Kinoye. Afzul 
Khan was appointed dewan of the Dekhan. Mirza Dekhanee obtained the 
title of Shahnowaz Khan, 


KuoJen Birkorpar having married the daughter of Mehabut Khan 
unknown to his Majefty, upon the difcovery thereof, was ordered to the 
prefence, where he was beaten, and then committed to prifon. 





the head of the rebel Ahdad, which was ordered to be placed over the 
principal gate of Lahoor. The 23d of Jemady ul Sany, or 11th March, 
162€, he encamped on the banks of the Behut. The Perfian ambaflador 
here took his leave, and received for himfelf, a khelut, a khenjer inlaid 
with precious ftcaes, and thirty thoufand upees. Along with an anfwer 
to the letter of Shah Abbafs, was fent a goorj, or mace, inlaid with dia- 
mois, ana a belt values together at a lack of rupees,

On the banki o; the s~uv, the Emperor received from: Zuffer Khan 4.H.rozs. 
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Asof Kuan had flattered himfelf, that by ordering Mehabut Khan to 
court, his ruin would eafily be compaffed ; but affairs took quite a dif- 
ferent turn from what had been expected. He was attended by five thou- 
fand Rajpoot cavalry, refolutely determined to defend him againft the at- 
tacks of his enemies. Although Afof Khan had been apprized of the 
manner in which Mehabut Khan was coming, yet he had made no pre- 
parations to refift him, blindly confiding in his own ftrength. When Je- 
hangir was informed of the approach of Mehabut Khan, he fent him 
word, that until he had fettled his accounts with the dewans, and had 
fatisfied all complaints, h: muft not make his appearance at court. The 
elephants were fent to the royal feelkhaneh; and it was ordered, that what- 
ever Mchabut Khan had given as a marriage portion with his daughter, to 
Khojeh Birkordar, fhould be forfeited to the royal exchequer. Fidaiy 
K hzi was fent to receive the money. As foon as Mehabut Khan arrived 
on the banks of the Behut, Afof Khan, regardlefs of the Emperor’s fate- 
ty, crofied the river with all the troops, his own effects and family, the 
royal treafure, and the kourkhaneh ; Motamid Khan, and the Meer Toozeh 
being the only officers that remained that night with Jehangir. Mehabut 
Khan, convinced that his deftruction was fully intended, formed one of the 
boldeft defigns ever carried into execution, which was to avail himflelf 
of the prefent fortunate conjuncture, and feize the Emperor. Accord- 
ingly the next morning he detached two thoufand of his Rajpoots to 
burn the bridge, and oppofe any attempt of oppofition from that quarter; 
then, at the head of the remainder of his trcons, he repaired to the royal 
encampment. He advanced with only tw ed men armed with 
{words and fpears, and paffed into the haram; rtamid ashan, hearing a 
noife, went out to enquire the occafion of it, and upor dilcovering the in- 
tention of Mehabut Khan, entreated him to wait till he could inform the 
Emperor of his arrival; but he and his party alighted from their horfes 
pufhed forward to the royal pavilion, and broke down the doors of the 
ghoful khaneh. The Emperor came out and got into his palkee, which 
was {landing ready at the door of the ghoful khaneh. Mehabut Khan then 
made the koornifh and zemeen-bofe, and comin clofe tothe palkee, p. 
teited that ue Lad been driven to this violeut ftep, in order to preferve h + 
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own life from the machinations of Afof Khan; that he now threw him- A Hr03«, 
felf at his Majefty’s feet, imploring his royal protection; onlv entreating ~~) 


that if the Emperor thought him deferving of death, he might be exe- 
cuted in his prefence. By this time the tent was furrounded by the whole 
body of Rajpoots. Of his Majefty’s fervants, there were prefent only 
Meer Munfoor, Jewar Khan an eunuch, Firoze Khan, and two or three 
others, with Arebduft Ghier, who had fecretly entered into the intereft of 
Mehabut Khan. The Emperor was fo enraged at the infolence of Meha- 
but Khan, that he twice laid his hand upon his fword, with intention of 
putting him to death, but was both times reftrained by the admonition of 
Meer Munfoor, who told him, in Turkifh, that he ought to conform to 
the prefent circumftances, and leave it to God to inflict a proper punifh- 
ment. The Rajpoots now crowded into the tent, and would fuffer none of 
Jehangir’s fervants to remain with him. Mehabut Khan then defired Je- 
hangir to go abroad, where he would attend him, that the people might 
not entertain any fufpicions of violence, but fuppofe that he was acting 
by the Emperor’s orders. He offered his horfe, which Jehangir difdained 
to mount, and defired to have one of his own, which was accordingly or- 
dered. His Majefty afked leave to go into the haram to change his clothes, 
but was refufed, and only allowed to wait till his horfe was brought from 
the ftable. After proceeding on horfeback for the diftance of about two 
arrows fhot, the Emperor was obliged to alight from his horfe, and mount 
Mehabut Khan’s elephant, with a Rajpoot feated before, and two others 
behind the howdah. Mocurzeb Khan now joining them, was permitted 
alfo to mount the elepha ¿ nst till after he had received a wound from 
one of the Rajypoots. ut Pereft, Jchangir’s cup-bearer, fcrambled 
up too with a bottle und glafs, and was crowded into the howdah with the 
Emperor. A fhort time after, Gudjhuft Khan, darogah of the feelkha- 
reh, brought to the Emperor a female elephant, himfelf being mounted 
on the neck of the animal, and his fon placed behind the howdah. Me- 
habut Khan fufpecting that he would at.empt to carry off the Emperor, 
ordered him and his fon to be immediately put to death. Jehangir now 
arrived at Mehabut Khans tent, where he was guarded by the fons of the 
roel. Mehabut Khan, upon reflection, found he had done wrong in hav- 
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A-H.1o34. ing neglected to feize Nourjehan Begum, and therefore obliged) the 
"Emperor to remount the elephant, and return to the royal encampment, 
to rectify the miftake. But the Begum had eluded the purfuit, by croff- 
ing the river and joining her brother, Afof Khan. This difappointment 
greatly difconcerting Mehabut Khan, he next repaired to the tent of 
Sheriar, and finding that he had alfo efcaped, cruelly put to death Chek- 
jee, the grandfon of Shujahut Khan, who was along with the Emperor. 


NOURJEHAX BecuM, immediately on her arrival at Afof Khan’s camp, 
f{un:moned a council of the principal officers of the army, upbraided them 
with cowardice and difloyalty, in deferting their prince in fo fhameful 
a manner; and to.d them they had no way of retrieving their honour, but 
by croffing the river with her next morning, firmly refolved to refcue him 
from the hands of the rebels. The Emperor hearingof this refolution was 
alarmed for his life; and in order to diffuade her and her brother from an 
enterprize which expofed him to fuch danger whilft he remained in the 
hands of the enemy, fent to her Meer Munfoor with his fignet. Afof Khan, 
however, fufpected the whole to be the contrivance of Mehabut Khan, 
who, he thought, had compelled the Emperor to fend the ring; and he, 
therefore, perfifted in the refolution of croffing the river in the morning. 


Tue ardour and loyalty of Fidaiy Khan would not fuffer him to reft 
whilft the Emperor was a prifoner; and therefore, during the night, he 
collected together a {mall body of horfe and led them to his relief. Find- 
ing the bridge deftroyed, they plunged into he river. The ftream was fo 
rapid that fix men with their horfes were ¢ 7% sed, ana of the reft only 
Fidaiy Khan and fix others were able to gain the o pofite fhore. They 
proceeded to the camp, but finding themfelves difcove ed, were obliged 
to retreat; and after killing four or five of the enemy, recicffed the rive 


iste next morning Afof Khan and Nourjehan Begum attempted to ford 

tbe river at the head of their troops, but were repelled with the lofs of 

many men: and Afof Khan fled to his jageer in Attock with his “n 

Abutaleb,. ..c-gabout three hundred cavalry. The infant daughter >f 
Sheri. 
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Sheriar, who was feated in the howdah with the Begum her grandmother, A.H.1035. 
was wounded in the arm with an arrow. Whilft the main body was thus spent 
totally routed, Fidaiy Khan and his divifion had-gained the oppofite 

bank, and driving all before them, repaired to Sheriar’s tent, which was 
guarded by a party of Rajpoots. A violent conflict enfued, and fome 

of Fidaiy Khan’s arrows fell near the throne whereon the Emperor was 

feated, with Mukhlifs Khan ftanding by his fide. Of Fidaiy’s party were 

flain Syed Mozuffer, and Attaullah his relations, and his own horfe receiv- 

ed four wounds. Finding it impoffible to effect any thing, he retreated 

to Rhotafs, where he arrived the next day. 


Tue Begum now fell into the hands of Mehabut Khan, but was well 
received by him, and from this time he treated the Emperor with all the 
pageantry of royalty; whilft himfelf, in the capacity of prime minifter, 
made every difpofition according to his own pleafure. Khojeh Abulhaf- 
fan, Eradut Khan, and Motamed Khan having {worn friendfhip to Meha- 
but Khan, were allowed to join the Emperor. 


BysaNKER, the fon of Mehabut Khan, was fent to befiege Afof Khan 
in the fort of Attock, who furrendered upon his life being affured him. 
The Emperor croffed the river Attock, and Mehabut Khan went himfelf 
to the fort, where he made prifoners Afof Khan and his fon Abutaleb, 
with Kuleeb the fonof Meermeeran. He put to death Abdulkalek, one of 
Afof Khan’s intimate friends; and atthe fame time was executed Moham- 
med Tuckee, who had bec! trken prifoner at the fiege of Burhanpoor. 
Moulla Mohammed Ta anze, who had been Afof Khan’s tutor, was put 
in chains, which ne being properly fecured, fell off after a little motion: 


this Mehabut }.han attributed to magic, and had him executed for 
practifing tht art. 


At Jilalabad, fome people of the neighbouring country paid their ref- 
pects to the Emperor. The author of the Mafir Jehangiry favs, that the 
re) gion of thefe people has a great affinity with that followed in ‘Tibbet. 
They worfhip the unage of a man made of gold or ftone ‘They marry

only one wife, unlefs fhe proves barren, or is difagreeable to her hufband. 
If they want to vifit a next neighbour, they go over the roof of the houfe. 
Their city has only one gate. They refufe no kind of food, excepting 
pork, fowl, and fifh; eating the latter, chey fay, occafions blindnefs. They 
do not roaft, but ftew their meat. When any one dies, they put him on 
clean clothes, and bury him with a bottle of wine andacup. The fol- 
lowing is their form of oath: they lay upon the fire the head of a deer or 
goat, and when itis fufficiently burnt, hang it to the bough of a tree, 
where it is left; and they believe that whotoever violates this oath, will 
fuffer fome great misfortune. If a father takes a fancy to his fon’s wife, 
the latter refigns her without murmuring. His Majefty afked them, what 
things would pleafe them beft, of all the productions of Hindoftan? They 
faid a horfe, a fword, fome money, and a complete fuit of f{carlet; all of 
which were given them. 


lHis Majefty now appointed Saduck Khan foobahdar of Lahoor; and 
he was ordered to punifh Jugget Singh, fon of Rajah Baffloo, for having 
retired to his jageer in the northern mountains. Jehangir hunted all the 
way to Cabul. He entered the city on an elephant; and money was flung 
smongft the populace, as he paffed through the bazars, to the garden of 
Shere Ara. A few days after he vifited the tomb of Baber, and other 
neighbouring fhrines. 


Tne unreftrained licentioufnefs of Mehabut Khan’s Rajpoots occafion- 
ed commotions amongft the country people, ‘nd alfo in the camp. A par- 
ty of thefe men went to one of the royal nete ~ feats, where the toils 
were fpread, and fome of the Ahdyans who were on ;1ard there refufing 
to let them enter, were feized by them and put to death. Some of their 
fellow Ahdyans, with the relations of the murdered men, complained of 
this outrage to the Emperor, who defired them to poirt out the offenders, 
that they might be brought to trial ‘They departed greatly diffatisfied with 
this delay, and the next morning a large body of them atracked the Raj- 
poots and killed between eight and nine hundred, amongft whom were ft.-2 
of Mehabi+ “*?n’s beft friends. Intelligence was breught him of th 
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difturbance, but not daring to appear during the tumult, he concealed A-H.1035.

himfelf in the royal pavilion: however, through the interpofition of the ang 


Emperor the riot in the camp was quelled without any farther bloodfhed. 
In the country near five hundred Rajpoots were feized, and carried beyond 
the mountains of Hindookufh, where they were fold for flaves. Budy 
ul Zeman and Khojeh Coffim were accufed before the Emperor of having 
excited the tumult; and their defence not being fatisfactory to Mehabut 
Khan, he confifcated all their effceéts, and threw them into prifon. 


AsoutT this time died in the Dekhan, Amber, the famous Abyffinian 
general of Nizam ul Mulk. He was a gallant and experienced foldier, 
and poffeffed proper abilities for managing the turbulent fpirits with whom 
he had to deal. 


As the Khankhanan was repairing to his jageer, at Kenoje, Mchabut 
Khan fent orders to Syed Behweh, foobahdar of Dehly, to feize and fend 
him to court. He alfo fent orders to Mozuffer Khan, foobahdar of Agra, 
to keep a watch over Dara Shekouh, and Aurungzebe, who were advanced 
thus far on their way to the Emperor. 





Wuewn Shahjehan received intelligence of the rebellion of Mchabut 
Khan, he marched immediately to the reliet of his father, through the 
país of Naffick Terumbuk, with only a thoufand cavalry, hoping to aug- 
ment his force on the road. When he arrived at Aymeer, Rajah Kifhen 
Sirgh, who commanded five hurdred of his cavalry, died, and all his 
men difperfed; fo that Shahieaan had now only half the number, with 
which he fet out. R duced to this extremity he refolved to proceed to 
Tatah, where he * romifed himfelf he fhould be able to raife a confidera- 
ble force, He „arched from Ajmeer to Nagore, from thence to the bor- 
ders <1 juwuypoor, and then to Jeflelmeer; the fame route that Hemayun 
purfued during t) ~ rebellion of Shere Sheh the Afghan. 


In the n::ddle of May, the Emperor fet out from Cabul for Lahoor ; 
an. on his march received intelligence that Purveiz wa ngeroudly 
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A.H.1035. il] of am epilepfy, occafioned by exccffive drinking. Dara Shekouh, and

wv Aurungzebe now joined their grandfather, and were received with great 


affection. 


A WOMAN, at Agra, who before had three girls at a birth, was now 
delivered of a fon and three daughters. 


Mexwasut Kuan thinking that his power was now fully eftablifhed, 
became vain and infolent, treating the omrahs with fuch contempt, as 
filled them with anger and difguft. The Emperor fhewed fuch a pliancy to 
his will, that he perfuaded himfelf he had really gained his confidence ; 
and in order to increafe this opinion, Jehangir pretended to communicate 
to Mehabut Khan every defign that was formed againft him; one time ad- 
vifing him to be upon his guard againft the Begum, who was plotting his 
deftruction; and again, that the daughter of the Iate Shahnowaz Khan, 
wife of Abutaleb, threatened to fhoot him with a matchlock, when- 
ever fhe could find an opportunity. By this courfe Mehabut Khan was 
lulled into a fatal fecurity, perfuading himfelf that whilft the Emperor 
was fo much his friend, he had need to be under no apprehenfion of any 
plot being fuffered to take effect. 


Tue Begum was induftrious in improving every opportunity againft 
him. She fomented the diffatisfaétion of the omrahs; animated them to 
revenge, and ftimulated them to retrieve their credit by delivering the 
Emperor from his captivity. A ftorm vas now ready to fall, unperceiv- 
ed by Mehabut Khan; and even if he had di{---ered the danger, he was 
unable to ward off the blow; for the Rajpoots, his hief fupport, were fo 
much decreafed in number, as to be no longer forn idable. Hofhyar 
Khan, one of the Begum’s eunuchs, had raifed two thoufind cavalry in 
Cabul, and when they were within a day’s march of P hotafs, the Emperor 
fuddenly ordered all his troops under arms on preteice of a review. 
When they were drawn up, Jehangir fent to apprize Mchabut Khan that 
the Begum was going to exhibit her new raifed cavalry, and fo. ‘ear 
fhe mip’. <<": that opportunity to quarrel, advifed kim not to fuffer vis 
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Rajpouts to appear, and alfo to keep himfelf fecure at home. Mehabut A.H.1o3g. 
Khan followed the advice of Jehangir, and did not ftir abroad that day. pe 
Early next morning, when the new cavalry arrived, and with the other 

troops were drawn up before the royal pavilion, Jehangir fent orders to 
Mehabut Khan to remove to fome diftance. Although he was not now 

at a lofs to comprehend the actual ftate of affairs, yet not having the 

power to refift, he thought it fafeft to obey, and marched off with fuch 
expedition, that notwithftanding he was fhortly after purfued by the whole 
mpcrial army, he croffed the Behut without moleftation. The two armies 
encamped on the oppofite fides, and it is remarkable that Jehangir both 

loft and regained his liberty on the banks of this river. Afzul Khan was 

fent to Mehabut Khan with orders to go and attack Shahjehan at Tatah, 

and to deliver up Afof Khan, and the other prifoners; with a threat thar 

if he made any delay in the execution of this laft requifition, a force 

fhould be fent fufficient to compel him. He immediately delivered up to 

Afzul Khan the two fons of Sultan Daniel, but at firft refufed to releafe 

Afof Khan. However he at laft fet him at liberty, upon {wearing not to 

moleft him, and confenting that his fon Abutaleb fhould remain as an 
hoftage a tew days longer. Mehabut Khan, after proceeding fome marches 
towards Tatah, fetat liberty Abutaleb, together with Budy ul Zeman and 

Khojeh Coffim. 


Tue following arrangements took place on the Emperor’s arrival at 
Lahoor: Afof Khan obtained the foobahdary of Lahoor, and the veka- 
lut, with Abulhaffan for his dewan. Afzul Khan was appointed khanfa- 
man, in the room of Meer Jemlah, who obtained the office of bukhtfhee. 
Mokurrem Khan w.s removed from Coach Bahar to the foobahdary of 
Bengal; and KFanehzad Khan was ordered to court. A few months after, 
Moliurrem © “an going in a boat to meet the Emperor’s firmaun, was loft 
in a {qualtof wind, Intelligence now arrived, that Mehabut Khan hav- 
ing quitted the .oad to Tatah, had entered Hindoftan; and that at Shaha- 
bad in Bahar, Sefder Khan had feized twenty lacks of rupees that were 
ec.ng from Bengal to Mchabut Khan. Sefder Khan was ordered to fend 
ihe money to Aera, and goin purfuitof Mehabut Khan 2n the Khan- 

khanan, 
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A.H.103s. khanan, who had now a jageer in the foobah of Ajmeer, was ordered to

On the 7th of Sefer, or 18th October, 1626, Sultan Purveiz died at 
Burhanpoor, in the 38th year of his age. His body was carried to Agra, 
and buried in a garden of his own. The Khankhanan was ordered to fend 
his children and family to court. 





ABUTALEB, the fon of Afof Khan, obtained the title of Shayiftah 
Khan, Mirza Ruftam Seffevy was appointed foobahdar of Bahar. 


WE left Shahjehan on his way to Tatah, where he arrived with only five 
hundred cavalry, and fo difpirited, that he entertained thoughts of going 
to Perfia, having formerly held a correfpondence with Shah Abbafs. The 
fort of Tatah was defended by Shereef ul Mulk, with three thoufand ca- 
valry and two thoufand infantry: he made a fally and was driven back, upon 
which Shahjehan attempted to torm the place, but proved unfuccefsful. 
He now fell fick, which event, with other circumftances, made him lay 
afide all thoughts of going to Perfias He heard that Purveiz’s life was 
defpaired of; and Nourjehan Begum ient him intelligence of the retreat 
of Mehabut Khan, and advifed him to repair to the Dekhan, to be ready 
to defend himfelf againft any attacks. He now took tohis palkee, being 
unable to ride on horfeback. When he arrived at Gujerat, he received in- 
telligence of the deatit of Purveiz, which made him haften to the De- 
khan, by the fame route that Sultan Mohammed Ghuzneevy marched to 
the conqueft of Sumnaut. He croffed the Nerbudda, about twenty cofe 
from Ahmedabad, at Champaneer ferry, and paffing ver the hills of Jee- 
racy, belonging to the Rajah of Baglana, proceeded to Nafiick Teerum- 
buck, where he had left fome of his people, and there cot being any 
houfe at that place, he went on alittle farther to Khyber. 





Imam Kury Kuan, king of Turan, no fooner heard of Jehangir’s un- 
kindnefs towards Shahjehan, and of the rebellion of the latter, than he 
fent Abdulraheen , a man univerfally renowned for his virtue and fanctity, 

to 
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to act as a mediator between the father and fon. The Empcror was ax.1036. 
highly gratified with this embafly, and fent fome Omrahs beyond the bor- (oy 


ders of Cabul to meet Abdulraheem; and when he approached that city, 
Zuffer Khan the foobahdar went. out aad received him with the utmoft 
refpect. Before he reached Lahoor, Moufavee Khan brought him 
a rich drefs which the Emperor had worne himfelf, with a khenjir 
inlaid with precious ftones. Near the city of Lahoor he was met by 
Abulhaffan, the dewan, and Eradut Khan, the bukhfhee, who carried 
him directly to Jehangir. He was excufed the ceremontes of the koor- 
nifh and tefleem, and feated near the throne; fifty thoufand rupees were 
ordered for his expences, and the Emperor fent him, from his own table, 
fourteen trays of victuals, with a complete fervice of gold plate, which 
he was defired to keep. 


Axout this time died at Dehly Abdulraheem, the Khankhanan, in the 
feventy-fecond year of hisage. He was one of the greateft noblemen 
of the empire, and had performed many fignal fervices under Akber. He 
was a profound politician, a great general, an eminent {cholar, and a good 
poet. By order of the late Emperor, he tranflated Baber’s Commentaries 
from the Turkifh into the Perfian language: and was alfo well verfed in 
Arabick and Hindovee. 


We have mentioned that Mehabut Khan having quitted the road to 
Tahtah, had entered Hindoftan, and was purfued by a large army. Thus 
driven to defpair, by the Emperr *, he refolved to throw himielf upon the 
mercy of Shahjehan. Fi. sscordingly fent a faithful fervant tc that prince, 
with a letter informiuig him, that upon being affured of a full pardon, he 
would enter into ‘lis fervice. Shahjehan readily embraced his offer, and 
font hima m.u gracious letter, with the impreffion of his hand to increafe 
his confidence: Mehibut Khan, with two thoufand cavalry, taking the 
route of Rajpipleh, and the territory cí Bihrjee, joined Shahjehan at 
Kyber. He prefented a nuzzir of one thoufand mohurs, anda dia- 
mond worth feventy thoufand rupees, with other veluable articles. 
He was honoured with an elephant, a horfe, and a fword nu kheanjir in- 
laid with precious tones. 
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As foon as Jehangir heard that Mehabut Khan had joined Shahjehan, 
he appointed Khanjehan Khan fepahfillar. Khanjehan had frequently 
invited Abdullah Khan to a conference, and when he was at Indore, lead- 
ing a life of retirement and devotion, fent him the moft folemn promifes 
of fafety: relying upon which Abdullah Khan went to Burhanpoor., For 
{ome time Khanjehan treated him with great refpeét, and pretended to 
confult him upon all occafions; but one day when he came attended only by 
a fingle fervant, he was fuddenly feized and thrown into prifon. Khanje- 
han wrote an account thereof to the Emperor, who ordered that Abdullah 
Khan fhould be fent tothe fort of Affeer. But his perfidy met with a juft 
punifhment, for three years after he was killed by the fame Abdullah Khan, 
who fent his head to the Empezor Shahjehan. 





In the beginning of March Jehangir fet out forCafhmeer. He was now 
unable to fupport the fummer heat in Hindoftan, fo that this journey was 
more a matter of neceffity than any of his former ones. He celebrated the 
feftival of the new year on the banks of the Chenab, and the next day pro- 
ceeded on his journey. Upon receiving intelligence of the death of Mo- 
kurrem Khan, foobahdar of Bengal, he appointed Fidaiy Khan to that 
government, who flipulated to remit annually to court five lacks of ru- 
pees for the Emperor, and the like fum for Novrjehan Begum. 


Wuutst the Emperor was at Cafhmeer, he had a violent attack of his 
diforder, which the phyficians apprehended would have been fatal. He, 
however, recovered from immediate danger, but continued for fome time 
to have fuch a fhortnefs of breathing, that he found it painful to be car- 
ried about even in a palkee: his appetite was entirel, gone, and he even 
refufed opium, to which he had been accuftomed abov= forty years. He 
had no inclination for any thing but grape wine. 


SHERIAR was now feized with a diforder called the da-us aleb*, by which 
he loft all his hair, and was in fuch a condition, that the phyficians advifed 
him to go to Lahoor to try the change of air. Dawer Bukhth, or Bolaky, 

the

by the Begum’s contrivance been put into his hands, was now entrufted p 
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to the charge of Eradut Khan. 


In order to divert himfelf, the Emperor went to fee the fport of fith- 
ing at Matcheebawun, Atchewel, and Weernag. From thence he fet out 
for Lahoor, and vifited his favourite fhooting place at Byramgullah. At 
the bottom of a high mountain, a wall was built for refting a matchlock, 
and the country people driving the deer down the fide of the mountain, 
afforded Jehangir excellent {port in fhooting them. It now happened that 
a foot foldier was driving a deer before him, and his foot flipping, he fell 
down the mountain and was killed, which fo affected Jehangir, that he left 
off fhooting, and retired to his tent in great concern. The mother of the de- 
ceafed came to the Emperor, and although he gave her money to fupport 
her, yet he could never after be eafyin his own mind. It feemed to him as 
if the angel of death had vifited him under the form of this unfortunate 
man: from that moment he funk into defpair, and his diforder increafed 
daily. He proceeded from Byramgullah to Tahneh, and from thence to 
Rajore. He commenced this ftage, according to his ufual cuftom, about 
three o’clock in the afternoon. On the road he called for a glafs of wine, 
but was not able to {wallow it, and was with difficulty carried on to his 
tent. He breathed with the utmoft difficulty during the night, and expired> 
on Sunday morning, the 28th of Sefer, A. H. 1037, or 28th of OStober, 
1627, in the fixtieth year of his age, and twenty-fecond of his reign. 








JEHANGIR, on his acceffion to the throne, difplayed confiderable talents 
for governing; but from the natural pliancy of his difpofition, with his 
unfortunate addition to indolence, and pleafure, be became involved in 
difficulties s1om which he had not refolution to extricate himfelf, 


JEH ANGIR poileffed confiderable literary abilities. He added fomechap- 
ters to the Emperor Baber’s Commentaries, in the Turkith language. He 
alfo wrote his own Memoirs in the Perfian language, contait ing a minute ac- 
count of the political and private conduct of his life, from the commence- 

ment 
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A.H 1037. ment of his reign to the end of the twelfth year: they are univerfally 

pe admired for the purity, elegance, and fimplicity of the ftyle; and he 
appears, in general, to have expofed his own follies and weaknefles with 
great candour ard fidelity : when he had completed the memoirs of twelve 
years, he diftributed feveral copies of them amongft his children, and 
principal officers of his court. He continued thefe memoirs, with his own 
hand, till the commencement of the feventeenth year of his reign; when, 
finding himfelf, from his ill health, unable to proceed, he, from that pe- 
riod to the time of his death; employed Motamid Khan as his amanuenfis. 
The whole of the continuation is exceedingly fcarce; the compiler of this 
hiftory not having been able to procure a fight of any other copy than 
the one which was lent him by his friend Colonel Polier. 


In proof of the honefty with which he confeffes his foibles, we fhalk 
fhew in what manner he fpeaks of his addiction to drunkennefs.—He fays, 
that at the age of fifteen, he went along with his father to Attock, againft 
the tribe of Youfef Zie; when, one day, having feparated from him on a 
hunting party, and being exceedingly thirfty and fatigued, Shah Kuly, 
the commandant of the artillery, told him, that if he would drink a cup 
of wine, it would completely refrefh him. He followed this man’s advice, 
and drank a cup of fweet white wine, which he found fo delicious, -that 
from that time he became fond of liquor, and daily increafed his dofe, til! at 
length the expreffed juice of the grape had no effect upon him: conftantly, 
for nine years, he drank, of double diftilled {pirits, fourteen cups in the day, 
and fix cups at night, which, he fays, were altogether equal to fix Hindoftan 
feers, or Engli quarts. At this time he had hardly any appetite, his daily 
food being a chicken, with a little bread and fome radifiues. By a continu- 
ance in this courfe, his nerves became fo affected, that he was obliged to get 
{ome body to lift the cup to his mouth. He then difcovered bis afe to Ha- 
keem Hemam, one of his father’s phyficians and intimate companions, who 
freely told him, that if he perfifled in this way fix months longer, his 
diforder would be abfolutely incurable. Having a great affection for th 
friend, and confiding in his medical fkill, he gradually leffened the dail 
quantity, and reduced the ftrength of the liquor, by diluting it with two 


parts 
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parts of wine; and with the help of a fmall dofe of philonium, at the 
end of feven years, brought himfelf to be fatisfied with fix cups daily. 
For fifteen years he drank at this rate, taking the whole at night; except- 
ing on Thurfday, the day of his acceffion; and Friday, the moft holy 
night in the week with the Mohammedans, when he totally abftained 
from ftrong drink: on Thurfday he alfo abftained from eating flefh, as 
well as on Friday, on account of it’s being his father’s birth day. After 
fome time he left off the philonium, and in place of it took opium. At 
the age of forty-fix his daily dofe of opium was eight ruttees”*, 
fix of which he took about an hour after fun-rife, and two at nine at 
night. 


His mind was ftrongly tinétured with fuperftition, of which we fhall 
produce fome inftances. The firft public proof which he gave of this 
weaknefs, is defcribed by himfelf. When he was at Ajmeer, in A. H. 
1023, or A. D. 1614, he was afflicted with a fever and a violent head- 
ach, which at firft he endeavoured to conceal from every one, and tranf- 
acted bufinefs in public as ufual; but in a few days his diforder became fo 
violent, that he was obliged to confine himfelf, and confult his phyf- 
cians. By their advice he abftained from the ufe of wine for three days, 
which, only ferving the more to exhauft his ftrength and fpirits, they per- 
mitted him to take to it again; and in a few days he was entirely out of 
danger. As {oon as he had acquired fufhcient ftrength to enable him to 
go abroad, he vifited the fhrine of Moyeneddeen Chiefty ; and as he con- 
ficered his recovery to have been obtained from Heaven, through his 
mediation, he refolved to have his ears bored and wear ear:rings, in token 
of his bondage to this pretended faint +. Accordingly, when he was per- 
fectly recovered, he had his ears bored, and ever after wore a magnificent 
pearl in each. His example was eagerly followed by people of all ranks;

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royal jewel-office for this purpofe. Another inftance is mentioned in Mo- 
tamid Khan’s continuation of the memoirs. When Jehangir intended to 
change the ftandard weight from thirty to thirty-fix dams, he hefitated 
about making even fuch a trivial deviation from the inftitutes of Akber ; 
till a fakeer, named Jadroop, affured him, that in the pretended divine 
books of the Hindoos, the feer is fixed at thirty-fix dams; upon which 
declaration, fuperftition prevailed over filial piety ; for Jehangir believed 
himfelf to have been actuated by a divine impulfe, and ordered the new 
regulation to be carried into execution. The following is another in 

fiance of his weaknefs: at the time that Shahjehan ftood high in his 
affection, that prince was feized with a dangerous fit of ficknefs, when 
his father made a vow, that if he recovered, he would never again kill 
any game with a gun; and accordingly he religioufly obterved his oath 
for five years: but upon the breaking out of Shahjchan’s rebellion, Je- 
hangir, thinking to bring divine vengeance upon his fon by with- 
drawing his own engagement with Heaven, refumed the recreation of 


fhooting. 


Tue author of the Khelaffut ul Tewarikh fuggefts, that the beauty of 
Nourjehan Begum was the true fatal caufe of Shere Afkun’s death; end 
fulpects, that the charge of ctreafon was invented in order to perfusde the 
world of the neceffity of depriving him of his life in pretervation of the 
public peace; ard this idea has been generaliy taken up by European au- 
thors, who have written of that time : it is, ho vever, but juitice to de- 
clare, that this is not an opinion generally received throughout Hindoftan, 
and that no other Perfian hiftorian, whom we have rea], has laid this im- 
putation upon Jehangir. The murder of Abulfazel is an indelible ftain 
on his character, notwithftanding the pains which he has taken, in his 
memoirs, in pleading the political expediency of fo horrid a deed. From 
the beginning to the end of his reign, Jehangir’s difpofition towards 
his fubjećts appears to have been invariably humane and confiderate. 
The feverities that were exercifed on the accomplices of Khufro’s 
rebellion, were fuch as are ufually inflictec on fimilar delinquents, in all 


Mohammedan countries ; and thefe fpectacles are the lefs to be wondered 
at

at there, wien executions, equally cruel and diabolical, are exhibited in 


many parts of Europe, where the gofpel of mercy is profeffed and efa- 
blifhed by law. 


So long as Jehangir followed the dictates of his own judgement, by 
preferring to all other confiderations, the eafe and profperity of his fub- 
jets, and whilft he vigoroufly enforced the wife laws of his noble father, 
his reign was glorious and happy: but when he embraced the foft allure- 
ments of pleafure, and abandoned himfelf to indolence and diffipation, 
he became the dupe of an ambitious woman; who, with a view of main- 
taining her own unlimited {way over the empire after his death, practiced 
upon him the bafeft artifices; fhe precipitated him into violent aéts of in- 
juiftice againft a fon whom he tenderly loved; and the inteftine wars which 
enfued fhook the very throne, and made the empire a fcene of blood and 
devaftation, for the fpace of feven years.

THE FIRST YEAR OF THE REIGN. 


ESHE firft order which Jehangir iffued, on his acceffion to the throne, 
was forth conftruction of the golden chain of juftice. Ic was 
made of pure gold, and meafured thirty yards, confifting of fixty links, 
weighing four maunds of Hindoftan* One end of the chain was fuf- 
pended from the royal baftion of the fortrefs of Agra, and tke other 
faftenea in the ground near the fide of the river. The intention of this 
extraordinary invention was, that if the officers of the courts of law 
were partial in their decifions, or dilatory in the adminiftration of jutftice, 
the injured parties might come themfclves to this chain, and making a 
noife, by fhaking the links of it, give notice that they were waiting to 
reprefent their grievances to his Majctfty. 














An edict was iffued containing twelve general regulations, in fubftance 
as follows: 


THE FIRST,—Pofitively abolifhes the collection of duties, arifing 


from Tumgha and Meer Bhery; together with the taxes of every defcrip- 
tion,

THE EIGHTH.—The officers of the khalfeh, and jageerdars, are po- 
fitively prohibited from the practice of forcibly taking the ryot’s lands, 
and cultivating them for their own benefit. 
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THE NINTH.—No aumil of the khalfeh, or jageerdar, fhall contract 
a marriage with any inhabitant of his diftrict, without his Majefty’s ex- 
prefs permiffion. 
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THE TENTH.—Hofpitals are ordered to be erected in all the great 


cities throughout the empire, and the charges for attendance and medi- 
cines to be defrayed by the khalfeh. 
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THE ELEVENTH.—In imitation of the late Emperor, he forbids 
the killing of any animals on particular days, viz. on every Thurfday, 
the day of his acceffion; on every Sunday, becaufe he was born on that 
day, as well as on account of its being under the immediate influence of 


the fun; befides as many days as he fhould be years old, conimencing with 
his birth-day. 
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THE TWELFTH.—Confirms all his father’s fervants in their relpec- 
tive munfebs, and jageers. 
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He alfo commanded, that all prifoners fhould now be fet at liberty ; 
and that in future, no perfon fhould be confined in any part of the empire, 
above a year, without his knowledge and approbation.

He moreover directed the bukhfhies to make enquiry, and inform him, 
whether any of his father’s, or his own fervants, wifhed to exchange their 
prefent jageers for lands fituated in their native country, to be pofletied 


by them in the form of Altumgha, without being fubjcct to airy al 
teration.

Tue Emperors, his predeceffors, whenever they beftowed a jageer in 
Melkyet or perpetuity, were ufed to affix to the patent a red feal, fiom whence 
fuch a grant was called Altumgha*. Jehangir direéted, th inftead of 
red ink, the impreffion of the feal fhould be taken upon gold feai whence 
tt was afterwards called Altoon Tumgha +.

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Tre collection of Zekat, which brought in an annual revenue of feve- 
ral crores of dams, had before been remitted throughout the empire, in 
confirmation of a regulation made by the late Emperor, Jehangir now 
abolifhed the Syerjehat in Cabul, which produced annually one crore and 
twenty-three lacks of dams. When the Zekat was collected, it fell very 
heavy in Cabul and Kandahar; and the abolition of that tax, with the 
additional remiffion of the Syerjehat, were great encouragements for the 
merchants of Iran and Turan to carry om a trade in thofe parts, that was 
very advantageous to Hindoftan. 





Te following was another of this Emperor’s humane inftitutions :—In 
every great city throughout the empire, as well in jageer as in the khalfeh 
lands, refectories were ordered to be eftablifhed, according to the fize of 
the place, where victuals were daily prepared forthe fupport of the poor 
inhabitants, and forthe efrefhment of travellers.

THE THIRD YEAR OF THE REIGN. 


Ir had long been ufual in Sylhet, and otner dependencies of Bengal, 
for the rvots to caftrate their children, and give them to the governors 
of thofe provinces in fatisfaction of their rents, or elfe to fell them. 
This infamous practice had, at length, become fo common, that many 
thoufands were thus annually deprived of their virility. To eradicate 
this evil, the Emperor now iffued an edict, prohibiting ali perfons from 
committing this act of barbarity, and forbidding any one to buy or fell 
a caftrated child. Iflam Khan, the Soobahdar of B:ngal, was ordered to 
punifh, in an €»cinprary manner, all perfons convicted of this crime. He 
was alfo directed to feize all the caftrated children he could find, that 
thereby an end being put to this crucl traffic, the offence might ceafe of 
itfelf, as the dread of punifhment, and deprivation of gain, could not fail 
of operating upon the minds of thefe monfters of the human kind. 
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Tur fale of bang, and all other intoxicating drugs, was now prghi- 
bited; and it was made criminal for them to be brought to the public 
markets. Gaming houfes were likewile forbidden.

THE SEVENTH YEAR OF THE REIGN. 


Ir having been repeatedly reprefented to his Majefty, that the foobah- 
dars of the diftant provinces affumed particular honours duzonly to royalty; 
an edict was iffued containing the following prohibitions :—That the foo- 
bahdars and governors do not require the Koomekee troops to furnith 
guards for their own perfons. ‘That they do not exhibit elephant fights, 
That they do not punifh criminals, by depriving them of fight, nor by 
mutilating their ears or nofes. That they do not make any one a Moham- 
medan by compulfion. That they do not confer titles upon any of their 
dependants. That they do not fuffer any of the munfebdars to pay them 
the compliment of the koornifh or tefleem. Thea! they do not caufe the 
nekareh to be beaten, at the time they are going out of their houfes. 
That when they give an elephant or a horfe to any one, whether he be a 
fervant of the Emperor, or one of their own dependants, he fhall not 
put the trappings or the kudjek upon his neck, nor make the tefleem. 
That they do not fuffer any munfebdar to go abroad in their train, on 
foot. That if they fend them any prefent, they do not pur their feal 
upon it.

THE THIRTEENTH YEAR OF THE REIGN, 


ONE morning a man was convicted of a capital offercc but fhortly 
after having paffed fentence, the Emperor was induced to mitigate the 
punifhment. Unfortunately, the favourable mandzte arrived too late; the 
officer who had charge of the prifoner, having had him executed imme- 
diately on the receipt of the death warrant. Jehangir was greatly dif- 
pleafed at the officer’s previpitancy; and inorder, effectually, to prevent 
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fuch a proceeding in future, he enacted a law, commanding, that hereafter, 
no criminal fhould be put to death before fun-fet, notwithftanding there 


fhould be the moft pofitive orders to the contrary, even from the monarch 
himfelf.

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HISTORY OF HINDOSTAN. 


JEHANGIR’s PRINCIPAL ROUTES: 


EXTRACTED FROM HIS MEMOIRS. 





JEHANGIR’s ROUTE FROM LAHOOR TO CABUL. 


HE 25th of March, 1607, Jehangir left the city of Lahoor, and 

crofling the river Rawee, arrived at the garden of Dilamez, fitu- 
ated on the weftern bank of that river; where he remained four days. 
On Monday the rgth, he marched to the village of Hirhir, three cofe 
from Lahoor. The next day he halted at the village of Jehangirpoor, 
one of the imperial hunting feats. He commanded Secunder, the jageer- 
dar of Jehangirpoor, to erect a ftrong fort at that place. 


On the 1ft of April, he proceeded to the pergunnah of Chandalla; 
from whence, in two marches, he arrived at Hafezabad. ‘There he 
halted two days, atthe houfe erected by Meer Kovameddecn, the croree 
of that place; and then proceeded, by two marches, to the banks 
of the river Chenab. On the 8th he croffed a bridge, and entered the 
borders of the pergunnah of Gujerat. When Akber was on his march 
to Cafhmeer, he erected a fort on the weft fide of th river, which he 
peopled with Gudjirs, and from this circumftan-e it ubtained the name of 
Gujerat; and was formed into a feyarate pergunnah. The Gudjirs were 
before that time an uncivilized race, who lived ~hiefly by plunder,

On the oth he encamped at Khowaffpoor, four cofe from Gujerat, and 
which was founded Ly Khowafs Khan, the flave of Sheer Shah the'Af- 
ghan. Two marches intervened between this place and the river Behut, 
on whofe banks he halted. The fource of the river Behut is a fountain 
in Cafhmeer, named Virnag, probably from a large fnake having for- 
merly been feen there. Jchangir fays, that during the life time of his 
father, he went twice to this fountain, which is about twenty cofe from 
the city of Cafhmeer; that its form is octagonal, about twenty yards in 
circumference. The veftiges of places of worfhip, without number, are 
to be traced amongft the ruins and caves, which are interfperfed through- 
out this neighbourhood. This ftream is much increafed by the time it 
reaches Pumpoor, which is ten cofe from the city of Cafhmeer. In this 
quarter is produced all the faffron of Cafhmeer; the annual produce is 
about five hundred maunds of Hindoftan. Some of the faffron beds ex- 
tend a cofe, and others are of {maller dimenfion. The flowers look very 
beautiful at fome diftance, and when they are plucked, emit a ftrong 
fmell. Jehangir fays, that when he went to this fpot, all his attendants 
were feized with the head-ach; and that although he was himfelf heated 
with liquor, his head was alfo affected; that he enquired of the Cathmerians, 
who were employed in gathering the faflron, how they found themfelves, 
and they aniwered that they knew not fuch a diforder. The Behut being 
joined in its courfe on both fides by other ftrzams, becomes a confiderable 
river; but its bieadth, in many places, ig not more than an arrow fhot. 
The water of this river being turbid and unwholefome, is never ufed by 
the Cafhmerians, who drink the water of a reiervoir near the city, called 
Dell. The river Behut, on its way to Penjab, paffes through Burhamola, 
Pukelee, and Dumtore. 


Tue 17th of April, he marched from the banks of the Behut. The 
roth he arrived a: the fort of Rhotafs, which was built by Sheer Shah 
the Afghau., It ftaxds upon broken ground, in {fuch a manner, that it is 
not poffible to conceive a ftronger fitu-:ion. As this fpot borders upon 
the country of the Geekher-, a lawlefs and feditious tribe, Sheer Khan re- 
folved to build this fort .o over-awe and reftrain hem. He died foon af- 

ter 
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ter the work was begun, and the honour of completing it was referved for 
his fon Sileem Khan. Over one of the gates is engraved an account of 
the expence, which amounted to four lacks and twenty-five thoufand 
rupees. 


THe 2oth he marched three cofe and three quarters, to Pulla, which in 
the dialect of the Geekhers, fignifies a bank. The 21 ft he proceeded to the 
village of Beekher, which, in this disle€t, means a foref. The whole of 
the laft road iies by the fide of a delightful rivulet, whofe banks are co- 
vered with the kuner flower, which icfembles the peach bloffom; and the 
tree is always in bloom. 


Tz 22d he marched from Beekher to Hatea. This place is called Ha- 
tea, from its founder Hatee, a Geekher. The country which lies between 
Markulla and Hatea, is called Bootewar. From Rhotafs to Hatea, the 
country is inhabited by the Bhojials, a tribe defcended from the fame 
ftock with the Geekhers. 


Tue 23d he marched four cofe and three quarters, to Pucka. This 
place is fo called from its having a ferry of folid brick work; puckz in 
the language of Hindoftan fignifying folid work. This road was fo excef- 
fively fandy and dufty, that there was great difficulty in bringing on the 
carriages, 


Tue 24th he marched four cofe and a haif, to Gour, which in the Gee- 
kher’s dialect fignifies broken. 


The 25th he encamped a little beyond Rawil Pundy. This place has 
its name from its founder Rawil, a Hindoo, and the word puxdy, in this 
country language, is a village. 


Tue 26th the encampment was pitched at Knerpooza. € lere, in former 
times, the Geekhers had a tower, from wnc..> *hey ufed to iffue and plun- 
der travellers. As the fh pe of the roof bore fom refemblance to a mufk 


melon, it was therefore c:\led kherbooza. 
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Tue 27th he proceeded to Calapanee, wuich, in the Hindoo language, 
means dlack water. Here ftands the finall fort of Markulla. ‘This is a 
compound of the words mar and kull.t, fignifying beat the caravan; this 
being the place where the caravans were generally attacked. It is the 
boundary of the country of the Geekhers. They are a ftrange people, per- 
petually involved in quarrels amongft themfelves; and all the Emperor’s 
efforts to reconcile them were fruitlefs. 


Tue 28th he proceeded to Baba Huffein Abdal. At the diftance of a 
cofe to the eaftward of this place, is a cafcade, which precipitates itfelf 
with great violence. Throughout the whole road to Cabul, there is not 
fuch another cafcade; but there are two or three like it in the road to 
Cafhmeer. Near the fountain, from whence this cafcade has its fource, 
Rajah Manfingh erected a {mall edifice. Jchangir fays, he enquired of 
hiftorians, as well as of the natives of this place, regarding Huffein 
Abdal, but could get no fatisfactory information who he was. The place 
which bears his name, is a pure fountain gufhing from the fkirt of a little 
hill. 


Here. Khojeh Shemfeddeen Khowaky, who for fome time acted as 
vizier to Akber, built a brick terrace, in the centre whercof js a refervoir, 
into which the ftieam flows, and from wkence it is conveyed for watering 
the adjacent gardens and fields. By the fide of the terrace he erected a 
tomb for his interment; but it was not his lot to be buried there. 
Hakeem Abulfutteh Ghilany, and his brother Hakeem Hemam, who 
were intimate friends of the Emperor Akber, were interred in that 
fepulchre. 





Ox the 1ft of May he encamped at Amrohee, upon a beautiful verdant 
lawn; perfectly lev. At this place, and in its neighbourhood, were 
about feven or cight thoufand houfer, the refidence of the Delzaks, a 
tribe of Afghans, who we- „uilty of every Species of oppreffion and 
outrage. ~jyehangir now committed to the charge of Zuffer Khan, Sircar 
Attock; and ordere”, that before the return ofthe reyal ftandard from 
VoL. I. Ff Cabul, 
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Cabu), the whole tribe of De:zaks fhould be driven to Lahoor; and that 
their Kheters, or chiefs, fhould be feized and imprifoned. 


Tue 3d, he proceeded on his ma ch, and the day after encamped near 
the fort of Attock, onthe bauks of the Neclab. This fort was erected 
by Akber, under the immediate direction of Khoieh Shemfeddeen Kho- 
waky: It is very ftrong. Atthis time the water of the Neelab was fo 
low, that it required only eighteen boats to conitruct a bridge over it. As 
the province of Cabul was incapable of maintaining a large army, the 
Emperor gave orders to the bukhfhees, that only his immediate attend- 
ants, and particular officers, fhould crofs the river; and that the camp 
fhould remain at Attock till his return. 


THE 5th, Jehangir, accompanied by the princes and fome of his fami- 
liar companions, paffed over the Neelab, in a jaalah, and alighted on the 
banks of the river Kama, which runs by Jilalabad. A jualah is a float, 
conftructed of bamboos and ftraw, buoyed up by earthen pots. In this 
country it is called faa/; and in rivers where there are rocks, itis much 
fafer than a boat. From hence he proceeded, after two days journey, to 
the ferry of Barreh. Oppofite to this place, on the other fide of the 
river Kama, is a fort which was ereéted by Zein Khan Koka, when he 
was {ent againft the Afghans of Youfef Zie. He expended upon it fifty 
thoufand rupees,. and called it Noufhehr, or the new city. Hemayun 
ufed to hunt wolves at this place; and Akber told Jehangir, that he had 
accompanied him two or threc times to fee this fport. 


Tsex 11th, he proceeded to Dowletabad, and the next day encamped 
near a garden planted by Sheer Khan, in the environs of Peifhore: Gowr 
Keteree, a celebrated place of worfhip of the Joegees, is fituated in this 
neighbourhood. 


Tue 27th, he arrived at Soorkhab, and from thence proceeded to 
Chucdootick. Here he f: w a great deal of the word called Baloot, which 
is excellent fuel. The waole of this ftape is over hard rock, but not 
uneven or broken. 

THE 
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Tur 28th, he came to Ab Bereck the next day arrived at the new 
royal palace; and on the goth at little (Sabul, from whence he proceeded 
to Negramy. 


Tue 3d of June, after croffing the bridge of Muftan, he arrived at the 
garden of Shchr Ara, and all the way he went this day, money was 
flung among the populace. This garden pleafed him very much, and 
as it was Thurfday, the day of his acceffion, he invited his intimates 
to a banquet of wine. To add torheir merriment, he challenged fuch of 
them as were nearly of his own age, to jump over a rivulet, about four 
yards wide. Some fell into the water: he leaped it, but remarks, that it 
was not with that agility with which he had exhibiced there, in the pre- 
fence of his father, about eight years before. 


Tue garden was afterwards improved by the addition of fone ad- 
joining lands, which Jehangir purchafed from the proprietors.

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Here is a palace that was built by Naffireddeen, king of Malwah. 
It is furrounded with a moat. The Emperor remained here three days, 
and gave orders for the palace to be repaired. 


Tue 7th of February, he arrived at the city of Owjein. Here he faw the 
remains of an obfervatory, that was built one thoufand feven hundred and 
fixty-five years before that time, by the famous Rajah Bickermajeet. 


Ow the 8th of February the Emperor left Owjein, and kept at fome 
diftance from the army, to enjoy the fports of the field. On the 27th he 
encamped by a tank at the foot of the fort of Mandow. From Ajmeer 
to Mandow is one hundred and fifty-nine cofe. 


Tue fort of Mandow is fituated on a mountain, and is upwards of ten 
cofe in circuit. The fort is very {trong ; and has in it a fine {tone mofque, 
that was built by Sultan Houfheng. Here is the tomb of Naffireddeen, 
who murdered his father Ghiaffeddeen, in the eightieth year of his age, 
He made two fruitlefs attempts to paifon his parent, and the third time 
ke fuccceded, by infufing fome noxious drugs in fherbet. The old man 
fufpected his defign, but drank it off, praying God to forgive the parri- 
cide, being himfelf fully fatisfied with the number of his days. This 
Naffireddeen peopled a city entirely with women, all the officers being of 
that fex. He is faid to have had fifteen thoufand women. When Sheer 
Khan arrived at this tomb, he ordered it to be beaten with a ftick: 
Jehangir had the bones dug up, and ordered them to be burnt; but 
reflecting that fire is a ray of the divinity, he was apprehenfive that this 
ceremony might be the means of mitigating the parricide’s torments in 
hell, and therefore commanded that his remains fhould be {fcattered in the 
river Nerbudda, to which element they properly belonged, for he was 
drowned. ‘The ftory of his death is as follows :—he was exceffively fond 
of bathing, and one day having dived in the moat of Culeeyadeh, and re- 
mained fo long under wa er as to have becom ‘enfelefs, one of his fer- 
vants, in order to fave his life, dragged him out by the hair of his head. 
When he came to himfelf, inftead of rewarding fuch a fervice, he was fo 

enraged 
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enraged at the indignity of being dragged by the hair, that he ordered 
the man’s hands to be cut off. In confequence of which, when a like ac- 
cident befel him again, the attendants fuffered him to remain under water 
till he was actually dead. This happened in A. H. 916, or A. D. 1510.
